A    OKXAHV   TOm  rmOTKCVlOH. 

For  three  ye»r«  the  people  of  Minne- 
soU  have  impatiently  endured  the  pret- 
ence upon  their  borders,  of  a  Mv&ge  and 
•Burderous  eoemy — not  large  in  numbers, 
it  it  true,  but  tonnidable  in  the  villain- 
out  craft  of  robbery  and  murder — who 
Lave  constantly  sought  and  improTed 
every  opportunity  to  murder  helpless 
women  and  children,  to  devasUte  the 
homes  of  our  western  settlers,  and  to 
bum  and  destroy  whatever  property  they 
could  not  pillage.  By  these  annually 
recurring  visitations  of  hostile  Sioux 
upon  our  frontier,  not  only  many  inno- 
csnt  lives  have  been  ruthlessly  facrificed, 
and  vast  aBOuiits  of  property,  the  accu- 
Bolations  of  honest  toil  destroyed,  but 
large  settlements  have  be-  n  broken  up, 
immense  areas  of  country  have  been  laid 
waste,  and  the  westward  development  of 
the  State  and  of  the  territory  beyond,  has 
been  violently  arrested.  To  millions  ol 
dollars  actually  destroyed,  mast  be  added 
many  millions  more  lost  by  this  retarda- 
tion of  the  growth  of  the  State. 

While  nearly  all  the  military  resources 
of  the  Government  were  employed  in  put- 
ting down  the  vast  rebellion  in  the  South 
the  people  of  Minnesota  have  Constrained 
tbemselves,  if  not  to  be  satikfied  with,  at 
least  to  endure,  the  partial  and  inadequate 
efforts  made  by  the  Government  to  defend 
Cbem  against  these  cruel  and  vindictive 
foes.  They  have  been  willing  to  post- 
poni^  their  own  local  security  to  the  larger 
necessity  of  defending  and  saving  the  na- 
tion. This  great  doty  is  now  accom- 
piished.  The  Government  has  SOO.OOt 
idle  bayonets  at  its  back,  and  the  people 
of  Mtnmssota  now  demand  protection 
They  call  upon  the  Government  to  dis- 
charge the  long  delayed  duty,  now  that 
{here  is  no  longer  any  excuse  for  delaying 
it,  of  enforcing  the  securities  of  life  and 
property  upon  their  exposed  frontier, 
and  of  executing  condign  justice  upon  the 
banded  assassins  of  their  wives  and  chil- 
dren. They  demand  the  immediate  and 
complete  extermination  of  the  hostile 
bands  of  Sioux,  and  to  that  end  they  ask 
that  a  sufficient  military  force  he  at 
once  sent  into  the  infested  country  to 
wipe  these  red-skinnei  murderer  and 
robbers  from  the  face  of  the  earth.  Ten 
or  twenty  thousand  men  immedietely  em- 
ployed under  an  energeticcommander  to 
crush  the  remains  of  the  hostile  Sioux 
would  probably  save  the  iiovemmeni 
millions  of  dollars  in  providing  for  the 
future  defence  of  the  frontier— and  in 
long,  slow,  feeble,  .ineffective|hostilitie8 
coutinued  year  after  year  with  no  other 
result  than  to  incrase  the  number  of  its 
Indian  foes.

It  is  not  generally  known  that  Secre- 
tary Stanton  and  General  Grant  im- 
mediately upon  Lee's  surrender 
took  ample  measures  tt  crush 
out  the  last  remains  of  tho  rebellion,  in 
the  only  locality  where  any  vitality  is 
now  left  to  it,  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
and  that  orders  were  promptly  bsued  at 
that  time  to  concentrate  a  large  force  in 
Texas  and  annihilate  the  army  of  Kirby 
Smith  in  that  quarter.  The  4th  army 
corps  has  been  ordered  from  East  Ten- 
neasee  to  Texas,  and  the  whole  of  Gen. 
Thomas'  army  in  Tennessee  will  follow. 
One  army  corps  from  Virginia  has  been 
sent  to  the  same  direction. 

The  recent  movement  of  troops  from 
the  Western  Suies  to  the  front  was  prob- 
ably intended  for  tbi  same  destination. 
Canby  will  probably  add  a  corps  to  thi? 
army,  and  an  overwhelming  force  will 
thus  be  arrayed  against  the  feeble  rem- 
nant of  the  rebel  power  which  still  sur- 
vives in  Texas.  It  ia  supposed  that  the 
immediate  recapture  of  Galveston  will  be 
the  first  object  in  view,  and  after  that  the 
repossession  of  other  ports  and  posts 
a  long  the  Texan  coast. 

This  demonstration  of  force  will  prob- 
ably accelerate  the  reported  disposition 
of  the  rebels  in  that  quarter  to  imiute 
tiie  example  of  Lee  and  Johnston  and 
•urrender.  Overtures  have  already  been 
aent  to  Pope  from  the  rebel  General  in 
Arkansas  for  that  object,  and  when  the 
moral  effect  of  recent  disasters  in  Vir- 
ginia and  North  Carolina  is  backed  up 
by  a  menace  of  invasion,  they  will  proba- 
bly give  up  the  game.  Kirby  Smith's 
whole  force  does  not  number  more  than 
So.OOO  men,  a  force  too  small  to  afford 
any  hope  of  maintaining  the  contest 
against  the  vast  armies  of  the  United 
States. 

If  Jeff.  Davis  relies  upon  the  Texan 
a'Aituy  organization  for  the  means  of 
continuing  the  contest,  he  is  destined  to 
n  revere  dissappointment,  for  the  Texans 
have  grown  too  rich  and  comfortable  out 
of  the  war  to  allow  their  peace  to  be  dis- 
turbed and  their  property  devastated  to 
satisfy  the  insane  passions  of  this  fugitive 
assassin  and  murderer.  They  will  be 
more  likely  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
price  which  has  been  set  upon  his  head  by 
the  Government,  to  effect  the  double  ob- 
ject of  getting  rid  of  an  unwelcome  vis- 
itor, and  of  making  money  out  of  the 
transaction.

We  insert.Mr.  Montgomery's  letter  on 
our  frontier  defenses — but  his  statemeuts 
don't  tally  with  those  of  Gen.  Sibley  up- 
on the  same  question — and  we  are  inclin- 
ei  to  believe  that  the  General  is  the  bet. 
tcr  authority.  In  one  ihing  Montgomery 
is  right.  We  want  more  troops — not, 
however,  to  be  cooped  up  in  frontier 
garrisons  for  defensive  purposes — but  to 
pursue — to  smite  and  to  destroj  the  ene- 
my. The  only  way  to  defend  the  frontier 
is  to  hunt  the  Indiana  to  their  holes  and  to 
kill  them  there  ;  to  strike  at  their  homes 
— not  to  wait  till  they  attack  ours.

The  point  of  the  article  in  yesterday's

^Inshingly  pleads  guilty  to  the  soft  im- 
ce&ehinent  that  be  had  refused  the  French 
■aiation  tendered  to  him  by  Mr.  Lincohi 
— being  moved  to  that  act  of  virtuous 
aclf- abnegation  by  patriotic  motives.  The 
ratinng  Bennett,  it  must  he  admitted, 
aarar  served  hit  country  better  than 
vhen  be  declined  to  misrepreaent  it  at  the 
imparUl  ooort. 


F.Jltori  St.  Psal  Press : 

What  I  conceive  to  be  duty  again 
prompts  me  to  address  you.  In  my  note 
to  you  last  month  I  took  the  po.<)ition  that 
the  present  system  of  frontier  defense  was 
not  adequate  to  the  danger  and  interests 
involved. 

It  was  a  statement,  then,  based  upon 
the  experience  of  the  past ;  now,  it  is  a 
fact  illuotrated  in  colors  of  blood. 

.\t  about  nine  o'clock  last  evening 
Private  Joseph  F.  Beard,  of  C  Company, 
Second  Minnesota  Cavalry,  came  in  and 
rt  parted  undoubted  signs  of  Indians.  He 
had  been  out  acting  as  a  scout  and  guide, 
ar  d  it  had  been  pre-arranged  that  he 
should  meet,  near  the  southern  end  of 
Lake  Herron,  a  squad  of  soldiers,  who 
were  to  build  a  stockade  there.  He  went 
there  at  the  appointed  time,  and  no  sol- 
diers were  there ;  neither  could  he  dis- 
cover any  traces  of  soldiers  b.iving  been 
there  lately.  It  grew  ver>  late; 
the  sun  was  fast  going  down  be- 
hind the  hills,  and  still  no  soldiers 
come;  Lis  horse  became  restive,  and 
acted  as  if  there  was    danger  near. 

Mr.  Beard,  not  having  had  anything  to 
eat  s.nce  early  in  the  morning,  and  not 
liking  the  appearance  which  things  were 
assuming,  struck  out  for  Heliuont  and 
Jackson,  reaching  the  latter  place  late  in 
the  n  gbt.  Some  little  time  after  he  had 
been  there,  a  boy  came  in  and  said  that 
he  was  very  tired  and  hungry  ;  tlpt  ht- 
and  his  comrade  had  been  above  several 
miles  ;  that  Indians  got  after  them,  and 
that  his  comrade,  whom  the  Indians  had 
wounded,  he  bad  to  leave  behind. 

He  said  that  he  saw  six  Indians  after 
he  left  his  comrade.  They  chased  him, 
and  he  hid,  and  waited  till  dark,  and  then 
came  in.  The  next  morning  Mr.  Beard, 
in  company  with  Lieutenants  Sherman 
and  Philips,  and  others,  went  to  the  place 
where  the  boy  reported  to  have  seen  the 
Indians — and  there  found  the  other  boy, 
wounded.  The  boy  had  one  ball  through 
bis  leg,  and  the  marks  of  two  others  on 
his  head.  He  was  weak  from  the  loss  of 
blood. 

It  is  said  that  these  boys  evinced  great 
powers  of  endurance.  They  were  bare- 
footed, and  their  feet,  were  badly  mangled 
in  running  over  the  prairie  ttubs. 

Mr.  Beard  came  on  alone  to  the  stotlt- 
ade  on  the  Big  Bend  of  the  Desmoines, 
and  learned  that  si.K  Indians  had  been 
seen  near  there  the  evening  before. 
Near  twelve  o'clock  last  night  a  messen- 
ger came  in  with  dispatches  from  Msjor 
Evans,  of  Garden  City,  stating  that  the 
Indians  were  in  that  settlement,  and  that 
a  family  of  five  person  bad  been  killed  by 
them,  six  miles  east  of  Garden  City. 

It  is  intimated  that  the  Indian.s  came  in 
in  six  different  bands. 

A  half-breed  deserter  from  Brackett's 
Battalion  acts  as  guide  to  one  of  the 
bands.  Duncan  Kennedy  is  said  to  be 
amjDg  the  killed. 

Such  are  the  reports  with  which  the  air 
is  filled.  They  are  supposed  to  be  true. 
Col.  Pfaender  has  despatched  troops  to 
various  points  in  the  neighborhood  of 
where  the  Indians  are  reported  to  be. 
It  speaks  well  for  Col.  Pfaender  to  say. 
that  within  an  hour  after  the  dispatches 
were  received,  the  details  were  made,  the 
soldiers  out  of  their  beds  and  into  their 
saddles ;  the  instructions  given  and  the 
men  far  away  on  the  march. 

The  niunber  of  troops  at  the  disposal 
of  Col.  Pfaender  is  small,  -entirely  too 
small,  but  be  handles  them  well.  What 
can  be  said  in  praise  of  those  who  have 
withdrawn  toe  troops  from  this  district, 
and  caused  but  one  line  of  stockades  to 
be  built  in  places  sixty  miles  from  men, 
women  and  children  in  danger  ? 

My  brothers,  my  sisters,  (for  the  peo- 
ple of  the  frontier  are  allied  to  me 
through  suffering),  have  been  murdered! 
Their  blood  calls  for  justice.  It  demands 
that  while  the  means  are  within  the 
reach  of  those  who  arc  in  authority, 
those  who  aie  left  behind  shall  be  made 
"secure  in  life  and  property." 

Is  this  asking  too  much  ^  Is  it  asking 
anything  unreasonable  ?  Their  blood  is 
not  as  easily  satisfied  as  the  desires  of 
Mr.  S.  (Who  is  S.  ?)  seems  to  be.  He 
sayt,  "  I  am  lully  satisfied  with  the  dis- 
position which  General  Sibley  has  made 
of  our  military  posts." 

Now,  I  do  not  know  that  Gen.  Sibley 
made  Any  "disposition  of  our  military 
posts."  All  I  know  is  that  they  were 
removed,  some  of  them  sixty  miles  away 
from  the  settlers. 

As  to  whether  it  was  right  or  wrong' 
let  those  who  know  the  facts  judge.  As 
I  am  "a;  booby  in  Uncle  Sam's  bushes," 
I  am  not  supposed  to  know.  Plain  peo- 
ple draw  their  conclusions  from  events. 
The  "events"  have  been  of  a  bloody 
character    and  are   not  apt  to  deceive. 

Does  Mr.  S.  know  with  what  kind 
of  a  "disposition"  of  troops  he  is  satified 
with.  I  will  tell  him.  There  were — 
perhaps — all  told,  one  hundred  men  sta- 
tioned on  what  might  be  termed  a  triangle 
running  from  Spirit  Lake  and  pointing 
respectively  to  Camp  Pope  and  Fort 
Bidgejy — thus  covering,  pr  rather  reach- 
ing, two  himdred  miles. 

Some  of  the  ttockadei  were  occupied 
nod  defended  by  as  mani/  as  two  men ; 


others  had  fifteen.  The  most  of  these 
men  were  on  the  new  line  erecting  build- 
ings, &c. 

As  strong  a  line  of  defense  as  this  wts 
"an  Indian  here  and  there  got  through 
the  posts,"  (Mr.  S.'s  language,)  and  be- 
gan to  murder  the  people.  They  news 
of  this  horrible  crime  reached  one  of  the 
stock  ades.  One  man  mounted  his  horse 
and  tlcw  away  to  give  the  alarm  to  this 
post,  and  one  man  remained  to  defend 
the  people  in  his  rear  from  the  ravages  of 
the  already  bloody  hundred  Indians. 

Oh  '.  how  easy  is  the  soul  of  man  sat- 
isfied. 

Was  and  is  that  single  stockade  line, 
from  Camp  Pope  to  Spirit  Lake,  a  prop- 
er defense  to  the  people   of  the  frontier  ? 

Let  those  who  are  responsible  for  the 
lives  of  my  fellow  citizens  take  the  ques- 
tion home  to  their  hearts,  and  as  they  sit 
by  their  own  peaceable  firesides  and 
listen  to  the  dying  shrieks  and  groans  of 
the  "poor  Indians'  "  victims,  answer.

NEWS  OF    THE  ASSASSINATION  AT 
CHARLESTON. 


LATEST  BY  TELEGRAPH 


FROin  RICHIVIOIVD. 

Ilurrcader  of  a  ar«U»ri*«a  Rebel— 
Tli*  l«'a.v  J«<r.  Davia  ried  wltk 
bis    Cield. 

Nkw  Yokk,  May  6. 
The  Times'  Richmond  correspondent 
sayF,  the  notorious  chiaf  of  the  rebel  de- 
tective squad,  Sam.  McCubbin,  has  sur- 
rendered himself.  McCubbin  left  Rich- 
mond on  Sunday,  April  *2d,  in  charge  of 
the  treasure  which  the  rebel  Secretary, 
Trenbolm,  hal  reserved  for  any  emer- 
gency that  might  arise.  He  lefl  Jefferson 
Davis,  Trenholnm, Benjamin,  Extra  Billy 
Smith,  and  a  host  of  other  leading  con- 
federates, at  Greensboro.  They  ate, 
drank  and  slept  on  the  cars,  as  the  inhab- 
itants refused  to  allow  them  to  enter 
their  dwellings,  fearing  they  might  be 
held  responsible  for  harboring  rebels. 

Mr.  Trenbolm  was  taken  very  sick  at 
(ireensboro,  and  visited  the  house  of  one 
of  the  leading  men  there  who  asked  him 
to  exchange  gold  for  confederate  scrip.The 
Secretary  refused  on  the  plea  that  l#ortb 
Carolina  had  not  furnished  any  of  it,  and 
that  itbclongi-d  to  the  State  of  Virginia. 
Before  they  left  for  the  South  they  dis- 
tributed a  considerable  quantity  of  gold 
among  the  party  as  a  precautionary 
measure,  in  event  of  their  being  bard 
pushed.  I 

New  York,  May  5. 

The  Herald^g  Richmond  correspondent 
says  :  Thousands  of  the  people  of  Rich- 
mond and  Petersburg  and  the  surround- 
ing country,  are  saved  from  starvation 
only  by  the  supplies  of  the  Government, 
while  the  U.  S.  commisaries  furnished 
them.  Strong  desires  are  expressed  for 
the  removal  by  the  Government,  of  all 
restrictions  on  trade,  and  contraband  of 
war,  (few  words  lost  here, — operator) 
May  afford  for  the  re-establishment  ol 
industry  both  in  the  town  and  rural  dis- 
tricts. At  pi esent  the  farmers  are  gen- 
eraly  without  the  implements  or  seeds 
necessary  to  do  their  planting,  and  un- 
less they  can  bo  .speedily  procured,  there 
will  be  no  crops  for  the  coming  season, 
in  the  State  in  the  summer  and  fall.  It  is 
understood  that  the  army  of  the  James 
commanded  by  Gen.  Ord,  and  consisting 
of  the  24th  and  L'^th  corps,  will  remain 
in  Virginia  lor  the  present.  It  was  said 
that  the  25lh  corps  eonsisting  of  colored 
troops  will  go  into  camp  forthwith.  A 
portion  of  the  army  of  the  Potomac  was 
expected  to  pa'^s  through  Richmond  on 
Thursday  or  J esierday,  on  its  way  to 
Washington. 

The  principal  citizens  and  leading  offi- 
cials of  liiehiuoud  are  coining  forward  to 
the  Provost  Marshal's  office  and  takmg 
the  oath  of  .allegiance  to  the  government. 
Among  others  who  have  subscribed  to  i* 
arc  Ma\or  Mayo,  Judge  Lyons,  and  Lit- 
tleton Cszewell,  one  of  the  judges  ol 
the  courts. 


FROin  CHARLESTON. 


Speech   of  Governor  Aiken. 


Newspaper  reports  of  a  week  ago  said : 
A  deep  and  profound  sensation  is  report- 
ed to  have  been  caused  in  Charleston, 
among  all  the  classes  of  citizens,  by  the 
painful  intelligence  of  the  assassination  of 
President  Lincoln.  All  over  the  city 
places  of  business  were  closed  and  drap- 
ed in  mourning.  By  order  of  Admiral 
Dahlgren,  minute  guns  were  fired  from 
the  varioiis  I'nited  States  vessels. 

A  large  meeting  was  held  at  Hibernian 
ball  on  the  -Ist  instant,  for  the  purpose 
of  expressing  tlieii  cond<  mnation  of  the 
recent  conspiracy  at  Washington.  The 
hall  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity. 
The  meeting  was  presided  over  by  ex- 
Gov  Aiken,  and  speeches  were  made  by 
Ur.  Mackey,  Mr.  Philips,  Mr.  Seymour, 
and  several  other  .  A  series  of  resolu- 
tions were  unatiiaiously  adopted,  in 
which  the  meeting  severly  denounced  the 
base  conspirators,  and  tendered  condol- 
ence to  the  bereaved  family  of  President 
Lincoln. 
The  following  is  Gov.  Aiken's  speech : 
Felx-ow  Citizens  :  We  are  assem- 
bled to  pour  out  the  general  grief  which 
has  been  felt  in  this  city  for  the  sudden 
removal  from  this  life  of  Abraham  Lin- 
coln, late  President  ot  the  United  States. 
The  horrible  ana  atrocious  assassination 
of  President  Lincoln  has  filled  every 
feeling  heart  with  sorrow  and  indignation. 
I  did  not  know,  personally,  the  late  Pres- 
ident, but  those  who  did  have  spoken  of 
him  in  the  kindest  manner  to  me  his  heart 
was  benevolent  and  forgiving,  and  we  are 
told,  and  have  reason  to  believe,  that 
through  him  our  difficulties  would  have 
been  adjusted  and  peace  once  more  re- 
stored to  our  distracted  country.  Our 
expressions  of  disgust  for  the  dastardly 
wretch  who  could  have  concealed  and  ex- 
ecuted such  a  diabolical  deed  can  scarce- 
ly be  uttered.  Murder  is  always  applal- 
ing,  I  but  more  particularly  so  in  this  mo- 
mentions  crisis  of  our  country — now  our 
most  anxious  moment. 

Can  it  be  believed  that  in  the  nineteenth 
century  a  human  being  could  be  found  to 
have  in  his  bosum  so  diabolical  an  idea, 
with  an  accomplice,  enter  the  sick  bed- 
room of  another  eminent  and  distinguish- 
ed personage,  the  secretary  of  state,  and 
plunge  into  his  bosom  the  deadly  weapon':' 
The  heart  sickens  at  the  recital  of  such 
horrors. 

We  sjmpathize  with  the  late  pr  trident's 
family  and  that  of  Mr.  Seward.  May  the 
Almighty  stretch  over  them  the  band  ot 
mercy,  and  enable  them  to  hear  the  sad 
bereavement  with  pious  humility.

say  so,  when  such  a  man  as  Stephens,  of 
Georgia,  sat  on  the  same  floor,  and  other 
prominent  persons  from  £the  different 
States  of  the  Union. 

I  have  the  most  enthusiastic  conQdenpe 
in  his  ability  to  administer  the  govern- 
ment true  and  faithfully,  having  the  con- 
stitution of  our  country  as  his  true  guide. 
May  a  gracious  Providence  in  His  mer- 
cy direct  bis  ways  towards  peace,  and  let 
us  again,  under  the  folds  of  the  American 
dag,  once  more  and  forever,  be  one  and 
indivisible). 

This  seems  to  have  been  either  a  super- 
ficial pretence  of  sorrow,  or,  at  least,  to 
have  been  confined  in  its  sincerity  to  a 
very  few.  For  we  now  learn  that  the 
Charleston  secessionists  were  wild  with 
joy  over  the  horrible  ciime  that  struck 
down  our  beloved  President  and  that 
Gov.  Aiken  has  been  arrested  and  ordered 
to  Washington  on  charges  of  disloyalty.

Yours  of  Marth  25th  is  at  hand,  and 
io  accordance  with  instructions  therein 
contained,  I  make  the  following  report  in 
relerence  to  the  subject  ol  an  article  in 
the  ^t.  Paul  Prkss  of  March  24th,  1865, 
purporting  to  have  been  written  by  some 
person  at  this  Post.  In  the  first  place  I 
am  confident  that  the  article  was  not 
written  by  any  one  at  this  Post— and  it 
is  doubly  cowardly  to  make  a  perbonal 
attack  through  the  papers  under  a  false 
name— but  by  one  at  Fort  Aber^rombie 
who  has  permitted  his  personal  preju- 
dice to  run  away  with  him  and  taken  and 
given  hearsay   and  supposition  for  truth. 

The  reflections  upon  the  miliUry  are 
entirely  unjust  and  uncalled  for.  Maj. 
Jos.  R.  Brown  was  appointed  Special 
Military  Agent  and  sent  to  this  post, 
where  has  been  of  much  service  in  tlie 
way  of  obtaining  information  in  referenc-e 
to  the  Indiaas,  and  holding  communica- 
tions with  those  friendly  disposed  and 
desirous  ot  miking  peace.  Late  in  the 
fall  Major  Brown  brought  with  him,  on 
Lis  return  from  Minnesota,  a  stock  of 
goods  to  trade  with  the  Indians,  no  ob- 
jections were  made  to  his  opening  a  tread- 
ing establishment,  as  it  was  desirable  to 
have  a  place  at  t  is  post  where  Indians 
could  '.rade  and  obtain  necessary  and 
proper  supplies  (there  has  been  no  at- 
tempt on  his  part  or  any  of  his  associates 
to  introduce  contraband  articles.) 

Upon  my  return  to  the  post,  on  assum- 
ing command,  March  Ist  1865,  in  cor- 
lormitv  to  instructions  from  Major  Gen. 
Pope  ol  February  1st  18C5,  which  I  found 
awaitiBg  me,  I  that  day  sent  Lieut. 
Thompson  to  the  Indian  encampmenu  on 
tLe  James  river,  and  directed  that  anyone 
there  trading  for  Major  Brown  should 
immediattl>  return  with  all  goods  and  do 
DO  more  trading  with  Indiana  away  from 
this  post.  I  aUo  caused  a  man  from 
Abercrombie,  who  was  then  trading  with 
the  ladians,  to  be  arrested  and  as  I  had 
before  forbidden  any  one  from  that  post 
to  trade  in  this  Sub-District  and  the 
order  was  well  known  there,  and  advant- 
age was  taken  of  my  temporary  absence ; 
the  goods  and  furs  of  that  trader  are  still 
held  '•abject  to  Gen.  Sibley's  decision. 

On  tiie  evening  of  March  l&t  I  received 
your  letter  of  instructions  of  Februar} 
1>2,  1865.  on  the  4th  of  March  (the  day 
that  article  was  written)  I  issued  an  or- 
der appointing  J.  G.  Searle  sole  Indian 
Trader,  subject  to  Gen.  Sibley's  approvalf 
and  directed  that  no  one  else,  until  furth- 
er orders,  should  trade  with  the  Indians 
at  this  post,  and  that  if  Gren.  Sibley 
approved  the  appointment  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter.  Searles  should 
move  his  entire  stock  in  trade  into  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  fort,  which  is 
DOW  being  done.  As  to  "the  commanding 
officer  is  ostensibly  the  controlling  power 
but  really  the  old  Indian  Agent  wields 
the  sceptre  in  this  dusky  kingdom,"  I 
think  that  if  "  Yankton"  was  personally 
cognisant  to  facts,  he  would  be  satiotied 
that  the  Special  Military  Agent  does  not 
exercise  more  sway  than  is  proper,  unless 
his  philanthropy  carries  him  beyond  com- 
mon sense. 

As  to  the  scouts  employed  "  Yankton" 

makes  some  very  material  mistakes 
Samuel  Brown  received  $2  instead  of  $5 
per  day.  He  performs  the  duty  of  Inter- 
preter, Chief  of  Scouts  employed  in  the 
mail  service  (they  make  two  trips  per 
week  to  Abercrombie) ;  and  scouting 
around  this  post ;  and  goes  upon  any 
scouting  expedition  I  deem  advisable. 
He  haa  started  to-day  on  a  fonr  days' 
scout  along  the  Coteau.  The  number  of 
sconts  employed  March  1st,  was  thirty- 
three,  all  told  (now  thirty-two),  instead 
of  fifty -two.  Twenty -six  in  the  mail 
•ervice,  scouting  around  this  post,  in 
charge  of  Indian  Camp  on  James  River, 
and  scouting  that  section  of  the  country, 
the  six  at  the  Agency.  Maj.  Brown  has 
the  immediate  charge  of  them,  and  they 
dosnch  duty  as  he  wishes. 

As  to  the  vouchers  given  by  the  Acting 
Quartermaster  to  scouts  for  services  ren- 
dered, I  know  nothing  about.  If  Brown 
chose  to  sell  the  scouts  goods  and  take 
their  vonchersjn  payment,  and  they  chose 
to  give  them,  I  consider  it  a  proper  and 
legitimate  business  transaction,  and  none 
of  my  business,  and  especially  none  of 
"Yankton's." 

As  for  "the  order  of  Gen.  Pope  being 
inspired  by  the  complaint  of  one  of  the 
partners  io  trade  and  profit,  and  proprie- 
tors of  the  checks  afore  mentioned,"  it  is 
entirely  unnecessary  for  me  to  state  to 
you  that  neither  of  the  parties  had  an> 
influence  or  connection  either  directly  nr 
indirectly.  That  order  is  what  makes 
the  shoe  pinch.  ■  If  "Yankton"  could 
trade  with  the  Indians .  and  obtain  the 
"gopher  tail"  for  his  tobacco  pouch,  he 
would  then  quietly  sit  down  and  smoke 
the  pipe  of  peace.  When  "Yankton'' 
stated  "that  last  night  a  messen  er  ar- 
rived from  camp  on  James  river,"  &c., 
he  should  have  remembered  that  he  was 
at  Abercrombie  and  not  Wadsworth,  and 
t'le  news  was  fot^r  days  old,  and  made 
dates  correspond.  I  sent  Lieutenant 
ThsQipson  out  to  the  camp  March  1st. 
1  am,  sir,  very  respectfully,

Gnthbert  Ballltt,  Esq.,  New  Orleans,  uu : 

Wasiiinkton,  I).  C,  July  28,  1862.— 
Sir— The  copy  of  a  letter,  addressed  to 
yourself  by  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Durant  has 
been  shown  to  me.  The  writer  appears 
to  be  an  able,  a  dispassionate,  and  an  en- 
tirely sincere  man.  The  first  part  of  the 
letter  is  devoted  to  an  effort  to  show  that 
the  fsecession  ordinance  of  Louisiana 
was  adopted  against  the  will  of  a  majority 
of  the  people  This  is  probably  true, 
and  in  that  fact  may  be  found  some  in- 
struction. Whv  did  they  allow  the  or- 
dinance to  go  into  effect  ?  Why  did  they 
not  exert  themselves  ?  Why  stand  pas- 
sive and  allow  themselves  to  be  trodden 
down  by  a  minority  ?  Why  did  they  not 
hold  popular  meetings,  and  have  a  con- 
vention of  their  own  to  express^  and  en- 
force the  true  sentiments  of  the  State  ?  If 
preorganization  was  against  |them.  then 
why  not  do  this,  now  that  the  United 
States  army  is  present  to  protect  them  ? 
The  paralyzer— the  dead  palsy— of  the 
government  in  the  whole  struggle  is.  that 
this  class  of  me«  will  do  nothing  for  the 
iTovemment—nothing  for  themselves— 
except  demanding  that  the  ^rovemment 
shall  not  strike  its  enemies,  lest  they  be 
struck  by  accident. 

Mr.  Durant  complains  that  in  various 
ways,  the  relation  of  master  and  slave  is 
disturbed  by  the  presence  of  our  array  ; 
and  he  considers  it  particularly  vexatious 
that  this,  in  part,  is  done  under  cover  of 
an  act  ol  Congress,  while  constitutional 
guarantees  are  superadded  on  the  plea 
of  military  necessity.  The  truth  is,  that 
what  is  done  and  omitted  about  slaves  is 
done  and  omitted  on  the  same  military 
necessity.  It  is  a  military  necessity  to 
have  men  and  money ;  and  we  cannot  get 
either  in  sufficient  numbers  or  amounts, 
if  we  keep  from  or  drive  from  our  lines 
slaves  coming  to  them. 

Mr.  Durant  cannot  be  ignorant  of  the 
pressure  in  this  direction,  nor  of  my  ef- 
forts to  hold  it  within  bounds,  till  he,  and 
such  as  he,  shall  have  time  to  help  them- 
selves. 

I  am  not  posted  to  speak  understand - 
ingly  on  the  public  regulations  ol  which 
Mr.  Durant  complains.  If  experience 
shows  any  of  them  to  be  wrong,  let 
them  be  set  right.  I  think  I  can  perceive 
in  the  freedom  of  trade  which  Mr.  Durant 
urges,  that  he  would  relieve  both  friends 
and  enemies  from  the  pressure  of  the 
blockade.  By  this  he  would  serve  the 
enemy  more  effectively  than  the  euemy  is 
able  to  serve  himself. 

I  do  not  say  or  believe  that  to  serve 
the  enemy  is  the  purpose  of  Mr.  Durant. 
or  that  he  is  conscious  of  any  purposes 
other  than  national  and  patriotic  ones. 
Still,  if  there  were  a  class  of  men,  who, 
having  no  choice  of  t.idt«8  in  the  contest, 
were  anxious  only  to  have  quiet  and  co.n- 
i^-ri  for  tbeaselves  while  it  rages,  and  to 
fall  in  with  the  victoiious  ^ide  at  the  end 
of  if,  withouf  loss  to  themselves,  their 
advice  as  to  the  mode  ol  conducimji  the 
contest  would  be  precisely  such  as  his. 

He  speaks  of  no  duty,  apparently 
thinks  of  none,  resting  upon  union  men. 
He  ev  n  thinks  it  irjarious  to  the  union 
cause  that  ih-y  should  be  restrained  -n 
trade  and  passage  without  takine  s'des. 
They  are  to  tou<h  neither  a  sail  nur  a 
pump— live  meiely  passengers  ('  deid 
heads"  at  that)  to  be  carried  throughout 
the  storm,  and  safely  landed  right  side 
up.  Nay,  more — even  a  mutineer  is  to 
go  untounched,  lest  these  sacred  passen- 
gers receive  an  accilental  wound. 

Of  course,  the  rebellion  will  never  be 
suppressed  in  Louisiana,  if  the  professed 
union  men  there  will  neither  help  todo  it. 
nor  permit  the  government  to  dowirnout 
their  help. 

Now  I  think  the  true  remedy  is  very 
different  from  what  is  suggested  by  Mr. 
Duran'.  It  does  not  he  in  rounding  the 
rough  angles  of  the  war,  but  in  rruioving 
the  necessity  for  the  war.  The  people  of 
Louisiana  who  wish  protection  to  person 
and  property,  have  but  to  reach  forth 
their  bands  and  take  it.  Let  them  in  good 
faith  reimugurate  the  national  authority, 
and  set  up  a  state  government  conforming 
thereto  under  the  constitution.  They 
know  how  to  do  it,  and  can  have  the  pro- 
tection of  the  army  while  doing  it.  The 
army  will  be  withiirawn  so  soon  as  such 
government  can  dispense  with  its  pres- 
ence, and  the  people  ol  the  state  can  then, 
upon  the  old  terms  govern  themselves  to 
their  own  liking.  This  is  very  simple  and 
easy. 

If  they  will  do  this— if  they  prefer  to 
hazard  all  tor  the  sake  of  destroying  the 
Government — it  is  for  them  to  consider 
whether  it  is  probable  I  will  surrender 
the  Government  to  save  them  from  losing 
all.  If  they  decline  what  I  suggest,  you 
scarcely  need  to  ask  what  I  will  do 

What  would  you  do  in  my  position  ? 
Would  you  drop  the  war  where  it  is  ? 
or  would  you  prosecute  it  in  future  with 
elderstalk  squirts,  charged  with  rose  wa- 
ter ?  Would  you  deal  lighter  blows  rath- 
er than  heavier  ones  ?  Would  you  give 
up  the  contest,  leaving  every  available 
means  unapplied? 

I  am  in  no  boastful  mood.  I  shall  not 
do  more  than  I  cm,  but  shall  do  all  I  can 
to  save  the  Government,  which  is  my 
sworn  duty,  as  well  as  my  personal  incli- 
nation. I  shall  da  nothing  in  malice. 
What  I  deal  w.th  is  too  vast  for  malicious 
dealing.

The  sum   of   it  was 
this— He  condoled  with  me  and  iny   wife 
iu  our  misfourtunes,  and  assured  lU  that, 
no  matter  what  business  he  might  be  en- 
gaged in,  he  would   come,    and   he    was 
truly  sorry  that  I  had  supposed   that  he 
would  take  part  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
son  of  a  friend   of  his.     I  bad   offered 
him  a  fee.  and|in  that  letter  he  also  said  he 
knew  of  no  act  of  his  life  that  would  justify 
me    in   supposing   that   he    would    take 
monry  from  me  or  any  dear  friend  for  as- 
sisting in  the  defense  of  the  life  of  a  child. 
I  give  this  as  proof  of  his  friendship  and 
that  friendship  has  been  cherished  by  me 
through  all  mutations  of  life. 

In  politics  we  have  ever   been   oppos- 
ed, but  I  thank  God  to-day  that   he  al- 
ways was  my  friend,   and   that  I  cannot 
refer  to  any  ill-natured  remark  or   reflec- 
tion upon  Abraham  Lincoln   that  ever  I 
made.

Mr.  U.  F.  I.inder,  one  of  the  leading 
Demociats  of  Illinois,  delivered  an  elo- 
quent tribute  to  the  memory  of  tne  de- 
parted President  at  a  meeting  of  the  bar 
ot  Chicago,  held  on  the  17th,  o  take 
appropriate  action  with  regard  to  the 
national  affliction.  Mr.  Linder  had 
known  Mr.  Lincoln  intimately  from  boy- 
hood. Both  were  born  near  the  same 
place  in  Kentucky  ;  they  had  removed  to 
Illinois  at  nearly  the  same  time ;  had 
practiced  law  together,  and  for  many 
years  were  warm  hearted  friends.  The 
reminiscences  of  Mr.  Lincolu,  which  Mr. 
Linder  narrated  in  his  remarks,  weie 
affecting  beyond  account,  and  more  than 
one.  as  he  listened  to  the  tremulous  tones 
of  the  speaker,  was  visibly  moved  to 
tears.  Mr.  Linder's  voice,  usually  clear 
and  low,  was  toned  down  by  the  emotion 
which  he  exhibited  in  his  countenance, 
and  by  the  recollections  of  which  in  his 
speech  he  gave  the  reord. 

I  am  one  of  those  who  stand  a  very 
great  distance  from  the  sublime  charac- 
ter of  Lincoln  ;  but  I  feel  it  an  honor 
here  to-day  to  have  been  born  ten  miles 
from  where  he  saw  first  the  light  of  cay, 
and  to  have  made  my  appearance  in  the 
world  about  one  month  from  the  day  on 
which  he  did.  I  have  known  him  inti- 
mately since  I  came  to  the  State  of  Illi- 
nois. I  knew  his  father  and  his  relatives 
in  Kentucky.  They  were  a  good  family. 
They  were  coor,  and  the  very  poorest 
people,  I  might  say,  of  the  middle  classes, 
but  they  were  true.  No  man  who  has 
known  Lincoln  as  a  friend,  as  I  have 
known  him,  was  ever  afraid  to  call  upon 
him  for  aid,  or  was  ever  afraid  to  ask 
of  him  a  kindness.  The  speaker,  much 
moved  with  emotion,  then  referred  to  an 
incident  of  his  acquaintance  with  Mr. 
Lincoln,  when,  a  son  of  bis  being  in  diffi- 
culty growing  out  of  a  homicide,  he  had 
occasion  to  test  the  friendship  of  the  late 
President.  He  said:  (n  that  occasion 
many  seemed  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  wreak  vengeance  upon 
me  io  the  death  of  my  son .  I  wrote  to 
Mr.  Lincoln.  I  was  in  a  quarter  of  the

The  first  act  in  a  drama  of  scandal  was 
on  Saturday  performed  at  the  Police 
Court  in  this'  city,  in  which  the  Btv. 
Joseph  Wittemier,  formerly  of  St.  Jo- 
seph's (Catholic)  Church,  figured  as  the 
leading  character — doubtless,  his  first 
appearance  before  an  audience  not  oi  his 
own  choosing.  Be  that  as  it  may,  in 
stage  parlance,  he  drew  a  fnll  bouse, 
yet  we  cannot  say  that  his  debut  created 
much  enthusiasm.  He  made  a  Tery  short 
speech,  similar  to  those  made  by  all  others 
who  have  previously  occupied  the  pris- 
oners' box.  As  we  said  in  the  outaet, 
the  first  part  of  the  play  only  was  enac- 
ted, therefore  we  cannot  al  present  state 
what  the  denouncement  will  be.  The 
particulars  of  the  case,  so  far  as  we  can 
learn ,  are  substantially  as  follows  : 

About  the  first  of  March  last  the  rev 
erend  gentlemen  above  named  eloped 
from  this  city  with  one  Ann  Margaret 
Hiel,  wife  of  Dr.  Franz  Heil,  taking  with 
him,  it  is  alleged,  $300  in  money  belong- 
ing to  the  latter.  A  week  or  so  later  tbe 
doctor  advertised  the  runaways  in  one  of 
the  (ierman  papers  of  this  city,  which  was 
tra'-islated  and  published  on  the  20th  ult., 
offering  $50  rew  rd  for  the  apprehension 
of  Wittemier.  He  evidently  considered 
that  his  wife  was  worse  than  useless, 
therefore  he  offered  no  reward  for  her. 
In  this  particular  ha  probably  acted 
wisely. 

The  injured  husband,  not  content  with 
taking  the  aoove  siep,  started  to  ferret 
out  tbe  parties  himself,  and  a  day  or  two 
s'ince  succeeded  in  tracing  them  to  No. 
40  City  Hall  Place,  where  he  found  them 
occupying  the  same  apartments,  and  to 
all  appearances  living  as  man  and  wife. 
With  the  assistance  of  a  policeman  he 
soon  caged  the  birds,  and  tbe  latter  ar- 
rived ill  this  city  with  his  prisoners  on 
Saturday  morning,  In  the  afternoon 
they  were  arraigned  on  a  charge  of 
adultery  and  larceny,  to  which,  through 
their  counsel,  they   plead  "not  guilty." 

The  counsel  for  the  accused  asked 
for  an  adjournment,  but  as  a  matter  of 
accommodation,  and  by  common  consent, 
the  New  York  officer  was  placed  on  the 
stand,  in  order  that  he  might  give  bis 
evidence  and  go  home.  He  testified  that 
be  arrested  tbe  parties  and  found  them 
living  to  all  appearances  as  man  and 
wife,  under  the  name  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Winters.  Their  furniture  consisted  prin- 
cipally of  one  bod,  two  trunks,  and  one 
or  two  boxes,  which  would  naturally 
lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the  inferences 
drawn  by  the  policeman  were  correct. 
So  far  as  we  can  learn,  no  acts  of  crimin- 
ality can  be  proven  against  the  accused  ; 
yet  the  woman,  since  her  incarceration, 
has  admitted-,  we  are  informed,  that  this 
is  a  fact.  This  case  was  adjourned,  for 
a  further  hearing  until  c-'aturday  next. 

Gentlemen  in  this  city  who  know 
WitM  inier.  inform  us  that  he  was  conse- 
craieJ  a  Priest  about  a  year  ago  by  the 
Bishop,  and  assigned  to  St.  Joseph's 
Church.  While  preaching  to  tbe  congre- 
gation of  the  latter  place.  Dr.  Heil  invited 
him  to  visit  his  house,  and  he  accepted 
the  invitation,  making  himself,  of  course, 
perfectly  at  home. 

*The  Doctor  is  himself  nearly  sixty 
yeais  of  age,  and  his  wife  only  twenty- 
four.  Wittemier  and  the  latter  became 
very  intimate,  more  so,  apparently,  than 
the  laws  of  the  church  allow,  and  subse- 
quently elope'l.  leaving  a  bewildered 
congregati'^ii,  and  an  indignant  husband, 
all  am'/ jiJ  at  his  disappearance. 

Wiitemier  is  a  young  man  not  more 
than  thirty  year*  ol  age,  about  five  feet  in 
height,  ar.d  has  a  rather  roguish  appear- 
ance generally.  If  all  the  stories  told  of 
him  are  true,  he  is  a  rascal  beyond  re- 
demption, and  the  sooner  he  is  furnished 
wi'.h  apartments  in  the  State  Prison  the 
better.  Among  other  things  he  Is  ac- 
cused of  revealing  secrets  confided  to 
him  by  young  ladies  at  confession,  and 
making  light  of  them.  We  give  these 
statements  just  aa  we  receive  them,  and 
for  what  they  are  worth.  He  has  many 
friends  in  the  city,  all  of  whom,  while  ex- 
pressing themselves  indignant  at  his  con- 
duct in  this  case,  desired  to  become  se- 
curiry  for  his  appearance  at  the  formal  ex- 
aminati  ^n.  His  bail  was  fixed  at  $1,000. 
with  two  sureties,  and  that  of  Mrs.  Heil 
at  the  same.

Yesterday  the  Secretary  of  War,  with- 
out instructions  of  any  kind,  committed 
to  Col.  Lafayette  C.  Baker,  of  the  secret 
service,  the  starke  corpse  of  J.  Wilkes 
Booth.  Ttie  secret  service  never  fulfilled 
its  volition  more  secretively.  "What 
have  you  done  with  the  body,"  said  I  to 
Baker.  "That  is  known,"  be  answered, 
"to  only  one  man  living  beside  myself. 
It  is  gone,  I  will  not  tell  you  where.  The 
only  man  who  knows  is  sworn  to  silence. 
Never  till  the  great  trumpeter  comes  shall 
the  grave  of  Booth  be  discovered."  All 
this  is  true.  Last  night,  the  27th  of 
April,  a  small  row  boat  received  the  car- 
cass of  the  murderer ;  two  men  were  in  it ; 
they  carried  the  body  off  into  the  dark- 
ness, and  out  of  the  darkness  it  will  nev- 
er return.

Tbe  vexed  question  as  to  the  disposal 
of  the  remains  of  Wilkes  Booth  is  at 
length  settled  by  a  statement  which  mav 
be  regarded  as  final.  After  the  head  and 
heart,  which  have  been  deposited  in  the 
army  medical  museum  in  this  city,  had 
been  removed,  the  corpse  was  placed  in 
charge  of  two  men,  who,  after  various 
movements,  calculated  to  bailie  imperti- 
nent curiosity,  dug  a  grave  in  .a  little  spot 
of  ground  close  to  the  penitentiary,  where 
for  some  years  felons  have  been  buried. 
Booth's  body  was  deposited  here,  and  the 
earth  was  smoothed  and  carefully  sodded 
over.  Other  graves  ol  less  infamous  fel- 
ons have  previously  been  leveled,  and  a 
strong  guard  is  now  in  charge  of  the  spot 
— and  will  continue  to  keep  it  undisturbed 
until  grass  has  grown  so  thickly  that  no 
one  will  ever  be  able  to  distinguish  the 
place  where  the  assassin's  corpse  was  in- 
terred from  the  other  nameless  graves 
around  it.

JUNIUS  BRUTUS  UOOTll. 
From  the  Philadelphia  Ledger,  Ap.'il  30. 

There  were  peculiar  circumstnncps  con 
nected  with  the  arrest  of  Junius  Brutus 
Booth  in  this  city.  After  his  arrest  by 
detective  Kraplo,  he  was  taken  to  the 
provost  mattial's  ollice,  to  await  the  de- 
parture of  the  train  for  Washington. 
While  in  tbe  office  he  was  in  charge  of 
two  men  as  a  guard.  He  engag'fd  in 
very  little  conversation,  but  was  smo- 
king a  ci  ^ar,  and  during  this  time  he  fre- 
quently took  from  his  pocket  which  ap- 
peared to  be  scraps  of  paper  with  which 
to  light  his  cigar.  The  guard  did  not 
attach  much  importance  to  the  act  but  it 
afterwards  transpired  that  these  were 
letters  and  envelopes  which  were  thus  de- 
atroyed.  After  he  had  been  sent  away, 
and  the  attention  of  Capt.  Lane  and 
Commissioner  Barret  was  called  to  the 
fact,  they  gathered  together  the  frag* 
ments,  but  tbe  letters  were  so  effectually 
destroyed  that  nothing  can  now  be  gained 
from  them.  The  corner  of  an  envelope 
•bowed  the  printed  inscription  "Briii.-h 
proviuocd,"  and  a  small  remnant  of  the 
letter  inside  of  this  envelope  contains 
only  tbe  wor  Is  "y  mr  brother." 

While  in  tbe  cffice,  Junius  Booth  wss 
engaged  in  looking  over  a  Bible  on  the 
ttbie.  Wbei  he  had  finished  this  he 
took  a  narrow  slip  of  paper  and  wrote 
whft!;  now  appears  to  have  been  a  letter. 
It  was  written  on  both  .sides  ;  but  as  soon 
as  finished  he  tore  it  into  small  pieces 
and  threw  them  into  the  spit-box  or  on 
the  Hoor.  Afler  he  was  gone  an  attempt 
was  made  to  gather  the  fragments  of  this 
letter,  but  without  success.  Enough, 
however,  was  found  to  show  that  the  let- 
ter was  intended  tor  his  sister,  and  refer- 
red to  the  fiict  that  he  was  waiting  m  the 
Marshal's  office  for  the  cars.  He  bade 
her  be  of  good  cheer.  There  is  also  a 
refi^rence  to  "grandma,"  but  tbe  rest  of 
the  sentence  is  gone.  Attention  is  called 
to  two  psal&s ;  onp  can  be  made  out — 
the  forty- ninth ;  the  other  is  not  decipher- 
able, as  a  part  of  the  numerals  are  torn 
off*  and  lost. 

ARREST  OK  JOHN    3.    CLARKR,    BROTHKR- 

IN-LAW  OF  THE  A88.iS8IN.

booth's  KIDDNAPPING  SClltCMK— UI8SUB- 
TKRKANKAN  DUNGEOX. 

The  World^s  account  of  the  conspiracy 
to  murder  the  President  and  cfficers  of 
tbe  Cabinet,  says  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  assassin  really  intended  to  kidnap 
President  Lincoln  before  the  idea  of  mur- 
dering him  was  conceived.  The  proof  of 
this  fact  beyond  doubt,  concealed  in  bis 
sealed  leter,  has  been  found  within  the 
city  limits,  in  a  house  belonging  to  one 
Mrs.  Careen,  mined  and  furnished  with 
underground  appartnients,  furnished  with 
manacles  and  all  accessories  to  private 
imprisonment.  Here  the  President  and 
as  many  as  could  be  gagged  and  convey- 
ed away  were  to  be  concealed,  in  the 
event  of  failure  to  run  them  into  the  Con- 
federacy. Owing  to  his  failure  to  group 
around  him  as  many  men  as  he  desired, 
Booth  abandoned  the  project  of  kidnap- 
ping. The  house  was  discovered  last 
week,  ready  for  the  blow  at  a  moment's 
notice.

The  Arrested  Conspirators. 

About  midnight  last  Saturday  the 
steamer  Key  port  was  ordered  to  the  navy 
yard.  She  received  from  the  monitors 
Sagus  and  Montauk  persons  who  have 
been  arrested  as  directly  concerned  in  tbe 
conspiracy  to  murder  the  Piesident  and 
other  Union  leaders,  and  who  number 
fifteen  men  and  one  woman.  These  pris- 
oners are  heavily  ironed,  with  a  ball  and 
chain  on  each  leg,  aud  hand  cuffed  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  keep  their  hinds 
several  inches  apart,  some  of  the  m^re 
desperate  ones  having  their  hands  fasten- 
edj  behind  their  backs.  A  sort  of  sack 
covers  the  head  and  face  of  each,  leaving 
only  the  mouth  and  nostrils  exposed,  so 
as  to  prevent  their  recognition  by  each 
other  or  any  one  else.  A  special  senti- 
nel is  in  charge  of  each  prisoner.  A  sig- 
nal was  given  for  the  Keyport 
to  start.  The  steamer's  bell  rang  slo^r- 
ly,  and  nearly  all  tbe  muffled  prisoners 
gave  a  convulsive  start  at  the  sound, 
evidently  thinking  that  their  hour  of  retri- 
bution had  come.  '1  hey  were  transferred 
to  the  District  Penitentiary,  adjoining 
the  arsenal,  where  cells  bad  been  ar- 
ranged for  them.  Two  prisoners  occupy 
each  cell,  but  the  sentinel  in  charge  of 
each  man  prevents  any  conversation. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  number  al- 
ready iu  custody,  several  more  of  the 
assassination  conspirators  are  still  at 
large.  Their  apprehension  is  ccniii  Jered 
most  certain.

Our  Mankato  correspondent  bas  al- 
ready furnished  our  readers  a  general 
butory  of  tbe  above  affair.  Tbe  loliow- 
ing  fuller  details  are  copied  from  tbe 
Mankato  Union. 

CAl'Tl^llED  \  HALF  BKEKD. 

O.  W.  Dodge    went  out  soon  after  tbe 
Mankato  parly,  but  lost  their   track  and 
went   up   on  the   east  side  of  tbe  Blue 
Earth.   When  be  reached  John  A.  .Fonos' 
bouse  he  went   in   to  get   a  drink.     On 
coming  out  be  saw   a  rnan    approach  tbe 
house   from   tbe  timber,  and  ask   for  a 
drink    of    wattr.      As    be    went   away. 
Dodge  followed  bim  for  a  short  distance, 
and  asked  him  who  be  was.     Tbe  man 
would  not  answer.     After  sone   parley- 
ing Dodge  drew   bis  revolver   and  took 
bim   prisoner  and  brought;  bim  to  town, 
where  be  arrived  about  live  o'clock.     He 
was  taken  to  tbe   Clifton    House,   and  a 
large  crowd  of  people   gathered  to  get  a 
look  at  bim.     Colonel   bm-tb  conversed 
with  bim,  but  could  get  uotbing  satisfac- 
tory.    He  stoutly  denied  all  knowledge 
of  tbe  murder  and   ol  Indians;  tbat  be 
bad  not  seen  any   for  a  year.  .D.    H. 
Tyner  took    bim  in   charge  and  put  bim 
in  jail. 

He  then  searcbed  Lim,  and  found  upon 
bis  person  atowel.  a  Iad)'s  wliitebanJker- 
cbiel.  two  pair  of  women's  stpckings,  a 
pair  of  ntw  pant.s  and  a  broadcloth  coat, 
a  pair  of  shoes,  a  pair  of  Chippewa  moc- 
casins, a  cake  of  soap  and  five  dollars  in 
greenbacks.  The  pants,  coat  and  shofs 
be  was  wearing.  Tbe  banderchief  he 
said  be  got  ol  bis  brother's  wife  living 
neat  Traverse.  A  jiiece  had  been  torn 
out  of  one  corner,  a*  though  it  bad  been 
marked.  But  he  knew  nothing  about 
that.  The  t  x^ilement  was  so  great  and 
tbe  feeling  of  the  people  so  intense,  tbat 
tbey  could  hardly  restrain  themselves.  In 
tbe  evening  a  small  parly  went  up  to  the 
jail  t  )  see  if  lie  would  disclose  anything, 
rbey  examined  bim  closely,  but  still  be 
denied  all  knowledge  of  Indians.  Tbey 
then  took  him  out  back  ol  the  jail,  threw 
a  rope  ovei  a  limb  of  a  tree,  made  a 
noose,  and  put  it  over  his  necir,  t  ;en 
gave  bim  to  understand  tbat  be  was  to 
die.  and  if  he  bad  anything  to  say  to  say 
it  then. 

But  he  had  nothing  to  say.  The  rope 
was  then  tightened,  and  he  was  drawn  up 
from  the  groufid.  He  displayed  that 
oravery  and  suUenness  characteristic  ol 
tbe  Indian  race,  and  was  not  scared  in 
tbe  least.  It  was  finally  concluded  to 
let  him  down  and  keep  bim  until  the  next 
morning,  and  .ben  hang  bim  at  nine 
o'clock.  Tbe  dolbes  be  hiid  on,  and  the 
articles  found  upon  his  person  were  then 
takrn  up  to  Garden  City  for  identification 
by  those  who  are  a'-quainted  with  Mr. 
Jewett's  family.  '1  be  party  arrived  at 
Mrs.  Tyler's  about  three  o'clock  in  tbe 
morning  Her  daughter  Eva  who  had 
woiked  for  Mrs.  Jewett,  a  short  time 
previous,  deforibed  the  coa*  before  she 
saw  it,  by  there  being  a  certain  patch 
upjn  the  sleeve.  It  tallied  exactly  with 
her  description.  One  pair  of  the  stock- 
ings she  recognized  as  scon  as  the  saw 
them. 

Mrs.  E.  P.  Evans  identified  tbe   coat 
and  S'loes,  and  Mrs.  Benj.  Evans  tbe  coat, 
sboet,  pants  and  both  pair  of   stockings. 
Tbe  coat  was  one  sent  to  tbe  old  gentle- 
man, by  bis  son  Jay,  frolB  Boston.     Tbe 
•hoes  were  Andrew's.     He  was   at    her 
bouse  last  Sunday,  and   she    laughed   at 
him  for  wearing  square  toed  shoes  and  his 
brother's  coat.     Ibe   pants  belonged  to 
tbe  old  gentleman.     Tbe   stockings  were 
tbe  old  lady's,  and  one  pair  of  them  were 
knit  by  her  while  she  was  visiting  at  Mrs. 
Evans',   when  thij  news   reached    town. 
Tbe  people  were   intent   on  hanging  tbe 
prisoner.     Colonel  Smith  said   he  wished 
to  use  bim   still   further,  and   tbat    they 
could  not  have  him  until  he  gave  him  up. 
Peter  Kelly   arrived  from  Red   Wood 
Tuesday  evening,    with  a   message    from 
Lewis  Roberts,  saying  tbat  Scott  Camp- 
bell, a    irapper    bad   told   him  that    his 
brother  John,  was    heading  a    party  of 
marauding  Indians   to    steal    horses   and 
attack  Mankato.     It  was  thought  tbat  this 
man,  instead  of  being   Pelky,    was  Jobn 
Campbell.     Accordingly  Kelly   went  up 
to  tbe  jail,  and   shook    hands    with   biie^, 
calling  bim  Jobn  Campbell.     He   answ- 
ered and  said  tbat  was  bis  name,  and    his 
brother's  was  Scott,  and  bis    mother  lived 
at  Traverse,  near  My  rick's  old  warehouse. 
Wednesday  morning  Colonel  Smith  bad 
an  interview  vr'vh  him,  and   he    disclosed 
tbat  there  were  nine  bands  of  Indians  on 
tbe  way  to  Blue  Earth  river.     '1  bey  were 
Standing  Buffalo's  brother   with   16  war 
riors  ;  White  Lodge's  son  with  10  warri- 
ors ;  Ta-ton-ka-wy  no  ka,    with   9   men; 
Red  Bottom  (Sleepy  Eye's   band)  with  7 
men  ;  Black  Leg,  with  6  or  7  men  ;  Black 
L  g's  brother,  with  5   men.     Tho  names 
ot  the  leaders  ol  oiher  bands  be  could  not 
tell.     Tbey  started  down  on  the  23d  ulr., 
and  be  fell  in  with  them  near  Fort  Wads- 
wor.h.     Tbey  came  down  to  Lacquiparle, 
and  to  tho  Minnesota  river    near  Wood 
Lake.     He  s  lys  they  are  now  on  the  Blue 
Earth  river.     Peter  Roy's    son,    a  half- 
breed,  is  with  them. 

In  the  afternoon  an  immense  crowd 
gathered  about  the  jail.  They  were  fear- 
ful ifbis  tridl  was  deferred.  Gen.  Sibley 
would  send  for  bim,  and  he  would  es- 
cape punishment,  they  organized  an  in- 
formal couit  in  the  open  air,  selected  a 
jury,  judge,  and  attorney.  The  prisoner 
was  brought  out,  and  the  trial  com- 
menced. Bt  ing  without  a.'^sistance  Col. 
Smith  was  powerless,  and  left  the  field. 

We  give  below,  tbe  testimony  of  tbe 
prisoner,  a.s  near  as  we  could  recollect  it. 

llilAL  OF    THK  PRLSONEIl. 

The  trial  of  Jobn  Campbell,  upon 
a  charge  of  wilfully  and  maliciously  kill- 
ing Andrew  J.  Jewett,  his  wife,  father 
and  mother  and  Cbas.  Tyler,  on  the  2d 
day  of  May,  1864,  in  the  county  of  Blue 
Earth  and  State  of  Minnesota,  the  fol- 
lowing persons  were  selected  and  sworn 
as  a  jury,  to  wit :  Edward  Nickerson.  N 
Wolben,  I).  S.  Law,  Abel  Keene,  Wm. 
Funk,  A.  T>ler,  Chas.  Wagner,  A.  T. 
Noble,  E.  K.  Banks,  J.  C.  Haupt,  A.  A. 
Thompson  and  K.  H.  Smith.  S.  F.  Bar- 
ney was  chosen  Moderator  and  J.  A. 
Willard,  prosecutor. 

Tbe  prisoner  plead  notguilty  and  made 
the  following  statement  ol  bis  case  :  That 
he  knew  nothing  of  tbe  killing  yesterday ; 
tbat  upon  tbe  Sioux  Coteau  he  was  taken 
prisoner  by  hostile  Indians  and  com- 
pelled to  go  with  them ;  that  they  came 
down  and  crossed  tbe  Blue  Earth  river 
about  three  miles  above  the  ford,  by 
John  A.  Jones'  on  Monday  night — a  par- 
ty of  sixteen  in  all — where  tbey  camped 
all  night. 

At  day  break  Tuesday  morning,  three 
of  the  Indians  started  down  tlw  riTer, 
five  of  them  went    m    tbe    direction    of 


where  tbey  are  building    a    mill    on    the 
river,  and  tbe  balance  started  in  an  east- 
erly direction  towards  tbe  prairie ;    that 
be  (Campbell)  got  away  from    them   and 
came  down  the  river  bank  till  he  reached 
Jones'  ford,  in  tbe  afternoon  of  tbe   same 
day  ;  before  be  crossed  tbe  ford  and  about 
fifty  yards  south  of   it,   on    tbe    road    to 
Mapieton  these   seven    Sioux    who    had 
gone   outcast    towards  the  prairies  came 
up  to  bim  and  gave  bim  a  pair  of  pants, 
a  coat  and  a  pair    of  shoes,  which  tley 
made    bim  put  on.     It    was  a  half  bread 
named  Henry  Roy    who     gave  him    tbe 
pants  and  coat,  and    Standing    Buffalo's 
brother  tbe  shoes.     This    Uoy    was    tbe 
only  half  brteJ  among  them.     There  are 
nine  different   parties,    numbering    from 
five  to  sixteen  in  each  party,  their  desti- 
nation was  to  come  in  tbe  rear  of   Man- 
kato and  attack  tbe   town   from  tbat  side 
and  steal  all  the  horses  they  could.     Tbe 
parties  were  all  together  at  the    Coteau. 
tie  has  a  brother  there  trapping,  and  told 
him  that  the  Indiaus    were    on    tbe    war 
party,  and  his  brother  gave  them  presents 
which  prevented    them    from    capturing 
him  also;  these  nine  different  parties  are 
now  all  scattered  in  the  woods   along  the 
Blue  Earth  river. 

Tuesday  morning  was  the  tirst  oppor- 
tunity he  had  fir  leaving  the  Indian.s  ;  be 
bad  to  do  all  tnc  work  for  tbe  whole  par- 
ty, and  was  badly  used  by  them;  tbey 
bad  been  eight  days  on  tbe  way.  He 
enlisted  in  November,  1862,  in  Brack- 
eti's  Battalion,  in  company  G.  He  bas 
also  belonged  to  compiny  D,  3d  Minne- 
sota infantry.  Served  nearly  three  years 
in  all :  had  deserted  and  was  trying  to  get 
to  Traverse  de  Sioux;  had  not  heard  of 
the  massacre  till  John  A.  Jones  told  him 
Tuesday  ;  when  the  Inaiuns  gave  him  the 
clothing  he  knew  it  was  stolen  from  some 
one. 

When  asked  if  he  had  anything  further 
to  relate,  be  stated  that  be  bad  told  all 
all  be  knew ;  that  tbe  main  party  of  In- 
dians had  not  come  down  yet;  there  nre 
nine  hundred  lodges  to  come  down  ;  they 
are  near  Fort  Rice ;  they  are  coming  as 
soon  as  tbe  grass  starts  ;  lb  >  have  bnen 
gathering  together  all  the  ep.ing  i.otn 
about  Fort  Garry,  where  they  had  accu 
mulated  a  quantity  of  ammunition. 

The  prosecution  introdui.-cd  testimony 
showing  that  the  prisoner  had  made  va- 
rious conflicting  statements  in  regard  to 
this  transaction.  He  persisted  Tuesday 
and  all  Tuesday  night  that  be  bad  not 
seen  an  Indian  iu  more  than  one  year ; 
that  his  name  was  Pelky,  and  a  ball 
brother  of  John  Pelky  at  the  Winnebago 
Agency;  that  be  bad  clerked  for  H.  .M. 
Rice  and  others  at  Long  Prairie ;  and 
various  other  statements,  which  were 
false  in  every  particular.  The  coat, 
pants  anil  shoes  that  he  hid  on  were 
clearly  identified  as  belorging  to  the 
murdered  fatnlly. 

The  judge  addressed  the  jury  in  a 
solemn  manner,  and  directed  them  to 
give  the  prisoner  the  benefit  of  the  least 
•loubt  as  to  his  guilt.  They  then  retired 
and  in  about  half  an  hour  returned  with 
a  verd.ct  of  guilty,  but  recommended 
that  he  be  tried  again  before  the  District 
Court  on  tbe  IGtb  inst.  Some  were  in 
favor  of  this  but  tbe  crowd  were  opposed 
to  it,  and  cries  of  "  Hang  bim  !"  "  Hang 
tbe  scoundrel!"  were  heard  on  all  sides. 
A  rush  was  made  for  tbe  prisoner.  Tbe 
vast  multitude  swayed  to  and  fro,  in  a 
fierce  struggle  for  tbe  victim. 

Guns,  revolvers  and  knives  were  drawn 
and  it  was  evident  that  some  one  would 
be  killed  before  it  ended.

The  party  opposed  to  immediate  bang- 
ing finally  gave  way,  and  the  Indian  was 
rapidly  biirried  to  the  place  of  execution, 
where  everything  had  been  prepared,  un- 
der a  large  tree,  on  the  first  bench  of  land 
back  of  town.  In  lest  time  than  it  bas 
taken  to  write  this  sentence,  he  was 
placed  upon  a  wagon,  the  rope  p<it 
around  his  neck,  and  he  was  awnng  off. 
Hia  pants  were  pulled  off  by  some  one, 
and  there  he  swung  before  the  vast 
crowd  of  men  and  women  with  nothing  on 
but  his  shirt.  In  the  hurry  his  hands  had 
not  been  tied.  He  caught  bold  of  the 
rope,  and  cried  out  for  the  priest.  The 
wagon  waa  backed  underneath,  he  was 
let  down,  and  the  Catholic  priest  con- 
versed with  him  in  Frenchi,  lor  five  min- 
utes. 

Hi)  hands  were  securely  tied,  and  the 
wagon  again  drawn  out,  and  he  dropped 
down  about  a  foot.  The  fall  did  not 
break  his  neck,  and  he  was  simply  chok- 
ed to  death.  He  struggled  hard  for  two 
or  three  minutes  ;  the  face  grew  black,  his 
eyes  and  tongue  did  not  protrude  though, 
and  the  heaving  of  tbe  bosom  showed  tbat 
life  was  not  fully  extinct.  He  bung  for 
about  fifteen  minutPB,  w;is  pronounced 
dead,  and  that  was  tbe  last  of  John  Camp- 
bell, the  Sioux  murderer.  The  crowd 
diipersed  as  quietly  as  though  nothing 
had  happened.  The  body  was  cut  down 
and  sent  to  bis  mother,  at  bis  request. 

He  confessed  to  tbe  priest  that  he  bad 
hid  a  large  sum  of  money  in  tb3  bed- 
clothes in  the  jail,  and  -9470.00  was  found 
just  were  he  said.  Marshall  Fall,  Q.  M. 
of  Brackett's  , Battalion,  had  deposited 
about  that  amount  of  money  with  Mr. 
Jewett  to  pay  for  some  land  This  with- 
out doubt,  was  tbe  money,  and  is  another 
proof  of  the  prisoner's  guilt.

Companies  of  minute  men  were  organ 
ized  yesterday,  and  pickets  are    cirlully 
stationed  every  night  to  guard  the   town 
against  attack

ACTIOM     OF      "WWtm     »»ATK 
THOniTIES. 

As  the  frontier  sottleiuciits  are  Rteally  cx- 
lited  by  the  late  Indian  murders  they  Mil  be 
Interest-d  to  know  all  that  is  t.eingdoneto 

aid  them. 

On  the  othinst..  Adjutant  General  Malm- 
rosisMied  an  order  authorizing  Col.  B.  F. 
Smith,  of  Mankato.  to  orKani/.e  in  the  coon- 
tie*  of  Bine  Earth,  Nicollet,  Brown.  Cotton- 
wood. Owatonna.  Faribault,  Martin  and 
Jackson,  in  addition  to  the  mounted  minute 
men  called  for  l)y  General  Orders  No,  4,  a 
force  of  Tolnnseer  militia  cither  mounted  men 
or  infuntry  or  both,  as  cirmnistances  may  re- 
quire. The  entire  torce  organized  not  to  ex- 
coed  six  hundred  men. 

Cal.  Smith's  district  is  divided  into  two  sub 
divisions,  the  first  to  consist  of  Blue  Earth. 
Nicollft  and  Cottonwood,  and  the  second  to 
consist  of  Brown,  Watonwan.  Faribault,  Mar- 
tin and  Jackson  counties,  each  snbdiTision  to 
be  under  command  of  a  Major. 

These  troops  are  to  be  disbanded  whenever 
the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  direct,  but 
whilr  in  the  service  they  are  to  be  governed 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  army. 
Col.  Smith  IS  authorized  to  call  hem  out  and 
to  retire  them,  as  the  emergencf  requires, 
without  awaiting  orders  from  headquarters. 

Adjutant  General  Malniro*  received  in- 
fonnaUon  of  the  raid  on  the  4th,  and  though 
no  arma  were  called  for  he  sent,  the  same 
evening,  eighty  Springtield  rifles  unl  13lK) 
ronnds  of  ammunition  to  Mank:ito.  4,000  car- 
tridges, calibre  sixty -nine,  4,000  calibre  fifty- 
eight,  thirty-five  Remington  navy  revolvers, 
(all  there  were  in  the  arsenal),  with  4.700 
cartridges  for  them,  were  ?ent  up  yester- 
day morning.

A  Lieutenant  of  Company  F  came  into 
Mankato  and  reported  that  between  Garden 
City  and  Mankato  there  were  six  different 
trail.s.  all  going  in  the  direction  ot  the  Blue 
Earth  timl)er. 

At  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  men  were  in 
these  woods  on  Sunday,  hunting  Indian.^. 

Just  as  Mr.  Folsom  wasdrivingoul  of  town 
he  was  told  that  a  man  had  come  running  in 
{Toai  his  farm,  two  miles  distant,  and  said  that 
the  Indians  had  attacked  his  next  neighbor. 
He  said  that  he  heard  shooting  and  women 
screaming  and  smoke  rising  from  the  house, 
which  he  thought  had  been  set  on  fire.  Mr. 
FoUom  did  not  remain  to  ascertain  whether 
this  report  was  correct  or  not. 

The  arms  w  hich  were  sent  by  boat  last  week 
were  met  l>y  Mr.  Folsom,  and  he  sent  them 
forward  by  wagon.  They  probably  reached 
Mankato  early  yesterday  morning. 

He  met  Company  L.  at  Eelle  Plaiiie,  having 
been  two  d:iys  in  reaching  thit  point  from  the 
Fort.  He  told  them  i>f  the  situation,  and 
urjred  them  to  hurry  forward.

A  Soldier  Shot  on  Sunday. 


Correspoud^nca  St.  Paul  Vran. 

M.\NK.\TO,  Sunday.  May  7th,  7  r.  m, 
A  party  of  twelve  *ioldiers  of  Co.  F,  2ud 
Cavalry,  commanded  by  a  sergeant,  came  in- 
to town  this  altemoon  at  2  o'clock,  bringing 
with  them  the  dead  body  of  one  of  their  com- 
rades strapped  across  his  horse.    He  was  shot 
by  Indians  this  forenoon.    The  soldiers  were 
in   pursuit  of  the   Indians,  nnd  struck  their 
Crail  Saturday   rooming  about  a  mile    from 
Jewett's  house.  They  followed  it  to  the  Maple 
river,  thence  across  a  strip  of  prairie,  in  the 
direction  of  the  Le  Sueur  river.    The  remains 
of  a  cow  and  sheep  were  found,  killed  by  the 
Indians.    This  morning  the  soldiers  came  up- 
on the  Indians'  camp,  which  was  only  about 
two  miles  from  their  own.    The  pursuit  was 
continued,  and  when  near  the  Le  Sueur,  Jas. 
Jolley,  the  soldier  who  was  shot,  was  a  short 
disunce  in  advance  of  the  party,  and  mvr  an 
Indian  ahead,  who  fired  at  him.    He  returned 
t^.e  fire,  and  the  Indian  fell.    When  the  sol 
diers  reached  the  spot,  they  found  a  large 
pack  of  cooked  meat.    The  Indian  was  proba- 
bly killed  or  wounded,  and  the  meat  thrown 
awa*  to  lighten  their  burden. 

The  trail  was  followed  for  about  two  honrs 
np  a  ravine,  along  the  river  bank,  and  while 
searching  for  it,  m  a  bend  of  the  river,  they 
were  fired  upon  by  the  Indians  from  across 
the  stream.  The  fire  was  returned,  and  seve- 
ral of  the  soldiers  could  see  Indians  running 
and  skulking  behind  trees.  The  Indians  fired 
another  volley,  and  this  time  with  elTect,  a 
ball  hitting  James  Jolley,  in  the  left  brea.*-t, 
v  he  was  leaning  forward  upon  his  horse, 
looking  for  the  trail.  The  liall  entered  his 
breast  just  above  the  heart,  and  came  ont  en 
the  right  side  of  the  tmck  l)one. 

His  family— a  wife  and  four  children— live 
near  Lakevitle,  in  Dakota  county.  He  was 
one  of  the  best  men  in  the  company,  and  is 
spoken  of  as  a  brave  and  valuable  soldiers. 
After  he  fell  from  his  horse,  he  raised  up  on 
one  arm,  and  in  reply  to  a  question,  said  he 
was  shot,  an«l  fell  back  dead. 
This   occurred  only  about  six  miles  from 

town. 

The  men  had  Ijeen  in  their  saddles  for  over 
20  hours,  and  alter  retreating  into  a  thicket, 
strapped  the  body  of  their  comrade  on  his 
horse  and  came  to  town  for  reinforcements. 

A  party  of  twenty  men,  in  command  of 
scont  Solon  Stevens,  have  now  gone  out  in 
pursuit  of  the  Indians,  and  it  Is  hoped  they 
may  come  up  with  them.

ANUTHER  ACCOrNT. 

J.  R.  Foteom  reached  this  citf  at  10  a 


If ,  yesterday,  having  left  Mankato  at  seven 
o'clock  last  evening  with  important  dispatches 
for  Adjutant  General  Maimros.  These  dis- 
patches announce  the  killing  of  a  soldier,  and 
ask  for  more  arms  and  amunition.  From  Mr. 
Fol.som  we  gather  particulars  of  this  last  affair 
more  in  detail  than  from  the  official  report, 
and  also  some  items  not  mentioned  by  our 
correspondent  above. 

During  Saturday  afternoon,   some  boys  ot 
Mr.  Stratton's, a  farmer  living  about  eight  Oj 
ten  miles  sooth-east  of  Mankato,  saw  fifteen 
Indians  pass  by  the  field  where  they  were  • 
at  work .    The  boys  ran  home  and  gave  the 
alarm,  which  at  first  was  thought  to  be  a  mis 
take,  bat  soon  after  a  cow  came  home  with 
an  arrow  in  her  side,  which  confirmed  the  re 
port  that  Indians  were  in  the  vicinity.    Word 
was  sent  to  Garden  t  ity.  four  miles  distant, 
and  by  6  f.  m,  fifteen  soldiers  from  that  place 
reached  the   point  where  the  Indians  were 
seen,   took  the  trail  and  followed  on  until 
dark.    They  camped  for  th«  aigbt  on  the  trai) 
and  in  the  morning  started  in  pursuit  again. 
About  two  miles  from  where  they  had  camped 
lh»i  toiind  the  place  where  the  Indians  had 
camped  tor  the  |aight    Thejr  bad  killed  one 


place  about  seven  miles  east  or  near  the 
road  to  the  Winnebago  Agency.  I 
have  great  hopes  of  success.  I  have  re- 
quested by  messenger,  that  a  party  be 
sent  out  from  Sf .  Peter  to  intercept  the 
Indians  or  at  least  to  juin  in  the  chase, 
provided  oiif  men  should  become  worn 
out.  We  have  not  yet  heard  from 
company  L,  which  was  sent  to  us.  Our 
arms  are  many  of  them  the  old  repaired 
Springfield  musket  but  arms  sent  us  have 
not  yet  arrived.  I  have  sent  and  ex 
press  to  meet  the  boat. 

A  messenger  has  just  arrived  ircm 
*Villow  Creek,  west  of  Vernon.  A  party 
of  about  fifteen  Indians  made  their  ap- 
pearance there  and  stole  three  horses. 
Three  of  them  returned  west,  the  others 
continued  east  to  the  timber.  A  party  is 
in  pursuit  in  both  directions. 

The  Mankato  Record,  of  Saturday, 
contains  the  following  additional  particu- 
lars in  relation    to  the   Indian  outbreak :

Just  before  the  prisoner  was  brought 
out  from  the  jail,  he  requested  Sherifl" 
Middlebrook  to  write  while  he  dictated  a 
letter  to  hi.s  mother.  lie  alleged  that  he 
could  not  write,  and  in  compliance  with 
bis  request,  the  Sheriff  penned  the  fol- 
lowing, dictated  by  the  prisoner  ; 

Mank.kio,  Minn",  May  Sd,  ISCi.- Dear 
Mother:  I  was  yesterday  arrested  on  the  Win- 
nebago reservation,  having  been  with  a  cotn- 
oanv  of  Sioux,  numbering  sixteen.  I  be 
m^ople  of  Munkato  think  that  I  had  a  hand 
in  kilimg  a  tamilv  bv  the  nume  of  Jewett,  on 
the  reservation.  I  was  not  with  them  wlien 
they  killed  the  family,  but  1  left  them  al)Out 
davlight  in  the  moming,  t)efore  they  had 
killed  any  one.  There  were  nine  different 
parties.  1  would  like  to  see  you  before  I  die, 
buti  think  I  never  shall.  The  people  are  de- 
termined to  kill  me. 
Give  my  best  respecU  to  all  my  folks,

LETTER  FROM  CAMl'BELt's  RKOTIIBR. 

We  understand  that  a  letter  was  last 
week  rect  ived  by  Campbell's  mother  at 
Traverse,  from  her  son  Scott,  trapping 
on  the  coteau  not  far  from  Fort  Wads- 
worth,  staling  that  at  the  time  it  was 
written  hi*  brother  John  L.  Campbell — 
the  prisoner — had  just  been  at  his  camp, 
lieading  a  band  of  bostiUs  Indians,  on 
their  way  down  to  attack  the  settlements. 
He  also  said  that  John  had  stolen  his 
horse,  in  leaving  the  camp. 

RUMOR.S. 

A  half-bretd  brought  to  St.  Peter,  a 
report  that  Duncan  Kenedy  had  been 
killed  by  Indians,  some  where  in  the  up- 
per Minnesota  Valley,  and  his  body 
found.  But  this  is  not  generally  be  lev- 
ed,  and  needs  confirmation. 

A  trappers'  camp  .SURPRISKD  BY  INDIANS. 

From  Mr.  L.   T.  Kellogg,  lately  re 
turned  from  Spirit  Lake,  we  learn,    that 
on  Monday  morning  last  a  trappers' camp 
at  Lake    Talcot,    between   Jackson  and 
Spirit  Lake,  occupied   by    Messrs.  Has 
kins  and  Kirkpatrick,  was  surprised  by 
Indians,  and  upon  waking  up.  these  men 
observed  Indians  at  the  door  and  window, 
with  guns  cocaed  and   pointed  at  them. 
Instantly  llaskins   jumped    and  seized  a 
loaded  gun  in  the  house,  and  at  the  same 
time  he  was  fired  upon,  one  ball  wound- 
ing him  in  the  thigh  and  the  other  slightly 
grazing  his  head.     Haskins  returned  the 
fire.     Both  men  succeeded  in  getting  out 
of  the  house,  and  ran  in  fhe  direction  of 
Jackson,  pursued  for  a  while  by  the  In- 
dians.    Haskins  was  able  to  travel  fifteen 
miles,  when  he  gave  out.  being  unable  to 
travel  any    farther.     Kirkpatrick  hid  him 
in  the  bushes,  rnd  continu»*d  on  to  Jack- 
son, where   he  got  a  s  juad  of   soldiers 
and  returned  for  Haskins. 

These  men  had  a  companion  named 
Foster,  but  who  was  ab.«<cnt  at  F.sterville, 
Iowa,  at  the  time  of  the  attack,  lie  left 
that  place  on  Saturday  for  the  canip, 
where  it  was  expected  he  would  arrive 
about  Monday  noon.  By  some,  fears  are 
entertain  for  his  safety. 

Since  writing  the  above,  we  learn  that 
Mr.  Foster  arrived  at  the  camp  on  Sun- 
day night,  and  found  everything  carried 
ofif  by  the  Indians.  Among  other  things 
that  fell  into  their  hands  were  about  100 
steel  traps,  between  six  and  seven  pounds 
of  powdar,  from  70  to  75  pounds  of  shot 
and  leaB,  and  three  or  four  boxes  of  caps, 
besides  a  small  quantity  of  furs  and  two 
double  barreled  guns. 

AN  ORDER  FOB   CAMPBELL. 

From  the  St.  Paul  papers  we  learn  that 
in  accordance  with  a  request  from  Gen. 
Sibley,  Adjutant  General  Maimros  bas 
directed  Col.  Suiit!)  at  Mankato,  to 
deliver  Campbell  to  Col  PL-ender. 

Though  personally  opposed  to  the 
hasty  execution  of  Campbell,  we  are  free 
to  admit  that  had  we  expected  such  a  de- 
mand as  the  above,  we  shoul  1  not  only 
have  heartily  approved,  but  assisted  in 
the  procedings. 

It  is  no  idle  threat  to  say  that  Campbell 
could  not  have  been  taken  from  this  town 
alive. 

Col.  Pffender  can  have  all  that  now  re- 
mains of  Campbell,  so  far  as  we  are  con- 
cerned.

The  'fimLS  says.  The  end  bas  come  at 
last,  and  the  great  American  war  is  vir- 
tua'Jy  closed  by  Lee's  surrender  of  the 
Virginia  armv.  The  tone  of  the  corres- 
pondence between  Grant  and  Lee  ia  hon- 
orable to  bolb.  The  conditions  were 
such  that  it  was  no  disgrace  for  an  over- 
matched army.  They  were  victorious 
until  victory  was  no  longer  to  be  achieved 
by  human  vck-r,  and  then  they  fall  witli 
honor.  I'wo  years  ago  Lee  might  have 
.  scaped  to  Lyncbburgh,  but  now  the  Fed 
eral  (Jeneral  made  a  move  with  as  much 
rapidity  as  Napolean's  Marshals.  The 
Federal  army  is  entitled  to  rank  with 
the  very  first  among  militaiy  nations. 
All  attempts  to  establish  a  Southern  Con- 
federacy must  be  abandoned. 

The  Times  of  Tuesday,  sajs,with  the 
defeat  of  the  southerners  the  difficulties 
of  the  federal  government  set  in.  After 
the  restoration  of  federal  authority  and 
reduction  of  the  south  to  obedience  an 
overwhelming  prospect  will  open  before 
Lincoln's   administration. 

Notwithstanding  the  strong  syinpathjr 
felt  for  the  south  at  Liverpool  the  intelli- 
gence of  Lee's  surrender  was  read  with 
great  satisfaction,  causing  increased  con- 
fidence in  commercial  circles. 

The  London  Times  says  there  seems  to 
be  on  the  part  of  President  Lincoln  a  de- 
sire to  conciliate  his  vanguisbed  fellow- 
citizens.  Under  the  guidance  of  Mr. 
Seward,  who  has  creditably  distinguished 
himself  in  the  cabinet  by  his  moderate 
counsels  and  whose  life  wdl,  we  trust, 
be  spared  at  this  crisis  to  the  Union  ;  he 
may  by  gentle  measures  restore  tranquili- 
ty, and  perhaps,  before  bis  term  of  office 
expires,  calm  in  some  degree  the  animo- 
sities which  have  been  raised  by  three 
years  of  war. 

The  daily  Neus  of  Monday  after  com- 
plimenting Loe  for  surrendering  alludes 
to  Mr.   Lincoln's   notification  to   foreign 
nations  to  withdraw   regulations  to  which 
ftd«ral  vessels  of  war  are  now    subjected 
in  their  ports,  says    this   notice   will   not 
affect  us,  as  with  our   harbor  at    Halifax 
and  West  Indies  we  have  no    occasion  to 
enter,much  less  to  remain, in  a  port  of  the 
States.  It  is,  therefose,  probably  directed 
against  othvr  nations  whose   conslantly 
impending  threat  of  the  recognition  of  the 
South  has,  duriiij-  .  be   war,  so    added  to 
difficulties  and  p»  i  plexities  of  the  North. 
One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety- 
three  miles  of  the  Atlantic  cable  are  com- 
pleted, and  1  400  more   are   already  on 
board  of  the  Great  Eastern, 

France. — The  Mexican  Embassy   will 
be  officially  received  by  the  Pope.

News  by  the  Nova  Scotian  of  the  as- 
sassination of  President  Lincoln  and  Sec- 
retary Seward  was  published  throughout 
Pingland,  on  the  25th  ult.,  and  created  a 
profound  sensation.  The  strongest  feel- 
ings of  sympathy  and  indignation  were 
universally  expressed.  There  was  but 
one  voice  throughout  the  country,  and 
those  who  sympathized  with  the  cause  of 
the  South  evinced  quite  as  much  feeling 
as  any  one.  In  all  places  it  was  the  per- 
vading topic,  and  caused  almost  a  total 
suspension  of  business,  particularly  in 
Liverpool  and  Manchester. 

On  Wednesday  there  was  only  a  day 
ses.ion  of  Parliamant.  The  attendance 
was  very  slim,  only  about  60  mem- 
bers being  present.  They  all  signed 
the  following  address,  which  was  present- 
ed to  Mr.  Adams,  the  same  evening. 

"  We,  the  undersigned,  members  ol 
the  House  of  Commons,  have  learned 
with  the  deepest  regret  and  horror  that 
the  President  of  the  United  States  has 
been  deprived  of  life  by  an  act  of  violence, 
and  we  desire  to  express  our  sympathy 
at  the  sad  event  to  the  American  Minis- 
ter, now  in  London,  as  well  as  to  declare 
our  hope  and  confidence  in  the  future  of 
that  great  country.  We  trust  it  will  con- 
tinue to  be  associated  with  enlightened 
freedom  and  peaceful  relations  with  this 
and  everv  other  country. 

In  the  House  of  Lords,  on  Wednesday 
night.  Earl  Russei,  and  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  Sir  Geo.  Grey,  on  behalf  ol 
Lord  Palmersfon,  gave  notice  that  they 
would,  on  the  1st  of  May.  move  an  ad- 
dress to  the  Queen  expressing  sorrow, 
and  indignation  at  the  assassination  of 
President  Lincoln,  and  praying  her  to 
convey  that  expression  of  feeling  to  the 
American  government 

Two  great  meetings  were  held  in  Liv- 
erpool, which,  after  appropriate  speeches 
bad  been  delivered,  adopted,  unanimous- 
ly resolutions  expressive  of  ,their  horror 
and  deep  sorrow  at  the  assassination. 

The  commercial  body  of  London  adopt- 
ed similar  resolutions  and  likewise  the 
official  bodies  in  various  towns  and  pro- 
vinces. The  Americans  in  London  as- 
sembled in  Grosvenor  Hotel.  The  meet- 
ings.adjourned  till  the  first  of  May,  when 
Minister  Adams  will  preside  at  a  mass 
meeting  of  Americans  at  St.  James  Hall.

The  tri.^1  of  Benj.  (J.  Harris  was  Ire- 
sumed  this  morning  before  a  court  martial 
of  which  Maj.  (ieii  Foster  is  president. 
Judge  Crano  of  Baltimore  appeared  a« 
counsel  for  Mr.  Harris. 

Sergeant  R.  B.  Stuart,  of  Company  L, 
lUh  Regiment,  Veteran  Reserve  Corps 
was  sworn,  and  testified  that  on  the  27th 
of  April  last  he  was  on  duty  at  Leonards- 
town,  Md.,  and  was  ordered  by  Captain 
Willoughby  to  proceed  to  the  residence 
of  Benjamin  G.  Harris  and  arrest  bim. 
He  effected  the  arrest  and  took  charge 
of  Mr.  Harris,  and  remained  alone  with 
him  for  a  couple  ol  hours.  During  that 
time  the  witness  had  a  conversation  with 
Mr.  Han  is  and  the  latter  made  cerlaui 
statements  with  regard  to  Chapman  and 
Read  the  paroled  rebel  soldiers  who  bad 
visited  his  (Harris')  house  on  the  pre- 
vious evening.  The  accused  said  the 
two  men  came  to  his  house  and  inquired 
the  way  to  Lconard^town,  and  also  the 
distance,  and  thev  further  slated  that  they 
wished  to  get  to  Baltimore  as  quietly  as 
possible  and  take  the  ojith  of  allegiance 
The  accused  told  witness  that  he  said 
to  the  men  that  thev  could  go  to  Balti- 
more, but  the  Fe.lerals  could  not  compel 
them  to  take  thn  oath,  on  account  of  the 
agreement  that  h;ul  been  entered  into  be- 
tween ( Jrant  and  Lee.  The  accused  then 
gave  the  men  one  dollar  each,  and  also 
their  supper. 

The  accused  also  s.aid  ihe  mnn  wished 
to  st.ay  over  nitjh':  at  his  house,  but  be 
told  them  they  could  not  do  so  as  the 
people  about  ih-re  knew  his  political 
sympathies  too  well, 

UponJhis  cross-examination  and  upon 
questioris  put  by  the  accused,  the  witness 
testified  that  he  did  not  recollect  the  ac- 
cused telling  him  (witness)  that  he  (Har- 
ris) had  no  wrong  motive  in  giving 
Chaoraan  and  Read  the  money,  nor  did 
the  witness  under.-tand  th«  ascused  to  say 
he  thought  it  was  proper  to  give  to  pa- 
roled prisoners  to  help  them  along  on 
their  wav  home. 

The  witness  was  asked  to  state  the 
whole  conver.sation  be  had  with  the 
accused  relative  to  the  conversation  be- 
tween the  accused  and  Chapman  and

Witnesss  replied  by  saying  that  in  the 
conversation, alter  the  giving  of  the  mon- 
ey had  beon  spoken  of  by  the  accused, 
he  said  that  all  the  trouble  was  the  fault 
of  the  damned  abolitionists  ;  that  if  the 
abolitionists  had  staid  away  it  would  have 
been  all  right.  The  accused  also  said 
that  the  idea  of  a  few  people  in  Washing- 
ton interfering  in  affairs  after  Gen.  Grant 
and  Gen.  Lee  had  made  an  agreeinent, 
was  a  damned  piece  of  humbug.  Ihat

The  witness  did  not  recollect  that  the 
accused  said  that  he  never  did  anything 
more  innocently  than  he  did  when  he 
gave  the  men  the  money  to  keep  them 
along.  When  this  conversation  took 
place  no  one  was  present  but  the  witness 
and  the  accused.  Mr.  Maddox  was  not 
present  at  ihe  conversation  but  he  was 
there  at  some  other  conversation.  The 
accused  told  M.  Maddox  that  he  did  not 
know  what  in  hell  he  was  arrested  for, 
and  Mr.  Mad.lox  replied  that  it  was  said 
in  Leonardstown,  that  Chapman  and  Read 
had  reported  him.

The 
Judgi-    AdvocuU!    also  asked  leave  to 
correct  the  record.     Mr.    Chapman   was 
called  to   settle  upon  his  testimony.     It 
appeared  upon  the  record  that  Chapman 
testified  that  Read  remarked   that  it  was 
too  late  then  to  kill  the  President.     Wit- 
ness'  recollection   of  it  was  that  it  was 
Mr.  Harris  and  not  Read  who  made  the 
remark. 

The  court  then  adjourned  until  Moii- 
day,  when  the  accused  will  commence  bis 

defense. 

Washington,  May  8. 

The  Harris  court  martial  met  to-day 

and  in  the  absence  of  important  witnesses 

Adjourned  till  to-morrow.

The  limes,  Washington  special  says  it 
ought  to  be  understood  that  the  recent 
proclamation  offering  a  reward  for  the  ap- 
prehension of  Jeff.  Davis  as  one  of  the 
parties  connected  with  the  assasbination 
ol  Mr.  Lincoln,  was  not  issued  by  Presi- 
dent Johnson  as  his  individual  act,  or 
merely  upon  his  personal  opinion  as  to 
the  guilt  of  Davis.  It  was  issued  in  pur- 
suance of  the  decision  of  the  proper  legal 
authority.  It  was  first  unanimously  de- 
cided in  Cabinet  meeting  that  all  part  es 
in  any  way  connected  with  the  conspiracy 
should  be  tried  by  a  military  tribun:il, 
and  not  by  civil  court. 

All  the  testimony  relating  to  the  mat- 
ter was  then  placed  officially  ii>  the  bands 
of  the  Judge  Advocate.General  Holt,  who 
examined  it  very  carefully  and  made  a 
report  to  the  isecretary  of  War,  giving  it 
as  bis  official  opinion  that  the  evidence 
proved  Davis  to  have  been  connected 
with  the  inception  and  execution  of  the 
plot.  It  was  upon  this  official  report 
that  the  I'resident's  Proclamation  was 
based.  It  is  not  generally  supposed  that 
any  direct  and  personal  action  in  the 
matter  can  be  traced  to  Davis,  but  it  will 
be  proved  that  the  conspiracy  was  framed 
and  prosecuted  with  his  knowledge  and 

assent.

— A  subscription  has  been  sUrfed  bere 
tor  raising  a  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase 
of  a  farm  homestead.with  an  appropriate  man- 
sion, near  Springfield,  III.,  for  tho  family  of 
the  late  President  Lincoln.  It  is  Intended  to 
be  a  tribute  !rom  a  grateful  people  to  the 
merits  of  their  beloved  mariyr  President,  t>y 
which  hh  family  may  be  rendered  independ- 
ent, and  his  memory  perpetuated  in  a  practi- 
cal and  useful  manner.  The  individual  sub 
scrlpUoDs  are  not  to  exceed  #5.  The  money 
is  to  be  inclosed  to  Jay  Cooke  &  Co..  or  to  any 
of  their  loan  agenu,  and  will  be  publicly  re- 
ported. The  fund  Is  to  be  disposed  of  by 
Senator  Harlan,  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and 
Joseph  H.  Barrett,  Commissioner  oi  Pensions. 
It  is  proposed  that  subacrlptions  for  this  object 
be  taken  up  in  the  churches  and  elsewhere 
throughout  the  country,  with  the  name  of 
the  donor  on  a  slip  of  paper,  accompanying 
the  amount  subscribed. 

By  an  order  from   General  Halleck, 

all  persons  without  regard  to  rank  or  employ- 
ment, in  civil  or  military  service  of  the  rebel 
government,  are  to  Wke  theamnesty  oath,and 
will  receive  corresponding  certificates.  Those 
excluded  from  the  benefit  of  such  oath,  can 
make  applicatioa  for  pardoa  and  restoratioa 
to  civil  rights,  which  applications  will  be  re- 
ceived and  forwarded  through  the  proper 
channels  for  the  action  of  the  President  of  the 
I'aited  States.  The  fact  that  such  persons 
hive  volunteered  to  come  forward,  or  taken 
the  oath  of  allegiance  will  be  evi- 
dence of  their  intentions  to  resume  their  status 
of  loyal  citizens  and  will  constitute  a  claim 
for  executive  clemency. 

—General  Butler  presses  the  following 
propositions  as  the  Drst  to  be  considered  in 
the  matter  of  reconstruction : 

First— That  hereafter  forever  there  should 
be  neither  slavery  nor  Involuntary  ser\-itude, 
except  tor  crime  judicially  declared. 

Second — That  there  cannot  exist  in  the  po- 
litical system  of  the  United  States  any  such 
thing  as'a  right  of  secession  by  any  Sute, 

Third— That  no  person,  corporation,  muni- 
cipal or  otherwise,  or  Sute,  could  or  might 
ever  assume  or  pay  any  part  of  the  debt  or 
claim  by  any  person  or  corporation,  State  or 
contederation  of  States,  incurred  or  in  Jany 
way  arising  from  or  in  aid  of  the  late  rebel- 
lion. 

Fourth — That  any  person  who  had  held 
military,  civil  or  diplomatic  offlce  under  the 
so-ctUed  Confederate  States,  or  either  of 
them,  or  been  any  agent  thereof  during  the 
rebellion,  should  have  no  political  rights  In 
the  State,  but  should  be  and  remain  alien 
thereunto  forever. 

— Lt-tters  from  London  state  that  the 
impression  made  in  that  city  by  the  fall  of 
Richmond  was  nnprccedented.  The  sales  of 
the  da'ly  papers  were  extraordinary,  and  the 
newsboys  made  the  streets  vocal  with  their 
cries  "  Evacuation  of  Richmond  and  defeat  of 
the  Southern  Army."  The  London  corres- 
pondent ot  the  New  York  Tribune  says  : 

"  Our  friends  could  be  known  by  their  coun- 
tenances, an  well  as  by  their  possession  of  the 
Star  and  TA*  Datiy  Sews.  So  lon«  in  the 
minority,  tried  and  taunted  like  us,  generally 
ci>ld-sb<>uldered  and  nnpopnlaa  among  the 
"respectable  '  classes,  the  delight,  the  exulta- 
tion, was  positively  eithiiaiatiDR.  •' I'd  hoist 
i<n  All. erica  tlag  un  the  top  of  my  chimney  It 
had  one !"  Over  night  I  beard  a  cheer  raised 
for  Grant  in  one  of  the  minor  music  halls." 

— A  petition,  signed  by  eleven  influen- 
tial citisens  of  East  Tennessee,  all  bat  one  of 
whom  have  been  active  and  promineiit  rebels, 
has  been  sent  to  Governor  Brownlow,  asking 
for  the  restoration  of  civil  law  In  that  section 
of  the  State,  and  promising  obedience  and 
aid  in  enforcing  It,  till  secnriiy  and  order 
under  the  Federal  flag  are  restored  to  the 
country.  Governor  Brownlow  commends  the 
spirit  manifested  in  the  petition,  and  advises 
all  men  to  meet  in  the  same  spirit  of  con 
ciliation. 

— The  London  Times  of    the  21st,   in 

ao  article  on  the  concluding  scenes  of  the 
American  war,  says ;  "  The  civil  war  need 
only  live  in  national  memory  as  a  grand  strug- 
gle in  which  the  heroism  and  endurance  of 
all  classes  of  Americans  astonished  the  world. 
Neither  belligerent  need  be  ashamed  of  the 
retrospect.  Federals  and  confederates  alike 
had  maintained  larger  armies,  and  fought 
more  desperate  battles,  (Aan  any  other  people." 
So  the  London  Times  admits  that  we  have

:     When  last  I  wrote  you  this  army  was 
fuU  of  hope  and  joy  ;  victory  bad  crown- 
ed our  efforts,  and  every  face   was  radi- 
ant with  smiles.     But   how  soon  our  joy 
was  changed  to   bitter  sorrow,  and  our 
hopes  to  disappointment !     We  first  shed 
tears    for     joy,    but   now    for    sorrow. 
Abraham  Lincoln,  our  beloved  President 
is  no  more.     Tho  soldier  has  lost  his  best 
friend,  and  the   country   mourns  the  loss 
of    him   who    was    dear    to    all.     Like 
Washington,   his  memory   will  ever   be 
green  in  the   hearts   of  his   countrymen. 
A  martyr  in  the   cause  of  humanity  and 
freedom,   generations    yet     unborn   will 
panse  to  drop  a  tear  over  the  page  of 
history  which  recounts  the   circumstance 
of  his  assassination.     Words  are   inade- 
quate to  express  the  feeling  of  this  army 
in  regard  to  this  unhappy  and  deplorable 
affair.     It  is  hard  for  one  to  lose  a  dear 
(riend,  but  where  all  share  in  this  national 
calamity,  all  is  sorrow  and  sadness.  May 
we  bear  up   under  this   great   affliction, 
and  trust  in   Him  who  doeth  all  things 

well! 

We  have  juit  received  notice  of  the 
capture  of  Booth,  the  assassin.  It  is 
said  that  be  is  a  very  fine  looking  man, 
and  was  quite  genteel  in  his  appearance  ; 

but— 

"  Oh,  what  may  man  within  him  hide, 
Though  angel  on  the  outward  side !" 
We  were  disposed  to  be  lenient  with  the 
rebels— leaders  and  followers— but  that 
feeling  has  given  place  to  a  feeling  of 
bitter  unimosity.  Justice  demands  that 
treason  should  be  punished.  If  Davis  is 
captured,  we  will  try  the  virtue  of  South- 
em  hemp,  and  swing  him  higher  than 
Hainan. 

We  are  still  in  camp,  and  expect  to 
remain  here  some  time.  We  have  by  far 
the  most  pleisant  camp  in  the  corps,  and 
Lieut.  Col.  Downie  has  been  compliment- 
ed highly  for  its  fine  appearance.  A 
thorough  reorganization  of  the  entire 
command  has  been  made  since  his  arrival, 
and,  I  am  happy  to  say,  for  the  better. 
If  we  ever  entertained  any  opposition  in 
regard  to  his  taking  command  of  the 
regiment,  it  was  not  because  we  doubted 
his  ability,  but  for  ihe  reason  that  it  de- 
prived some  of  the  oOicer»  present  of 
promotion.  Now,  that  he  is  here,  we 
desire-to  see  him  appointed  to  the  Colo- 
nelcy. We  consider  that  justice  demands 
that  one  of  the  old  otficers  should  be 
appointed ;  and  I  think  Col.  Downie  is 
the  right  man.  A  Major  General  said  to 
him  to-day,  "  I  will  put  you  in  command 
of  a  brigade  as  soon  as  you  ate  mustered 
as  Colonel."  80  you  see  the  Colonel  is 
quite  popular. 

There  are  seven  companies  present,  A 
to  G  inclusive, — about  five  hundred  meni 
for  duty.  The  men  are  learning  fast.  We 
have   splendid   material,   and  will   soon 
have  as  fine  an  appearing  body  of  men 
as  there  is  in  the  army.     All  seem  eager 
to  learn,  and  take  considerable  interest 
in  anything  which    pertains    to    military 
life.     We  Lave    had   no    opportunity  to 
test      their    fighting      qualities,    excrfpt 
company    C ;     but      be      assured      that 
if  necessity  should  require    it    they   will 
not  be  found  wanting.    They  were  agree- 
ably disappointed  to  find  that  the  fighting 
was  over,  but  said   that  when  they  first 
enlisted,  they  exjiected  to  find  plenty  to 
do  in  that  line.  No  doubt  their  intentions 
were  good,  but  present  circumstances  do 
not  require  that  they  be  subjected  to  the 
fiery   ordeal  of  battle,  consequently  the 
regular  routine  of  camp  life  will  be  all  the 
duties  required  of   them.     The  health  ol 
the  command  is  quite  good,  when  we  take 
into  consideration  that  a  sudden  change 
of  climate  generally  causes  sickness.     A 
member  of  "C"  company,  private  Wm. 
McLain,  died  this  morning  of  fever.    He 
had  been  unwell  but  a  short  time,  but  de- 
clined rapidly.  The  fatigue  and  exposure 
of  the  late  summer  campaign  proved  too 
much  for  him,  and  another  name  is  added 
to  the  long  list  of  departed  heroes.     He 
leaves  a  large  family,  who  were  dependent 
on  him  f  jr  support.  I  .sincerely  hope  that 
a  soldier's  family  will  not  be  allowed  to 
suffer  for  the  necessaries  of  life.    Officers 
all  quite  well.  Lieut.  Crocker  of  company 
E  has  resigned,  bis  papers  were  received 
this  evening.     I  believe  his  intention  is 
to  return  home  immediately. 

The  weather  for  the  past  week  has  beec 
beautiful,  something  singular  for  Virginia. 
One  week  without  rain,  who  would  have 
thought  it?  The  weather  king  has  de- 
creed a  change.  Gen.  Halleck  is  in  com- 
mand, "that's  what's  the  matter",  not  of 
the  elements,  but  Richmond,  army  of  Po- 
tomac, &c.  Gen.  Grant  is  on  a  visit  to 
Johnson.  We  were  not  aware  that  he 
had  If  ft  this  army  until  he  had  forwarded 
dispatches  from  Raleigh.  The  comman  J 
is  to  be  mustered  to-morrow  lor  pay, 
monthly  inspection  also  takes  place. 
Expect  to  have  plenty  to  do  for  a  few 
days.  Hoping  that  we  will  soon  be  march- 
ing home  with  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  the  great  and  good  work  in  which  we 
offered  our  services  has  been  accom- 
plished. 


Speerh   of     Wendell  PhUlipa. 


The  following  extract  from  a  recent 
speech  of  Wendell  Phillips  on  the  dtoatb 
of  President  Lincoln  is  exciting  a  good 
deal  of  comment  from  the  publie.^«|9 : 

"What  shall  we  aay  t»  (be  Y>un{ah- 
ment  of  rebels  ?  The  air  is  thick  with 
threats  of  vengeance.  I  admire  the  mo- 
tive which  prompt  these.  But  let  ui  re- 
member no  cause,  however  infamous, 
was  ever  crushed  by  punishing  its  advo- 
cates and  abettors.  All  history  proves 
this  There  is  no  class  ot  'men  base  and 
coward  enough,  no  matter  what  their 
views  and  purposes,  to  make  the  policy 
of  vengeance  succcesful.  In  bad  causes. 
Bs  well  as  good,  "the  blood  of  the 
Martyrs  is  the  seed  of  the  Church."  We 
cannot  prevail  against  this  principle  of 
human  nature.  And  again,  with  regard 
to  the  doztn  chief  rebels,  it  will  never 
be  a  practi^l  queition  whether  we  shall 
hang  them,  'those  not  now  in  Europe 
will  soon  be.  Indeed,  afler  paroling  the 
bloodiest  and  guiltiest  of  all,  Robert  E. 
Lee,  [loud  applause]  there  would  be  lit- 
tle fitness  in  hanging  ajiy  wretch. 

The  only  punishment  which  ever 
crushes  a  cause,  is  that  which  its  leaders 
necessarily  suffer  in  consequence  of  the 
new  order  of  things  made  necessary  to 
prevent  the  recurrence   of  their  sin

was  not  the  blood  of  two  peers  and  thirty 
commoners  which  England  shed  alter  the 
rebellion  ol  1717,  or  that  of  five  peers 
and  twenty  commoners  after  the  rising  of 
1745,  which  crushed  the  Uouso  of  Stuart 
Though  the  fight  had  lasted  only  a  lew 
months,  those  blocks  and  gibbets  gave 
t  'harles  bis  only  chance  to  recover.  But 
the  confiscated  lands  of  hii  adherents, 
and  the  new  political  arrangement  of  the 
Highlands— just,  and  recognized  as  such 
because  necessary — these  quenched  his 
star  forever. 

Our  rebellion  has  lasted  four  years. 
Government  has  exchanged  prisoners 
and  acknowledged  its  belligerent  rights. 
After  th.at,  gibbets  are  out  of  the  question. 
A  thousand  men  rule  the  rebellion — are 
the  rebellion.  A  thousand  men.  We 
cannot  hang  them  all.  We  cannot  hang 
men  in  regiments.  What,  coverthe  con- 
tinent with  gibbets  !  We  cannot  sicken 
the  19th  century  with  such  a  sight.  It 
would  sink  our  civilization  to  the  level  of 
Southern  barbarism.  It  would  forfeit 
our  very  right  to  supercede  the  Southern 
system,  which  right  is  based  on  our  be- 
ing better  than  theirs.  To  m4keits  corn- 
er-stone tie  gibbet,  would  degrade  us  to 
the  level  of  Davis   and  Lea. 

Banish  every  one  of  these  tttousand 
rebel  leaders — every  one  of  them  on  pain 
of  death  if  they  ever  return.  [Applause.] 
Confiscate  e</ery  dollar  and  acre  they 
own.  [Applause]  These  steps  the 
world  and  its  followers  will  see  are  neces- 
sary to  kill  the  seeds  of  ooutt,  dangerous 
State  rights  and  secession.  [AppUuse.l 
No  Government  should  ask  of  tne  South 
which  he  has  wasted  and  the  North  whiob 
he  has  murdered,  such  superabundant 
Christian  patience  ^as  to  tolerate  in  our 
streets  the  presence  of  a  wre^c))  whose 
hand  upheld  Libby  Prison  and  Anderson- 
ville,  and  whose  soul  is  black  with  sixty- 
four  thousand  deaths  of  prisoners  by 
starvation  and  torture."

<t5,000  KeDvard  for   IshaHi  O. 
Hiirris. 

The  Legislature  of  Tennessee  have 
adopted  resolutions  authorising  tb«  Gov- 
ernor to  offer  a  reward  of  $5,000  for  the 
apprehension  of  Isham  G.  Harris,  and 
his  delivery  to  the  civil  authoritiea.  Gov. 
Brownlow  has  accordingly  published  a 
proclamation  setting  forth  tW  be  was 
the  chief  instrument  in  thrusting  upon 
Tennessee  the  innumerable  evils  of  the 
rebellion — a  rebellion  that  -'has  stormed 
every  citidel  of  order,  every  defense  of 
of  virtue,  every  sanctuary  of  right,  and 
every  abode  of  decency,"  and  that  the 
said  Harris  has  been  periodically  visiting 
the  border  counties  of  the  State,  issuing 
bogus  proclamations,  and  collecting  reve- 
nue, falsely  pretending  to  be  Governor  of 
Tennessee.  The  Governor  graphically 
sketches  the  fugitive  from  justice,  in  a 
style  that  will  make  him  wince  if  he  has 
any  sensitiveness  in  his  calloused  hide,  as 
follows.  It  is  certainly  an  unique  official 
production,  and  characteristic  of  Brown- 
low: 

"This  culprit,  Harris,  is  about  five 
feet  ten  inches  high,  weighs  about  one 
hundred  and  forty-five  pounds,  and  is 
about  fifty-five  years  of  age.  His  com- 
plexion is  sallow,  bis  eyes  dark  and  pen- 
er rating — a  perfect  index  to  the  heart  ol 
a  traitor,  with  the  scowl  and  frown  of  a 
demon  resting  upon  his  brow.  The  study 
of  mischief  and  the  practice  of  crime, 
have  brought  upon  him  premature  bald- 
ness and  a  gray  beard.  With  brazen- 
faced impudence,  he  talks  loudly  and 
boastingly  about  the  overthrow  of  the 
Yankee  anny,  and  entertains  no  doubt 
that  the  S<rath  will  achieve  her  indepen- 
dence. He  chews  tobacco  rapidly,  and 
is  inordinately  fond  of  liquor.  In  his 
moral  structure  he  is  an  unscrupulous 
man  —steeped  to  the  nose  and  chin  in 
personal  and  political  profligacy — now 
about  lost  to  all  sense  of  honor  and 
shame — with  a  heart  reckless  of  social 
duty,  and  fatally  bent  on  mischief. 

"  If  captu.-ed,  he  will  be  found  lurking 
in  the  rebel  strongholds  of  Mississippi, 
Alabama,  or  Georgia,  and  in  female 
society,  alleging  with  the  sheep-faced 
modesty  of  a  virtuous  man,  that  it  is  not 
a  wholesome  state  of  public  sentiment  or 
of  taste,  that  forbids  an  indiscriminate 
mixing  together  of  married  men  and 
women.  If  captured,  the  fugitive  must 
be  delivered  to  me  alive,  to  the  end  that 
justice  may  be  done  him  bere,  upon  the 
theatre  of  his  former  villainous  deeds."

The  Plot  to  Burn  Phiiiideiphin. 

Wa8Hixgton,  Tuesday.  May  2nd. — 
The  circumstances  under  which  the  plot 
to  burn  Philadelphia  was  discovered  here 
are  about  as  fjllows  :  On  Friday  even- 
ing last.  Sergeant  A.  P.  McKenny,  at 
the  Sixth-street  wharf  discovered  two 
suspicious  looking  individuals  lurking 
about  in  the  dark,  who,  upon  seeing  they 
were  watched,  made  otf.  On  Saturday 
evening  these  two  men  again  made  their 
appearance  at  the  wharl,  when  Sergeant 
McKenny  informed  Ins  commanding  offi- 
cer of  the  fact,  who  instructed  him  to 
watch  them  closely. 

The  Sergeant  seeing  the  two  men  in 
conversation,  got  close  enough  to  hear 
one  of  them  inquire  of  the  other:  "I'o 
you  think  they  will  meet  to-night  ?"  The 
reply  was  not  heard,  and  the  men  again 
started  off,  but  were  followed  by  Sergeant 
McKenny,  who  overtook  them  on  a  va- 
cant lot  on  Four-and-a-haHst  ,  when  one 
of  tho  men,  seeing  they  were  followed, 
drew  a  pistol  and  fired  at  the  Sergeant, 
the  balitaking  effect  in  his  right  breabt 
near  the  nipple. 

Fortunately  Sergeant  McKenny  had 
at  the  time  a  package  of  letters  in  his 
pocket,  through  which  the  ball  passed, 
thus  deadening  its  force  and  preventing 
its  making  a  serious  wound.  The  t'er- 
ge«nt,  being  alone,  concluded  to  be  still,- 
although  npt  dangerously  woiinded ;  and 
the  fellows,  believing  they  had  killed  him. 
immediately  ran  oU'  and  made  tteir 
escape.  Sergeant  McKenny,  upon  re- 
gaining his  feet,  discovered  a  letter  upon 
the  ground,  which  the  man  who  fired  the 
shot  had  pulled  from  his  pocket  with  the 
weapon. 

Upon  bis  returning  to  his  quarters 
Sergeant  McKenny  discovered  that  this 
letter  was  of  some  importance,  and  it 
was  accordingly  sent  to  Colonel 
Ingraham.  The  letter  revealed  the  fact 
that  there  was  a  deliberately  planned 
plot  on  foot  to  burn  Philadelphia,  in 
which  a  large  number  of  conspirators 
were  to  take  pait,  and  contained  a  re- 
quest urging  certain  parties,  supposed 
to  b0  tha  twQ  t|i(«n  alluded  to  above,  to 
be  in  Philadelphia  on  the  30th  of  April, 
as  an  attempt  to  destroy  that  city  would 
be  made  on  the  first  day  of  May,  when 
the  final  blow  would  be  struck  and  the 
torch  not  lowered  until  the  city  was  in 
ashes  and  their  pockets  filled  vf  ith  treas- 
ure. 

Col.  Ingraham,  after  reading  the  let- 
ter, immediately 'dispatched  officers  to  the 
railroad  station,  when  it  «^s  ascertained 
that  two  men,  answering  the  description 
of  tho^e  who  b«d  assailed  the  Sergeant, 
had  taken  passage  on  the  train,  which  left 
the  depot  a  few  minutes  before.  Irifor- 
mation  cfihe  discovery  of  the  plot  was 
then  telegraphed  to  (ien.  Cadwallader,  at 
Philadelphia ;  and  early  on  Sunday  even- 
ing. Capt.  Potts,  Chief  of  the  Military 
Detectives,  and  the  patrols  attached  to 
Col.  Ingraham's  office,  were  dispatched 
to  Philadelpiiia,  with  such  details  of  thfc 
plot  a«  had  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
authorities  here. 

Facts  are  within  the  knowledge  of  the 
aatkorities  here  which  go  to  show  that 
there  arc  some  800  conspirators  banded 
togetl.tJr  for  the  purpose  of  burning  Phil 
adelphia  and  other  Northern  cities.  The 
affair  is  now  undergoing  thorough  inves- 
tigation.

It 
is  a  queer  business  to  eat  dinner  with  a 
man  at  bis  own  table,  and  go  away  to 
advocate  his  execution  as  a  traitor.

Letter  from  Gen.  Eweii  about 

the  Burniny:  of  Richmond. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  let- 
ter from  the  rebel  Gen.  Ewell,  explaining 
the  partial  burning  of  Richmond  during 
its  evacnation  by  the  rebel  army.  It  is 
addressed  to  a  relative  near  Washington, 
and  is  dated  at  Fort  Warren,  April  18 : 

"  I  am  abused  for  burning  Richmond. 
It  was  burned  by  the  mob.  There  were 
no  troops  to  keep  order.  I  had  told  the 
principal  citizen-,  months  before,  what 
would  happen,  and  urged  them  to  form 
a  constabulary  force  to  keep  order.  But 
they  would  not,  only  three  persons  ofler- 
ing  their  services,  when  there  were  hun- 
dreds doing  nothing.  The  fire-hose  was 
cut  and  the  arsenal  burned  by  the  mob. 
I  have  taken  every  precaution  possible, 
and  the  people  must  blame  themselves. 

To  prevent  misstatements  as  regards 
ours  capture,  I  would  state  that  we  were 
ordered  to  follow  Anderson ;  that  after 
driving  back  an  attack  on  our  wagons, 
we  found  Anderson  cut  off  from  those  of 
Lee's  army  in  front,  and  tbe  Sixth  Corps 
came  after  me,  attacking  my  troops. 
Anderson  failed,  after  a  trial,  in  breaking 
through  those  in  his  front,  and  my  men 
entirely  surrounded,  fighting  over  ten 
times  their  number,  were  captured  or 
sUin."

'*  the  course  of  true  love  never  did  run 
smooth." — Philadelphia  Inquirer.

Kdltors  St.  Paul  Preoi : 

'I'o-day  will  hereafter  be  considered 
ever  memorable  in  the  annals  of  the 
country  as  the  day  on  which  was  buried 
the  greatest,  the  wisest  and  the  most  be- 
loved ol  our  Presidents.  It  has  been 
warm  and  pleasant,  happily  terminating 
a  spell  of  .nost  unpleaaan*  weather.  The 
leaves  have  come  out  quite  fully  and  the 
fruit  trees  are  bedecked  with  blossoms. 
Nature  seems  to  have  made  great  elTorts 
to  have  acquitted  itself  creditably  on  this 
great  and  solemn  occasion.  The  day  has 
been  ushered  in  with  the  booming  of 
minute  guns ;  it  has  closed  in  the  same 
manner. 

The  remains  of  the  illustrious  deceased 
have  been  lying  in  state  since  yesterday 
morning ,  duiiog  wbiih  time  it  is  estimat- 
ed thev  have  been  seen  by  6U,(X)0  peo- 
ple. 

The  main  features  are  of  course  pre- 
served, but  the  embalmers'  art  has  done 
nothing  further  to  mske  the  corps-,  appear 
natural.  Except  that  the  eyes  are  closed 
and  the  hair  anil  whiskers  natural  it  ap- 
pears like  a  plaster  of  Paris  cast  thit  has 
been  exposed  to  the  action  of  the  atmos- 
phere for  several  years. 

I  am  not  going  to  undertake  to  give 
you  a  dcs  ription  of  the  very  interesting 
funeral  ceremonies.  More  full,  graphic 
ai>d  correct  accounts  of  who  were  here, 
what  was  said,  and  how  it  was  done, 
will  have  reached  you,  long  before 
you  will  see  this  hastily  written  scrawl ; 
but  as  there  wss  a  fragmentary  delega 
tion  here  from  our  State,  and  whii  h  was 
probably  too  insignificant  to  have  been 
noticed  by  the  reporters  of  the  Associated 
Press,  it  seems  proper  that  some  men- 
tion should  be  made  of  ;he  fact. 

Gov.  Miller  arrived  here  yesterday, 
having  concluded  his  visit  to  the  Louis- 
ville and  St.  Louis  hospitals,  and  is  a 
guest  ol  (iov.  Oglesby.  Of  that  fot mid- 
able  list  who  were  appointed  at  the  meet- 
ing in  the  State  capitol  in  St.  Paul  the 
other  day  but  two  are  here.  However 
volunt«;ers  have  come  forward  and  the 
Minnesota  squad  was  recognized  as  a 
delegation  and  assigned  position  in  the 
procession  immediately  following  Ken- 
tucky. Governor  Miller  rode  in  a  car- 
riage with  the  Governcr  and  Lieutenant 
IJoveruer  of  lllinoia  aud  Governor  of 
Missouri. 

The  hearse  was  followed  by  the  friends, 
the  guard    of    honor   from    Washington, 
consisting   of  members  of  Congress  and 
the  Governors    of  the  States   and  Terri- 
tories in  carriages.     Then  came  the  Ken- 
tucky  delegation,   then   Minnesota,  thus 
preceding  all  the   other  States,  and  even 
the  Legislature  of  lilinoia.     Besides  the 
Governor  our  delegation  consisted  of  H. 
L.   Moss,   Esq.,   Hon.   J.  A.  Peckbam, 
Col.  E.  C.4Belote,  A.  J.  Goodrich  and 
Geo.  W.  Moore,  of  St.  Paul ;  N.  Thomp- 
son of  Dakota  county,   ('apt   Braden,  of 
the  Sixth  Regiment,  from  Houston  coun- 
ty,  and   Adjutant  Braden,  of  the  Tenth 
It -{^iiui-nt,  from  the   same  county.     Cap- 
tain lli-aden  was  selected   as  our  marshal. 
The  oration  pronounced  at  the  tomb  by 
Bishop  Simpson  was  one  oi  the  finest  ora- 
torical efforts  I  have  ever  listened   to; 
and  when  he  conjured  the  American  peo* 
pie  never  to  allow  the  re-establiabment  of 
slavery  on  the  soil  of  the  continent,  and 
to   mete  out  upon  the  guilty  authors  o^ 
this  wicked  rebellion  the  certain  doom  of 
the  convicted  felon,  the  hearty  ''amen^* 
that  wcllt-d  from  that  vast  assemblage, 
evinced  the  deep  effect  his  burning  elo- 
({uencc  had  taken  bold  of  their  sympathies. 
Some  of  our  Minne sotiana  speak  in  the 
highest  terms  of  the  hospitality   ot  Mr. 
Hutchison  and  lady  of  this  city,    who  *x- 
hibited  their  interest  in  our  aUte  by  in- 
vitin^r  our  delegation  to  their  house  to  tarry 
while  they  remained  in  the  city.

The  pressure  of  news  matter  on  our 
colnmns  bas  preTentea  any.editorial  com. 
ments  upon  the  curious  letter  which  we 
published  the  other  day.  by  the  Richmond 
correspondent  of  the  New  York  Eerald, 
giving  the  -"ubstanee  of  a  conversation 
with  Gen.  Lee  in  which  the  latter  reveal- 
ed for  publication  the  political  ideas  upon 
which  ha  attempted  to  justify  his  treason 
to  his  country.  According  to  this,  Lee 
pretends  to  beliere  that  he  owes  para- 
mount allegiance  to  hii  native  State  and 
is  bound  to  follow  her  when  she  takes  up 
arms  against  the  Jiafion;  and  that  when 
ahf  joined  the  Southern  Confederacy  he 
was  bound  by  the  same  tenets  to  fight  for 
the  Confederacy,  because  in  fighting  for 
that  he  was  fighling  for  Virginia.  It  ia 
thus  that  Gen.  Lee  justifies  his  own  le- 
bellion  and  thai  of  his  astociates.  against 
bis  country  ;  ar.d  he  moreover  declares 
that  the  sincerity  of  the  Southern  leailers 
in  acting  upon  these  ideas,  ought  to  ex- 
empt them  from  punishment. 

This  is  certainly  a  very  comfortable 
theory.  If  political  or  philosophical 
notions  couldj  be  plead  in  justification 
of  crime,  few  criminals  would  be  without 
their  special  warrant  for  oflenses  which 
in  morals  are  regarded  as  infamous  and 
10  lajras  capital,  and  the  gallows  would 
hardly  buve  a  victim  who  could  not  logic- 
ally prove  himself  a  martyr. 

if  Mr.  Jeflerson  Davis  has  his  theory 
to  justi'y  petjury,  treason  and  rebellion 
against  the  nation,  so  had  J.  Wilkes 
Booth  a  very  similar  and  quite  as  plau- 
sible an  one  to  justify  the  assassination 
of  its  executive  head.  The  latter  of 
these  two  vdlains  was.  demonstrably,  just 
•s  sincere  as  the  former— as  his  published 
letter  on  the  subject  proves— in  his  devo- 
tion to  that  peculiar  Southern  code  of 
social  ethics,  which,  in  order  to  justify 
the  radical  vice  cf  slavery,  makes  all  vice 
virtue,  and  all  virtue  vite;  all  evil  good, 
and  all  good  evil ;  and  turns  the  moral 
universe  upside  diwn,  with  God  and  all 
his  angels  sunk  into  the  nethermost  Hell, 
among  the  damned,  and  the  Devil  en- 
throned, with  all  hi*  imps,  in  the  emp>" 
real   heavens. 

The  principles  upon  which  Gen.  Lee 
would  exempt  his  fellow  traitors  from 
punishment,  would  make  an  hcnored  mar- 
tyr of  the  as.sassiu  Booth,  give  impunity 
and  respectability  to  the  most  horrible 
crimes,  and  canonize  nearly  every  felon 
who  fills  a  dishonored  grave. 

Gen.  Lee,  and  those  who  think  with 
him,  must  be  taught  that  a  perverted 
conscience  or  a  vicious  dogma  does  not 
sanctify  its  logical  results  in  wicked  and 
atrocious  deeds  ;  he  and  they  must  be 
made  to  know  that  rebellion  against  a  free 
and  just  government  like  oura,  is  a  crime, 
not  in  law  only,  but  in  morals :  aa  infa- 
mous in  its  moral  as  it  was  inexcusable 
m  its  political  motive —atrocious  in  its 
means  and  flagitious  in  its  endj, 

We  have  got  to  strip  their  vile  cause, 
not  only  of  physical  power,  but  of  all 
its  false,  sophistical  glosses  of  moral 
and  political  respectability,  to  brand  it 
with  eternal  o  Hum,  and  bury  it  and  all 
its  unrepentant  instruments  under  the 
execrations  of  mankind.  In  the  weighty 
words  of  President  Johnson  before  he 
became  President :

TheGurnejs  thenwent    to     Washing- 
ion    and     laid   the  case  before  the  Seo 
•etary  of  War.  who  informed  them  that  in 
leference  to  the   wishes   of   Mr.  Lincoln 
he  photograph  plates  must  be  destroyed. 
Sow  there  can  be  co   queition    that  the 
laking   of    these   photographs    from   the 
eori  se  of  the  President  was  a   gross   out- 
rage upon  good  taste,  and  should  not  have 
been  allowed,  without  the  consent  of  the 
family.     Bnt  it  is  also  equally  true  that, 
haviiig  been  taken,  the  plates   were   tde 
private  property  of  the  photographers,  and 
Mr.  Stanton  had  no  more  right  to  issue  an 
order  for  destroying  them  than  he  has  to 
f^rder  Col.  Averill  to  step  into  thd  house 
of  a  private  citizen  of  St.  Paul  and  smash 
his  crockery  or  steal  his   silver.     We  do 
not  doubt  that  if  Mrs.  Lincoln   had  inti- 
mated to  the  Gurneys  through  Kir.  Stan- 
ton or  any  one  else  her  wish  that  the  neg- 
atives should  be  destroyed  it  would  have 
been  instantly  and   religiously   complied 
with.     Such  a  request  would   have   been 
enforced  by    all  ,  the    power   of   public 
sentiment,    but    the    peremptory    order 
of    Secretary  Stanton  to   deliver  up  the 
plates  to  a  provost  marshal  or  a  military 
officer  should  not  have  been  complied  with, 
and  any  attempt  to  seize  or  destroy  them 
should  have  been   met  by   resistance  on 
the  spot ;  and  if  taken  by  unlawful  forci-, 
they  should  have  been  reclaimed  by  the 
whole   power   of  the  eivil   faw.     And  if 
there  be  an  f  virtue  in  the  civil  authority, 
we  trust  that  all  its  vigor  will  be  invoked 
to  punish  Mr.  Stanton  for  this  high-hand- 
ed outrage  upon  the  rights  and   liberties 
of  the  citizen. 

When  the  Republic  was  menaced  with 
destruction  by  enemies  witbin  and  with- 
out, it  was  justly  alleged  as  an  excuse  for 
summary  acts  of  arbitrary  power  in  dero- 
gation of  the  civil  tribunals,  that  they 
were  "necessary  to  the  public  safety.''

And  the  sooner  Mr.  Stanton  is  dis- 
ciplined out  of  the  habit  of  considering 
himself  the  military  master  of  thirty 
million  tru-.  kling  and  submissive  slaves, 
the  better  fort'  c country  and  for  himself.

The  WorW  intimates  that  the  proclama- 
tion of  the  President,  denouncing  JeflF. 
Davis  and  others  as  accomplices  in  the 
assassination  of  President   Lincoln   is  a 
mere  ruae  for  securing  their  persons  un- 
der extradition  treaties  from  such  foreign 
powers  as  may  give  them  asylum.     Such 
a  proceeding  would  be  about  up  to  the  level 
of  the  pettifogging   statesmanship    which 
inspires  the  politics  of  the   World.     We 
ha^eto  day  advices  that  the   proceedings 
of  the  Government  were  based  upon  evi- 
dence which,   in  the   opinion   of  Judge 
Holt  and  the  Attorney  General,  warrant 
the  belief  that  Davis  w«s  cegnirant  of  the 
plot,  and  that  it   was  concerted   by    his 
agents  in  Canada.   Such  men  as  Atzerott, 
Harold  and  Payne  could  only  have  been 
induced  to  enter  into  the   scheme  by  the 
oflFer  of  large  rewards.    All  of  them  boast- 
ed before  the  deed  of  the  riches  they  were 
going  to  receive,  and  the  promised  wealth 
could  only  have   come  from  the  famous 
"secret  service  fund"  of  the  rebel  treasu- 
ry.    Sanders  is  known  to  have  been  im- 
plicated in,   and  to    have   publicly   ap- 
proved, the  attempt  of  Orsini  to   a.ssas- 
sinate  the  French  Emperor.     He  was  no- 
toriously an  advocate  of  the  tyrannicidal 
doctrines  of  the  Italian   Carbonari.     He 
was  just  the   man  to    have  planned  the 
murder   of    President     Lincoln,    as    he 
planned  the  burning  of  the   New   York 
hotels.

His  pious  soul  shudders  with  horror  at 
our  suggestion  that  the   security  of   the 
frontier  demands  the  extermination  of  the 
hostile    Indians.

INDIANS  BEEN  NEAU  TKLLOW  MBDICINK. 

Another  letter  has  been  received  by  Gen. 
bibley,  written  by  Joseph  La  Framboise  at 
Yellow  Medicine  on  the  5ih  inst.  It  says  that 
two  Frenchmen,  trappers,  named  Sbotu  and 
Narcis  Frenier  had  been  attacked  near 
there  by  Indians  and  one  wounded  in  the  hand. 
They  saw  a  party  of  Indians  and  some  wanted 
to  kill  them  but  they  finally  escaped  because 
the  Indians  knew  their  relations.  The  In- 
dians said  there  were  five  parties  coming 
down,  bound  for  Spirit  Lake,  Sioux  City  and 
Maknato.  They  said  the  English  had  furn- 
ished them  amanition  and  told  them  to  come 
down  and  do  what  they  could. 

A  BOY  RKPORTED    KILLKD. 

Mr.  Foreman  arrived  from  Sioux  City,  via 
Mankato,  yesterday  morning.  He  beard  that 
a  bo>'  had  been  killed  Sunday  evening  by  the 
same  Indians  who  killed  the  soldier  JoUey 
After  the  soldiers  returned  to  Manhato  and 
obtained  reinforcements  they  started  la  pur- 
suit again,  and  overtaking  the  Indians,  drove 
tbem  Into  a  thicket.  A  boy  (not  of  the  pur- 
suing party)  rode  along  upon  the  opposite 
side  of  the  thicket,  unaware  of  the  presence 
of  the  Indians,  and  was  shot  dead.  His  horse 
was  also  killed.

A  correspondent  writing  at  Mankato,  Mon- 
day night,  informs  ns  that  the  reported  kill- 
ing of  a  boy  was  correct.  He  was  a  boy 
named  Frank  York,  between  ten  and  eleten 
years  old.  Four  balU  struck  him  killing  him 
instantly. 

Pursuit  of  the  Indians,  which  bad  become 
a  little  lax,  was  again  renewed  arter  this  oc- 
currence  bnt  none  were  killed.

eulogies  uvon  Mr.  Linutlnaud  bitter  denun- 
ciations of  the  assassination.

It  could  not  but  have  struck  Booth  that 
this  isolated  part  of  Maryland,  ignorant 
ahd  rebel  to  the  brim,  without  telegraph 
o  ■  railways,  or  direct  stage  routes,  belt- 
ed with  swamps  and  broken  by  dense  tim 
bfer,  afforded  extraordinary  opportunities 
f(  .r  shelter  and  escape.  Only  the  coast 
s  irvey  had  any  adequate  map  ol  it ;  it 
«  as  ultima  thule  to  all  intents,  and  trea- 
8  )n  might  subsist  in  welcome  upon  it  for 
al  thousand  years. 

When  Booth  cast  around  him  for  as- 
s  stants,  he  naturally  selected  those  men 
thomhe  could  control.  The  first  that 
r 'commended  himself  was  one  Harrold,  a 
y  outh  of  inane  and  plastic  character,  car- 
r  ed  awav  by  the  example  of  an  actor, 
and  hill  of  execraole  quotations,  going 
Dshow  that  he  waa  an  imitator  of  the 
riaster  spirit  both  in  text  and  admiration. 
^faia  Harrold  was  a  gunner,  and  therefoiS

he  had   traversed  the 


whole  lower  portion  of  Maryland,  and 
1  ras  therefore  a  geographer  as  well  as  a 
( ool.  His  friends  lived  at  every  farmhouse 
1  letween  Washington  and  Leonardsvillo, 
ind  he  was  respectably  enough  connected, 
10  as  to  make  his  association  creditable 
I  hs  well  as  uselnl. 

Harrold,  whose  picture  I  have  seen,  is 
I  dull-faced,  shallow  boy,  smooth-haired, 
tnd  provincial ;  he  had  no  money  nor  em- 
jloyment,  except  that  he  clerked  for  a 
Iruggist  a  while,  until  he  knew  Wilkes 
Jootb,  who  looked  at  him  only  once,  and 
nought  his  soul  lor  a  sncile.  Harrold  was 
infatuated  by  Booth  as  a  woman  by  a  sol- 
Jier.  He  copied  his  gait  and  tone,  adopt- 
ed his  opinions,  and  was  unhappy  out  ol 
his  society.  Booth  gave  him  money, 
mysteriously  obtained,  and  together  they 
made  the  acquaintance  of  young  John 
Surrat,  son  ol  the  conspiratress. 

^onng  Surrat  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  a  puissant  spirit  in  the  scheme. 

The  writer  gives  a  sketch  of  Harrold— 
a  dull-laced,"  shallow  boy,  whom  Booth 
had  inlatuated,  and  wbo  being  a  hunter, 
understood  the  geography  of  the  country 
south  ol  Washington  ;  young  Surratt.  who 
does  not  appear  to  have  been  a  puissant 
spirit  in.the  plot,  and  say^  : 

Booth  was  the  head  and  heart  ol  the 
plot;  Mrs.  Surratt  was  his  anctior,  and 
the  rest  of  the  boys  were  disciples  to 
Iscariot  and  Jezebel.  John  Surratt,  a 
youth  of  strong  Southern  physiognomy, 
beardless  and  ianky,  knew  ol  the  murdjr 
and  connived  at  it.'  "  Sam"  Arnold  and 
one  McLaughlin  were  to  have  been  par 
ties  to  it,  but  backed  out  in  the  end. 
They  all  relied  upon  Mrs.  Surratt,  and 
took  their  "  cues"  from  Wilkes  Booth. 

Payne  and  Atzerot  were  hired  assas- 
sins— the  former  sent  from  Canada,  the 
latter  a  fellow  of  German  descent  who 
had  led  a  desperate  life  at  Port  Tobacco, 
had  been  a  rebel  mail  carrier  and  block- 
ade runner.

Six  weeks  before  the  murder,  young 
John  Surratt  had  taken  two  sploadia 
repeating  carbines  to  Surrattville,  and 


told  John  Lloyd  to  secrsta  tbem.  T'».e 
Utter  made  a  bole  in  the  wamscotting 
and  suspended  them  from  strings,  so  that 
they  fell  within  the  plastered  wall  of  the 
room  below.  On  the  very  afternoon  of 
the  murder,  Mrs.  Surratt  was  driven  to 
fcurrattville,  and  she  told  John  Lloyd  to 
have  the  carbines  ready,  because  they 
would  be  called  lor  that  night.  Harrold 
was  made  quartermaster,  ami  fcired  the 
borses.  He  and  Atzerot  were  mounted 
between  8  o'clock  and  the  time  ol  the 
murder,  and  riding  about  the  streeU  to- 
gether. 

TUK  ASSASblNS   MARK  TIME. 

At  Ford's  Theatre,  on  Friday  nighty 
were  many  slanders  m  the  neighborhood 
of  the  door,  and  along  the  dress  circle  m 
the  direction  of  the  private  box  where 
the  President  sat. 
The  pl»y  wenton  pleasantly.though  Mr. 
Wilkes  Booth,  an  obs*  rver  ol  the  audi- 
ence, visited  the  stage  and  took  note  of 
the  positions.  His  alleged  associate,  the 
btiige  carpenter,  then  received  quiet  or- 
ders to  clear  the  passage  by  the  wings 
Irom  the  prompter's  post  to  the  sUge 
door.  All  this  lime,  Mr.  Lincoln,  m  ha 
family  circle,  unconscious  ol  the  diath 
that  crowded  fast  upon  him,  watched  the 
pleasantry  and  smiled  and  felt  heartlul  of 
gentleness. 

Suddenly  there  wa«  a  murmer  near  the 
audience  door,  as  of  a  man  speaking 
above  his  bound.     He  said : 

"Nine  o'clock  and  forty-five  minutes  !

This  also  passed  from  man  to  man,  un- 
til it  touched  the  street  like  a  shudder. 

"Nine  o'clock  and  fifty-five  minutes!" 
said  the  same  relentless  voice,  ar.«r  the 
next  interval,  each  ol  which  narrowed  to 
a  lesser  span  the  life  of  the  good  Presi- 
dent. 

Ten  o'clock  here  sounded,  and  conspir- 
ing echo  said  in  reverberation : 

"Ten  o'clock!" 

So  like  a  creeping  thing,  from  lip  to 
lip,  went 

"Ten  o'clock  and  five  mintues." 

(An  interval.) 

"fen  o'clock  and  tea  minutes  !" 

At  this  instant  Wilkes  Booth  appeared 
in  the  door  ol  the  theater,  and  the  men 
who  had  repeated  the  time  so  taithlully 
and  so  ominously  scattered  at  bis  coming, 
as  at  some  warning  phantom. 

All  this  is  so  dramatic  that  I  fear  to  ex- 
cite a  laugh  when  I  write  it.  But  it  is 
true  and  proven,  and  1  do  not  say  it  but 
report  it. 

TUK  MCRDRR8. 

All  evil  deeds  go  wrong.  While  the 
click  of  the  pistol,  taking  the  President's 
life,  went  like  a  pang  through  the  theatre, 
Payne  was  spilling  blood  in  Mr.  Seward's 
house  Irom  threshold  to  sick  chamber. 
But  Booth's  broken  leg  delayed  him  or 
made  him  loose  his  general  calmness,  and 
he  and  Harrold  lelt  Payne  to  his  fate. 

I  have  nirt  adverted  to  the   hole  bored 
with  a  pallet  m  the  entry   door  ol  Mr. 
Lincoln's  box,  and  cut  out  with  a  pen- 
knife.    The  theory  that  the  pistol  ball  of 
Booth  passed  through  this    hole    is  now 
exploded.     And  the  stage  carpenter  may 
have  to  answer  for  this  Uttle    orifice  with 
all  his    neck.     For  when  Booth  leaped 
from  the  box   he   strode   straight  across 
the  stage  by  the  footlights,   reaching  the 
prompter's  post,  which  is  immediately  be- 
hind that  private   box  opposite  to  Mr. 
Lincoln.     From  this  box  to  the  stage  door 
in  the  rear,  the  passage-way  leads  behind 
the  ends  of  the  scenes,  and   is   cenerally 
either  closed  up  t>y  one  or  more  withdrawn 
secnes,  or  so  narrow  that  only   by  doub- 
ling and  turning   sidewise  can  one    pass 
along      On  this  fearful   night,   however, 
the  scenes  were  so  adjusted  to   the  mur- 
derer's design  that  he  bad  a  free  aisle  from 
the  foot  ol  the  stage  to  the  exit  door. 

THE   KLIOHT   OF     PAYNE. 

Payne,  having,  as  he  thought,  made  an 
end  of  Mr.  Seward— which   would  have 
been    the    case    but    for  Robinson,  the 
nuvse — mounted  his  horse  and  attempted 
to  find  Booth.     But    the    town    was    in 
itlarm,   trnd   he  gallo|ied  at  once  for  the 
open  country,    taking,   as  he    imagined, 
the  proper  road   lor  the   East  Branch. 
He  rode  at  a  kdliog  pace,  and  when  near 
Fort  Lincoln,  on  the   Baltimore  pike,  bis 
horse  threw    him   headlong.     Afoot  and 
bewildered,  he  resolved  to  return  to  the 
city,  whose  lights  he   could   plainly  see ; 
but  before  doing  so  he  concealed  himself 
some  time,  and  made  some  almoit  absurd 
efforts  to   disguise  himself.      Cutting   a 
cross  section  Irom  the  woolen  undershirt 
which  covered  his  muscular  arm,  he  made 
a  rude  cap   of    it,   and  threw   away  his 
bloody  coat.     This  haa  since  been  iuund 
in  the  woods,  and  blood  has  been  found 
also  on  his  bosom  and  sleeves.     He  also 
spattered  himself   plentifully  with  mud 
and  clay,  and,  taking  an  abandoned  pick 
Irom  the  deserted  intrenchments  near  by, 
he  struck  out  at  once  for  Washington. 

By  the  providence  which  always  at- 
tends murder,  he  reached  Mrs.  Surratt's 
door  just  as  the  officers  of  the  Govern- 
ment were  arresting  her.  They  seized 
Payne  at  once,  who  had  an  awkward  lie 
to  urge  in  his  defense — that  be  had  come 
there  to  dig  a  trench.  That  night  he  dug 
a  trench  deep  and  broad  enough  for  both 
of  them  to  lie  in  forever.  They  washed 
his  hands,  and  found  them  solt  and  woman- 
ish; his  pockets  contained  toothand  nail 
brushes  and  a  delicate  pocket-knile.  All 
this  apparel  consorted  ill  with  his  assum- 
ed character.  He  is,  without  doubt, 
Mr.  Seward's  attempted  murderer. 

HOW  A  WOMAN  CAN  MUKDER. 

Coarse,  and  hard,  and  calm,  Mrs.  Sur- 
ratt shut  up  her  house  after  the  murder, 
and  waited  with  her  daughters  till  the 
oflic  rs  cime.  She  was  imperturbable, 
and  rebuked  her  girls  lor  weeping,  and 
would  have  gone  to  jail  like  a  statue,  but 
that  in  her  extremity,  Payne  knocked  at 
her  door.  He  had  come,  he  said,  to  dig 
a  ditch  for  Mrs.  Surrat',  whom  be  very 
well  knew.  But  Mrs.  Surralt  protested 
that  she  bad  never  seen  the  man  at  all, 
and  had  no  ditch  to  clean. 

"How  fortunate,  girls,"  she  said,  "that 
these  ollii-ers  ard  here;  this  mna  might 
have  murdered  us  all." 

Her  eOronttry  stamps  her  as  worthy  of 
companionship  with  Booth.  Payne  has 
been  identified  by  a  lodger  of  Mrs.  Sur- 
ratt's, as  having  twice  visited  the  house 
under  the  name  ol  Wood.  The  girls 
will  render  valuable  testimony  in  the  trial. 
If  John  Surratt  were  in  custody  the  links 
would  be  complete. 

FLIGHT     OF      ATZEROT. 

Atzerot  had  a  room  almost  directly  ov- 
er Vice  President  Johnson's  He  had  all 
the  materials  to  do  murder,  but  lost  spir- 
it or  opport'  miy.  He  ran  away  so  has- 
tily thst  all  his  arms  and  baggage  ware 
disco vuied;  a  tremendous  bowie-knife 
and  a  Colt's  cavalry  revolver  were  found 
betwee*  the  mattresses  ol  his  bed.  Booth's 
coat  was  also  found  there,  showing  con- 
spired flight  in  company,  and  in  it  three 
boxes  ol  cartridges,  a  map  ol  Maryland, 
gauntlets  lor  riding,  a  spur  and  a  hand- 
kerchiel  marked  with  the  name  ol  Booth's 
mother— a  mother's  souvenir  for  a  -  mur- 
ntrer's  pocket ! 

Atzerot  fled  alone,  and  was  found  at 
the  house  ot  his  uncle  in  Montgomery 
county.  I  do  not  know  that  any  iiiStru- 
ment  of  murder  has  ever  made  me  thrill 
as  when  I  drew  his  terrible  bowie-knife 
from  its  sheath.  Major  O'Bieme,  of 
New  York,  was  the  instg^tor  of  Atzer- 
ot's   discovery  and  arrest. 

FLIGHT   OF   BOOTH   AND   HARROLD. 

I  come  now  to  the  ride  out  of  the  city 
by  the  chief  assassin  and  bis  dupe.  Har- 
rold met  Booth  immediately  aftar  the 
crime  in  the  next  street,  and  tbey  rode' 
at  a  gallop  past  the  Patent  Office  and 
Capitol  HiU. 


As  tbey  crossed  the  Eastern  branch  at 
Uoiontown,  Booth  give  his  proper  name 
to  the  officer  at  the  bridge.     Tnis,  which 
would  sees  to  have  been  foolish,  was  in 
reality,  very    shrewd      The   officers   be- 
lieved that   one  of  Booth's    accomplices 
had  given  tbis-name  in  order  to  put  ihem 
out  of  the   real  Booth's  track.     So  they 
made  efforts  elsewhere,  and  so  Booth  got 
a  start.  .  At  miunight,  precisely,  the  two 
horsemen  stopped  at  Surratvillw,    Booth 
remaining  on  bis  nag  while   Harrold  de- 
scended and  knocked  lustily  at  the  door. 
Lloyd,  the  landlord,  came  down  at  once. 
when  Harrold  pushed  past   him  into  the 
bar,    and  obtained  a   bottle  of   whisky, 
some  ol   which  he  gave  to   Booth  imme- 
diately.      While    Booth    was    drinking, 
Harrold  went  up  stairs  and  brought  down 
one  of  the  carbines.     Lloyd  started  to  get 
the  other,  but  Harrold  said  : 

"  We  don't  want  it ;  Booth  has  broken 
bis  leg  ahd  can't  carry  it." 

So  the  second  carbine  remained  in  the 
hall,  where  the  officers  afterward  found  it. 
As  the  two  horsemen  started  to  go  off, 
Booth  cried  out  to  Lloyd : 

"  Do  you  want  to  hear  some  news  ?" 
"  1  don't  care  much  about  it,"  cried 
Lloyd,  by  his  own  account 

"'We  have    murdered,"    said   Booth, 
"  the  President  and  Secretarv  of  State !" 
And  with  this  horrible  confession, Booth 
and  Harrold  dashed   away    in    the    mid- 
night, across  Prince  George's  county. 

THE  BROKEN  LEG. 

On  Saturday,  before    sunrise.    Booth 
and  Harrold,  who  had   ridden   all   night 
without  stopping  elsewhere,  reached  the 
house  of    Dr.  Mudd,    three    miles  from 
Bryantown.     They  contracted   with  him 
for  twenty-five  dollars    in  greenbacks  to 
set  the  broken  leg.     Harrold.  who  knew 
Dr.  Mudd,  introduced  Booth  under  an- 
other name,  and  stated  that  he  had  fallen 
Irom  his   horse    during   the    night.     The 
doctor  remarked  ol  Booth  that  he  draped 
the  lower  p  irt  ol  his  face   while   the   leg 
was     being    set ;    he   was  silent  and  in 
pain.     Having  no  splints    in  the    house, 
they  i.plit  up   an   old-fashioned  wooden 
band-box  and  prepared  them.      1  he  doc- 
tor was  assisted  by  an  Englishman,  who 
at  the  same  time,  began   to   hew   out  a 
pair  of  crutches.     The    inferior  bone  of 
the  left  leg  was  broken  vertically  across, 
and  because  vertically,  it   did  not   yield 
when  the  cripiiled  man  walked  upon  it. 

The  riding  boot  of  Booth  had  to  be  cut 
from  his  foot ;  within  were  the  words  "J. 
Wilkes."  The  doctor  says  he  hid  not 
notice  these,  but  that  visual  defect  may 
coat  him  his  neck.  The  two  men  wailed 
around  the  house  all  day,  but  toward 
evening  they  slipped  their  horses  from 
the  stable  and  rode  away  in  the  direction 
of  Allen's  Fresh. 

TUB    .MURDKHEKS   BEWILDEICEP. 
Below  Bryantown  run  certain  deep  and 
slimy  swamps,    along   the    belt    ol  these 
Booth  and    Harrold    picked    up  a  nvgro 
named  Swan,    who    volunteered  to  show 
them  the  road  lor  two  dollars ;  they  gave 
him  five  more   to  show  them  the  route  to 
Allen's  Frebh,  but  really  wished,  as  their 
actions  intimated,  to    gain    the   house  ol 
one  Sam.  Coxe,    a  notorious    rebel,  and 
probably  well  advised  ol  the  plot.     They 
reached   the  house   at    midnight.     It  is  a 
fine  dwelling,  one  ol  the  best  in  Mar)  land 
And  after  hallooing   lor  some  time,  Coxe 
came  down  to  the  door  himself.     As  soon 
as  he  opened  it;  and  beheld  wbo  the  stran- 
gers were,  he  insUntly  blew  out  a  candle 
he  hel  I  in  his  hand,  and    without   a  word 
pulled  them  into  the  house,   the  negro  re- 
maining in  the    yard.      The  confederates 
remained  in   Coxe's    house    till  4  a.m., 
during  which  time   the  negro    saw  them 
drink  and  eat  heartily  ;  but  when  tbey  re- 
appe.ired  they  spoke  in   a   loud  tone,  so 
that  Swan  could    hear  them,    against  the 
hospitality  of  (Joxe.     Ad  this  was  meant 
to  influence  the  darkey  ;  but  their  motives 
were  as   apparent    as    their    words.     He 
conducted  them  three    miles    farther  on, 
when  they  told  him  that  now  they  knew 
the  way,  and  giving  l.im  five  dollars  wore 
— making  twelve    in   all—told    him  to  go 
back. 

But  when  the  negro,  in  the  dusk  of  the 
mornin  ,  looked  alter  them  .as  he  reced- 
ed, he  saw  that  both  horses'  heads  were 
turned  once  more  toward  Coxe's,  and  it 
was  ihe  man,  doubtless,  who  harbored 
the  fugitives  from  Sunday  to  Thursday, 
aided,  possibly,  by  such  neighbors  as  the 
Wilsons  and  Adamses. 

NAMES  OF  THE  ASSASSINS  AND   THEIR  AC" 
CF.9SORIES. 

1.  Spangler.  the  stage  carpenter  of 
Ford's  theater  will  most  probably  suffer 
the  extreme  penalty  of  the  law. 

2.  "Sam"  Arnold,  of  Baltimore,  better 
known  as  the  author  ol  a  letter  signed 
"Sam,"  who  understood  the  plot  and 
agree  I  to  it,  and  backed  out  in  the  end 
because  of  his  failing  courage,  will  also 
suffer  death.  He  was  a  conspirator  but 
not  bold  enough  to  be  an  assassin. 

3.  Captain  Willie  Jett,  found  at  Bowl- 
ing Green,  who  took  Booth  behind  him 
on  his  horse,  thus  facilitating  his  escape, 
will  run  a  close  chance  lor  his  neck.  He 
either  did  or  did  not  recognize  in  Booth 
tbe  assasun,  and  if  so,  wo  to  him  ! 

Azeroth  or  Atzerot,  but  whose  name, 
in  his  own  execrable  chirography.  I  have 
copied  from  the  register  at  Kirkwood's 
Hotel,  as  "G.  A.  Abzerodt,  Charles 
county,  Md.,  12G  B.,"  will  be  hung  posi- 
tively. He  is  a  murderer  by  instinct  and 
temperament.  His  lace  is  a  standing  con- 
viction. 

6.  Mrs.  Surratt  will  suffer  the  full  pe- 
nalty attached  to  he#  crime.  As  Booth 
was  the  master,  so  was  she  the  mistress 
conspirator.  She  is  bold  and  cruel  and 
deserves  to  die. 

6.  McLaughlin,  a  friend  and  confe- 
derate of  Booth,  will  die  for  conspiracy 
without  charge. 

7.  Dr.  Mudd,  residing  near  Bryan- 
town, may  suffer  death  lor  his  timidity . 
He  set  Booth's  leg  on  Saturday  night. 
He  may  not  have  recognized  Booth,  and 
may  not,  as  he  says,  have  beard  ol  the 
murder.  But  he  has  been  a  stern  seces- 
sionist, and  a  life  insurance  policy,  at 
present,  would  cost  him  tbe  revenue  of 
his  country. 

8.  John  Lluyd  will  certainly  die.  He 
kept  Mrs.  Suiritt's  hotel  at  Surattsville, 
secreted  and  lurnished  the  two  assassins 
with  carbines,  and  although  positively 
aware  ol  the  conspiracy  before,  and  the 
crime  immediately  after  its  execution,  he 
held  his  tongue. 

9.  Sam.  Coxe.  or  "Captain"  Sam. 
Coxer,  lives  belwern  Scylla  and 
Charybdi.'.  He  concealed  and  led  Booth, 
probably  knowing  his  hands  to  be  stained 
with  blood.  He  has  already  suffered  ex- 
ecution in  his  horrible  forebodings. 

9.  Young  Harrold,  who  stood  with 
Booth  in  the  all-memorable  barn,  and 
shared  his  flight,  and  was  his  guide  and 
servant,  will  die  despite  a  hundred  pleas 
of  dementia  or  mania. 

10.  John  Surratt,  if  caught  at  all.  will 
suffer  death.  He  shared  the  horrid  se- 
cret of  meditated  crime,  and  should, 
with  his  mother,  meet  the  reward  of 
murder. 

11.  Pajne.  or  Wood,  the  desperate 
assassin  of  Mr.  Seward,  who  was  taken 
at  Mrs.  Surratt's  house,  and  was  a  hired 
cut-throat,  will  die  beyond  peradventure. 

12.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams,  ol  Newport 
—these,  it  is  believed,  knew  Booth,  and 
assisted  him. 

13.  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Newport;  he  did 
not  assist  justice;  although  cognizant  of 
the  crime. 


THE  QUESTION  OF  PEACE. 

OerriU     Smitli     to      President 
Johnson. 


President  .lohnsoii,  Honored  and  DesrBir: 

Petkbsboro,  April  24.— Only  ten  days 
ago  and  the  country  felt  sure  of  an    im- 
mediate peace.     The  only  apprehension 
was  that  its  terms  would  be  easier  than  it 
was  prudent  to  grant.     To  day  there  is  a 
strong  and  wide  spread  fear  that  peace  is 
far  off.     Whence  this   great  change?     It 
comes  from  the  assassination  ol  Abraham 
Lincoln,  and  from  your  taking  his  place 
1.  For,  while  the  incessant  demand  for 
a  rigorous  and  bloody  policy  towards  the 
conquered  rebels  met  with  no  response, 
in  the  remarkable   kindness  and  compas- 
sion  of  Mr.    Lincoln,  it  is    apprehended 
that  there  may  be  qualities  in  yourself  to 
which  such  a  policy,    unless   condemned 
by  your  judgmei.t,  would  be  entirely  wel- 
come.    Then,  by  your   contact    with  the 
rebellion— by  your  personal  observation 
ol  its  crimes,  and  especially  by  what  you 
and  your  family  and  friend.-  have  suffered 
from  those  cr;mes— your  temper,  unless 
marvelously  controlled,    could   not  have 
failed  to  be  excited,  and  to   call  f^n-  the 
severest  punishment  on  the  leaders  of  the 
rebellion. 

2.  While  Mr.  Lincoln   was  yet  alive, 
government  was  incessantly  called  on  by 
presses  and  public  meetings,  by  sermons 
saturated  with  the  vindictive  and  blood- 
thirsty spirit  of  the  Jewish  theology,  and 
by  voices  innummerable,    not  to   spare 
these  leading  rebels.     No  wonder,  then, 
that  ihe  manner  of  his  death  is  made  use 
of    to  increase  the  thirst  for  their  blood. 
For,   absurd  as  is  the  charge  that  the  as- 
sassin was  their  tool,  it  nevertheless  gains 
extended  credence.     They  all  knew  Mr. 
Lincoln's    characteristic    clemency,     and 
that  the  terms  of  the  peace  he  was  intent 
on  were  ex::eedingly  mild.     Hence,  how 
insa'ie  is  the  supposition  that  any  ol  them 
sought  bis  death ! 

But  why  should  not  governin<nt  u  fuse 
to  adopt,  or  even  for  one  in  mi  i.'  t' 
listen  to,  this  rigorous  and  bloody  polic)? 
Why  should  not  government  deal  with 
the  conquered  in  this  war  as  it  would  deal 
with  Ihe  conquered,  were  it  successful, 
in  a  war  with  Mexico  ?  The  answer  is— 
because  it  is  a  civil  war.  But  is  it  not 
such  a  civil  war  as  the  ablest  publicists 
hold  should  be  conducted  by  the  rules  ol 
international  war?  * 

God  forbid  that  now,  when   the    tide   ol 
war  acts  strongly  in  oiir  lavor,  we  should 
be  guilty  ol  thrusting  the  constitution   in- 
to ttie  place  of  tbe  code  ol  war,   and   of 
holding  and  trying  as  ttaitors  those  whom 
we  (none  less  really,  if  indirectly)  agreed 
to  regard  but  as  enemies  ;  and  whom,  by 
all  Ihe  conclusive  reasons    of    the   case, 
aside  Irom  such  agreement  we  are  bound 
to  i-egard  in  that  light  only.       We  must 
not  be  guilty    ol    this    bad    faith.      W  e 
must  not  break  this  solemn  bargain.  The 
South  would  hate  us  for  it !     The   world 
would  despise  us  for  it !     And  would  not 
the  North  herself,  if  not  despising  us    for 
it,  be  at  least  learluUy  divided  in  regard 
to  it  ?     Gi-eally  should     we   all  love  our 
country.     But    there    is    one    thing  we 
hhould  all   love    more— and    that  is    lair 
dealing.       "Our    country     riuh. !"— not 
"our  country  right  or   wrong !"- should 
be  our  motto.         *         * 

I  relerred.  at  the  beginning  ol  my  let- 
ter,   to    the    appiehension    that    peacfe, 
which,  only  a  few    dysago,    seemed  so 
very  neir,  is  now    quite  remote.     I  can- 
not doubt  that  it  is,  if  the  severe  policy 
toward  the   conquered   rebels,  which  so 
many  are  calling  lor,  shall    be   adopted. 
In  that  event,  hardly  in  my  day  or  even 
in  yours,  will  peace  return  to  our  afflicted 
country.     For   once  let  it  be  known  that 
the  leadin  »  rebels  who  shall  lall  into  our 
hands,  will  be  doomed  '.o  punishment,  be 
it,  death,   imprisonment  or  exde,  and  im- 
mediately  amongst  their  followers,  sym- 
pathy with  them   and  rage  against  us  will 
know  no   bounds.      Tens   ol    thousands 
will  burn  with  vengeance,  and  will  care 
lor  nothing  but  to  gratify    it.     This    will 
be  true  as  well   ol  persons  under  parole, 
as  of  othM-8.     In  that  state  of  things  a 
guerrilla  warfare  would  ensue,  which  if 
not    pacified    by    such     concessions    as 
would  fatally  invade  national  and  human 
rights,  might   run    through   many  year*, 
harassing  and    wasting    our  armies,  and 
adding  learlully,  if  not  fatally,  to  our  al- 
ready vast  debt.     It  must  not  be  forgot- 
ten that  it  cost    our  nation  many  years, 
many  lives,  and  thirty  or  forty  millions  of 
dollars  to  put  an  end  to  the  guerrilla  war 
carried  on  in  Florida  by  a  handful  ol  In- 
dians and  negroes,     I   have  glanced  at 
the  painful    circumstances  of  a  harsh  and 
unfair  treatment  of  our  conquered  enemy. 
But  how  blessed   would    be    the   conse- 
quences of  a  wise  and    kind  treatment  of 
that  enemy  !    Then  the  south  would  be  at 
peace  with  the  north  ;  would  soon  learn  to 
like  her ;  and  would  soon  welcome  the  tens 
of  thousands  ol  families,  that  would  imme- 
diately begin  to  emigrate  Irom  the   north 
to  the  south.  Then  the  north  and  the  sou  th 
(slavery  having  passed  away)  would  rap- 
idly become  one  in  interest,  and  one  also 
in  character.     Moreovtr,  the  whole  work 
would  be  blest  by  the  termination  of  this 
most  horrid  war  in  a  peace  so  full  of  rea- 
son, justice  and  love.     Christianity  would 
be  honored  and  advanced   by    a   peace 
made  so  strikingly  in  his  own  spirit.     In 
that  spirit  we  cannot  shed  one  drop  of  the 
blood  of  our  subdued  loe.     II  possessed 
ol  it,   we  shall    lorgive  and    forget    the 
wrongs  done  to  the  north  ;  and  shall  leel 
that  tbe  south  has  suffered  enough,  and 
that  she  deserves  to  be  soothed  and  com- 
forted,  and    no   more   afflicted    by    us. 
Lnrgelv  on  your  wisdom  and  maqnan'mi- 
ty  do  l|:ound  my  warm  hope  of  seeing  this 
war  give  plac.^   to  bloodless,    kind,    for- 
Rivintr,      and       therefore       immediate, 
pea?e.         But      |this        is        not       all 
lor      which         I         look         to       you 
whilst  we  have  this  fresh  sense  of  one  of 
the  worst  wars— now,  whilst  we  can  con- 
trast its  ugliness  with  the  beautiful  peace 
which,  unless     we    thrust    it    from    us, 
is  just   at  hand — now  is  the  time  lor  our 
nation  to  be  the  first  ol    rJl  nations  to 
propose  an  end  to  national  wars  by  means 
of  an  international   congress,   whose  de- 
cisions upon  the   disagreements  and  con- 
troversies between  nations  shall  be  final.

Man    who  Killed   ISoodi— A«oc- 
«l»l«>a  of  ttrrgrmmt  C'orbAK. 

The  New  York   correspondent   of  the 
Boston  Journal  wii  es  : 

"Corbett,  wlio  shotBooth.is  well  known 
in  this  city.     He  was  a  constant   attend- 
not  at  the   Fulton  Street  Meeting,   and 
greatly  annoyed  it  by  what  was  consider- 
ed his  fanaticism.  He  took  part  freqiient- 
ly  and  in  his  prayers  was  in  the   habit  of 
adding  "er"  to   all  bis  words,  as    "Oh, 
Lord-er,  hear-er  our  prayer-er."     When 
anything  pleased   him  he     would   shout 
"Amen,"  Glory   to   God,"    in  a  sharp, 
shrill  voice,  to"  the   ^'reat  horror  of  the 
Dutchman  who  controls  the  meeting.  All 
remonstrance  was  in  vain,  and  he  shouted 
to  the  very  last.     He  enlisted  in  the  12th 
regiment,  and  made  conscience  his  guide 
there.     He  was  perpetually  in  hot  water 
because  he  would  follow  the   order  of  his 
conscience  rather  tharrthe  military  order. 
He  prayed  in  the  corner  of  his   tent   re- 
gularly night  and  morning,  nor  couWthe 
Uunts  or  jeers  ol  his  associates  turn  him 
aside.  I  have  seen  him  often  in  the  guard- 
house with  his  knapsack  full  of  bricks  as  a 
punishment,   with   his   Testament  w    his 
hand,  liftinguphis  voice  against  swearing, 
preachiog  temperance,  and   calling  upon 
his   companions    to    "seek   the     Lord." 
One  day  at  a  dress  parade  in   Franklin 
Square,  Butterfield  cursed    and    damned 
the  regiment  for  something  he   did  not 
like.     Corbett  stepped  out  of  the   ranks 
and  reproved    ihe  Colonel   for  breaking 
God's  law.     He  was  of  course  put  under 
arrest.     He  made  up  his    mind   that   the 
time    for  which   he  enlisted  expired    at 
twelve  o'clock  at  night  on  a  certain  t'ay. 
He  gave  notice  that  he   should  go  home 
when  his  time  was  out.     He   was  put  on 
picket  duty,  and  as  the  hour  of  midnight 
waa  sounded,  he  laid  his  gun  down  on  the 
line  and  marched  olf.     He  was   tried  by 
a  court-martial  and  sentenced  to  be  shot. 
The  order  was  not  executed  but  he  was 
drummed  out  of  the  regiment.     Nothing 
daunted,  he  enlisted  again.     He  was  in  a 
detachment  of  the  New  York  Sixteenth, 
who  were  hemmed  in  by    Moseby  near 
Culpepper.       All    surrendered     except 
Corbett.     He  stood  out  manfully  with  his 
revolver  and  breech-loading  rifle.     He 
killed  seven  men  before   he  surrendered. 
He  brought   his  man  down  every  time  he 
fired,  and  as  each  rebel  fell  he  shouted : 
"Amen !  Glory  to  God !"  just  as  he  used 
to  at  the  Fulton  street  meeting.    Moseby 
liked  his  pluck  and  ordered  his  men  not  to 
shoot  him.     He  was  a  prisoner  at  An- 
dersonville.    He  now  passes  down  to  his- 
tory, immortalized  as  the  avenger  of   the 
President.

Editors  St.  Paul  Press : 

The  late  events  on  the  Miunesota  frontiers 
suggest  the  necessity  of  immediate  action  on 
the  part  of  our  Government.  -If  the  Eritish 
Government  in  Canada  are  expected  to  give 
up  the  aiders  and  abettors  of  the  murder  of 
President  Lincoln,  ought  not  the  British  Goy- 
emraent  on  the  Red  River  of  the  North  to  be 
expected,  in  like  manner,  to  give  up  those 
who  year  after  year  come  down  and  murder 
the  families  on  our  border  ? 

It  seems  pretty  manifest  now  that  the  paity 
of  hostile  Sioux  do  not  mean,  either  to  make 
peace  with  the  United  Sutes,  or  to  retire  from 
the  contest.  I  hiive  been  hoping  and  expect- 
ing, that,being  satisfied,  as  they  must  bc,of  the 
hopelessness  of  their  effort  to  wage  a  success- 
ful w.ir  upon  the  white  people,  they  woiild  ht 
satisfied  to  stop.  But  the  indication  is  pretty 
plain  now  that  they  have  determined  to  con- 
tinue this  guerrilla  warfare.  This,  under  the 
circumstances,  they  can  do  with  great  dam- 
age to  our  border  settlements,  and  with  but 
little  danger  to  themselves. 

If  our  western  line  of  defenses  had  Its  posts 
much  nearer  together,  and  each  of  these  posts 
was  manned  by  double  the  number  of  men  as 
at  present,  still  Indians  can  pass  the  line  with- 
out  discovery,  and  the  first  we  shall  know 
of  their  presence  will  be  when  they  have 
stricken  down  some  helpless  family.  And 
when  that  is  done  they  can,  ordinarily,  make 
good  their  escape,  unless  they  act  foolishly 
as  John  Campbell  did  in  the  late  affair  near 
Garden  City.  He  had  so  often  liefore  this 
committed  murder  and  escaped  punishment, 
that  he  had  become  infatuated,  and  thought 
it  would  be  always  so.  The  wicked  was  taken 
in  his  own  snare.  He  doubtless  received  the 
just  reward  of  his  wicked  deeds ;  and  the  only 
thing  to  be  regretted  about  it  is  that  it  was 
not  d->no  according  to  law. 

But  the  question  which  forces  itself  upcn  us 
now  is.  how  theEe  raids  can  be  stoppsd.  The 
Press  says:  "  Hunt  the  Indians  to  their  holes, 
and  kill  tbem."  But  their  camps  are  beyond 
the  British  line.  Having  committed  murders 
on  our  frontiers,  they  can  travel  towards 
their  homes  faster  than  any  force  of  ours  can 
follow  them.  And  once  there  they  feel  secure 
from  any  attack  from  our  soldiers. 

Thus  the  contest  is  very  unequal.  No  or- 
dinary amount  of  forces  on  our  part  can  put 
a  stop  to  it.  Unless  the  British  Government 
will  agree  to  deliver  up  or  drive  out  these 
murderers,  they  can,  from  the  nature  of  the 
country  and  the  character  of  Indian  warfare, 
and  probably  will,  continue  these  raids  from 
year  to  year,  killing  our  citizens  and  keeping 
our  frontier  settlements  in  an  excited  and  un- 
settled state.  Then  let  the  wail  that  comes 
from  cur  border  on  account  of  these  recent 
murders,  take  the  shape  of  earn*  stand  united 
supplication  to  our  National  Government, 
.that  the  >-ut  jtct  be  pressed  upon  the  Immedi- 
uto  attention  of  the  British  Government  If 
properly  represented  1  do  not  think  they  can 
refuse.  I  see  no  other  way  in  which  we  can 
hope  soon  to  conquer  a  peace.

Mrs.    Lincoln's    Presentiment. 


Ottvmva,  Iowa,  May  1.— We  are  indebted 
to  Mr.  F.  A  Leach,  a  driver  of  the  Western 
Stage  Company,  for  an  account  of  one  of  the 
most  darinj;  anil  successful  roltberies  wo  ever 
beard  of.  Mr.  Leach  was  driving  from  Cory- 
don  to  Centrcvillc.  At  Corydon  five  passen- 
gers, one  of  them  a  citizen  and  four  of  them 
strangcrt-,  got  aboard  the  coach,  paying 
their  tare— two  of  them  to  Promise  City,  the 
first  station  out,  and  two  to  Ceatrevillc.  At 
Promise  City  two  mora  strangers  got  aboard, 
and  the  two  who  bad  paid  to  the  place  con- 
tinued on  making,  six  passengers,  lone  riding 
on  the  outside  the  others  inside.  The  citizen 
left  at  Promise  City.  Jutit  a»  the  ouach  or 
hack  was  rounding'on  to  the  bridge  at  Walnut 
creek,  nine  miles  westof  CentreviUe,  the  pas- 
senger on  thj  box  suddenly  presented  a  re- 
volrer  to  the  left  t>rea:>t  of  the  driver,  exclaim- 
ing, 'Hold  on  there,  out  here,  G — d  d — n  you. 
You  have  gone  far  enongh.  You  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  rebels,  and  I  will  put  a  hole  right 
through  you  if  you  dont't  ttop."  Looking 
around  the  driver  saw  the  inside  passengers 
looking  out  of  the  window,  each  one  holding 
a  revolver  in  his  hand. 

Of  course,  there  was  no  alternative  but  to 
submit,  and  he  accordingly  turned  his  team 
out  to  the  side  of  the  rood.  The  six  passen- 
gers instantly  lumped  oflTandout  of  the  coach, 
ami.  orderinj:  the  driver  to  keep  his  seal,  pni- 
ceeded  to  unhitch  the  horses  ;ind  tie  them  to 
the  stage  and  the  trees  near  by.  Then  they 
took  out  the  mail  sacks,  ripped  them  open 
with  knives  and  delilieratcly  examined  the 
contents,  putting  moirt  oi'the  packages  con- 
taining more  than  one  letter  in  their  pockets, 
tearing  the  single  le Iters  open  and  appropria- 
ting the  nionev  louud,  so  far  as  the  driver 
could  judge.  He  saw  them  take  some  money 
from  the  letters.  While  thus  employed  a 
wagon  was  heard  approaching  from  the  di- 
rection of  CcntrcvilK-.  Four  of  the  robbers 
staricdover  the  bridge,  met  the  team,  which 
proved  to  belong  to  .Mr.  .V.  Sagger,  of  Promise 
City,  who,  with  his  sou,  ayouugman  of  about 
20years,  was  returuing  lioiu  Cent<?rville,  with 
a  two  hcrse  wagon.  The  robbers  met  them, 
brought  them  over  the  bridge,  unhitched  their 
horses,  unbamest>ed  tbem.  and  then  demand- 
ed of  of  Mr.  S.,  and  his  son  their  money.  The 
old  gentltman  had  no  money ;  the  young 
man  had  thirty  dollars.  They  took  tweniy- 
tive  dollars,  and  handed  him  iiack  five  dol- 
lars. 

After  thH  they  waited  about  twenty  min- 
utes for  the  western  bound  sta^e  to  come  up. 
When  they  heard  it  coming,  four  of  the  party 
went  out  and  met  it,  took  possession,  and  pi- 
loted it  over  the  bridge  m  the  place  where 
the  other  coach  was,  and  went  through  the 
process  of  unharnessing  the  horses  and  rol»- 
bing  the  mails,  as  they  had  done  with  the 
other  coach;  occupving,  in  doing  so,  about 
half  an  hour.  When  this  was  nil  done,  they 
selecu-d  six  of  the  best  horses— three  out 
of  each  team,  mounted' them,  and  road  oti" 
towards  Promise  City,  exclaiming,  us  they  left, 
"Good  evening,  gentlemen."  'ihey  robl)ed 
two  houses,  taking  a  saddle  Irom  each.

Later  advices  state  that  the  three  counties, 
Appanoosii,  Wavne,  aud  Decatur,  are  in  arms 
and  in  pursuit  of  the  robbers.  The  mail  sacks 
that  were  robbed  are  here.

The  guerrillas  who  robbed  the  Western  Stage 
company's  coaches  near  Corydon,  on  Satur- 
day, have  beea  captured.  Their  bodies  have 
beenlettin  the  woods  and  the  horses  recov- 
ered.

The  Siiilaiia  Tragedy. 

Shocking'  as  wero  our  fust  accounts  ol 
the  Su'tana  disaster,  it  appears   upon  a 
fuller  investigation  that   those  accounts 
(ailed   altopether   to    bring  to   light  the 
enormity  of  the  crime  which  resulted  in 
this  fearful  sacrifice  of  seventeen  hundred 
lives.      Instead  of  having  the    capacity 
for  thirteen  hundred  passengers,    as  at 
first   reported,    her    total  capacity   was 
seventy-six    cabin    and    three     hundred 
deck  passengers.     With  accommodations 
for    only    three     hundred     and     seven- 
ty-six   passengers,    twenty-five   hundred 
are    crowded    on    board    of    her;     and 
this,     too,    with    a    boiler     which    had 
not  been  examined  or  tested   since   itJ 
last  patch.     Moreover,  at  the  time  she 
lay   at  Vicksburg,  two    large   steamers. 
the  Lady  Gay  and  Pauline   Carroll,  th^ 
latter  being  one  of  the  largest  and  finest 
steamers  on  the Missisjippi  river,  applied 
to   the  Quartermaster  having    in    charge 
the  transportation  of   these  troops,  and 
used  every  legilimate  means   to  get   at 
least  a  portion  of  them,  if  only  lour  or 
five    hundred,  but  in  vain.     The  neces 
sary  icference   at  the  time  w^s  that  thd 
captain  of  the  Sultana  obtaineil  them  by 
corrupt  means.     So  evident  was  ths?  dan- 
ger that  a  professional  st(  amboat  engineer, 
wh>  had  engaged  p1»^age  on  the  Sultana, 
left  tLo  boat  in  apprehension  if  it. 


A  Treasonable  Speech.

"I  calPupon  the  laboring  aud  producing 
classes  of  America,  the  defenders  of 
American  institutions,  t  j  see  to  it  that  no 
dollar  of  this  national  curse  bo  tr*nsferTed 
from  the  revolutionary  ne  k  of  Abolition- 
ism, where  it  is  now  pendant,  to  the  ia- 
stitnlaons  of  their  country.  I  call,  sir, 
upon  the  laboring  and  producing  classes 
of  Anie.'ica  to  protect  their  children  ami 
their  children's  children  Irom  the  poveri) 
and  vice  which  the  introduction  rf  thi» 
political  element  will  bring  upon  ihimi. 

'•Vaunting  as  h  gh  a  sense  of  ptt  nnLiry 
obligation  as  any  man,  vaunting  for 
America  the  highest  sense  of  national 
honor,  I  say  to  the  laboring  and  produc- 
ing classes  of  America,  that  iu  the  utter 
rejection  of  this  revolutionary  curse  of 
Abolitionism,  the  high  integrity  ot  Ame- 
rican institutions,  aud  of  Jeffersonian 
Democracy,  will  "mouh  no  feather."

I  learned  yesterday  of  a  presentiment 
of  Mr.  Lincoln'b  death  that  baa  now  a 
melancholy    interest.      A   gentleman    of 
this  city,  quite  intimate  with  the  Presi- 
dent's family,  vi!>i'eJ  Mrs.  Lincoln  three 
weeks  ago  !»'  t  Saturday.     Mrs.  Lincoln 
spoke  of  111-  desire  to  visit  Europe,  and 
the  ini'ution  of  Mr.  Lincoln  at  the  time 
to   make  the  tour.      She  said  that,  in 
speaking  of  the  European  tour  a  few  days 
b«fore,  the  President  said,  in  a  very  me- 
lancholy tone,  "You  can   vistt  Europe, 
but  I  never  shall."     On  asking  him  the 
reason,  be  replied  that  •ometbiog   told 
bim  he  should  never  visit  the  old  country. 
.Mrs.  Lincoln   added   that   she  felc  very 
strangely  about  her  husband.     That  till 
lately   she  bad  never  had  any  fears  con- 
cerning bioi.     But  now  she  had  a  presen- 
timent that  there    was    some   calamity 
I  hanging  over  bim.     She  did  not  ttunk  be 
would  live  to  the  close  of  hi*  term.     She 
bad  done  everything  to  shake  off  the  ini- 
pressioD,  but  the  gloom  thickened.     This 
conversation  was  held  before   the  Presi- 
dent's  death.     How  tragically  this  pre- 
sentiment has  been  fulfilled  a  sorrowing 
nation  can  tell. 


Snnl  Amongrllic  Prophets. 

The  New  York  Herald  has  come  out 
for  free  suffc-agt*.  AU<;r  giving  its  views 
on  rec instruction,  advociring  the  ap 
pointnient  ol  inilirary  governors  for  the 
seceded  States  until  conventions  can 
meet  and  form  new  State  Constitutions, 
It  proceeds  to  discuss  another  vital  point 
as  follows  : 

"  But  there  is  another  matter  upon  which 
''resident  Johnson  seenis  to  be  hesiwting,  and 
where  he  need  not  hesitate  at  nil.  We  refer 
to  the  question  of  negro  siilfraRe.  The  exclu- 
sion ot  free  n»*gro«'s  Irom  the  riglit  of  stitfrage 
is  %  necessity  of  neisro  slavery,  bat  where 
slav^v  does  not  exist  there  is  no  such  neees- 
fcity.  Give  the  emancipated  negroes  of  the 
rebel  states,  then,  in  the  reeonstrurtion  of 
those  States  the  rij;ht  to  vote  along  with  the 
whites.  There  need  be  no  fear  ihat  this  cou- 
cesbion  will  lead  to  negro  equality.  Negroes 
vole  in  New  York,  and  yet  in  New  York  there 
is  83  approach  to  negro  social  equality.  Soci- 
ety will  take  care  ot  itbelt  in  this  matter,  as  it 
does  in  everything  else  atrecting  its  peace  and 
harmony.  On  the  other  hand,  the  concession 
of  negro  suffrage  in  the  reconstruction 
of  the  insurgent  Stites  will  effectually 
iplke  the  last  gun  of  Northern  alwli- 
tlonists,  and  will  expel  or  neutral- 
ize the  fire-eating  political  elements  of  the 
South  for  all  time  to  come.  Indeed,  nothing 
so  effective  could  be  emploved  as  negro  buf 
frage  to  weed  out  the  intractable  secessionists 
from  the  Southern  States.  Put  them  to  that 
test  of  loyalty,  and  there  will  be  no  necessity 
for  notices  to'  quit  or  oaths  of  allegiance;  but. 
best  of  all,  the  political  agitation  of  the  negro 
question,  every  shape  and  form,  will  l>e  ended. 
North  and  .South. 

Let  President  Johnson  consider  this  ques- 
tion, as  he  does  every  other  growing  out  of 
this  rebellion,  as  one  of  the  great  political 
change?  decreed  by  a  searching  sweeping 
political  revolution ;  and  let  him  then  pursue 
his  programme  with  his  characteristic  Iwld- 
ness  and  energy,  and  the  country  will  carry 
him  through.  Nay,  more,  let  him  reorganize, 
under  the  sovereign  authority  of  the  Union, 
the  rebellious  States  on  the  platform  suggest- 
ed, and  bring  us  quietly  back  again  to  the 
promised  land  of  specie  pavmenw.  and  his 
claims  against  all  competitors  for  the  Presi- 
dential succession  will  be  as  irresistible  as 
were  the  claims  and  popularity  of  the  lament- 
ed patriot,  Abraham  Lincoln." 

Well  the  political  milleninm  has  come. 
We  lay  down  our  pen,  sit  back  in  our 
chair,  and  ask  ourself,  is  this  the  year  of 
grace,,  1865,  when  five  short  years  ago 
they  hunted  down  negroes  like  wild 
beasts  ?

P.  mortgaged  to  B.  a  40  acre  tract  and 
subsequenily  conveys  to  S.  2i  acres  ot 
said  tract.  ♦ 

B.  afterwards,  and  with  full  knowledge 
of  the  conveyance  to  S.,  forecloses  the 
mortgage  by  advertisement  in  pursuance 
of  the  power  of  sale  contained  in  the 
mortgage  and  sells  the  premises  at  one 
tract.     Held :  not  to  be  error. 

In  pursuance  of  a  power  of  sale  in  a 
mortgage,  B.  (a  mortgagee)  advertised 
for  sale  the  mortgaged  premises  and  the 
SberifF  actidg  as  his  agent,  at  tho  time 
and  place  fixed,  ofTered  said  premises  for 
sale  and  B.  bid  them  off  for  $5(X). 

After  the  Sheriff  had  sol  i  certain  other

It  has  been  announced  u  the  decUion 
of  the  Administration,  at  a  recent  Cabi- 
net meeting,  to  try  the  criminal-  eonnect- 
ed  with  the  recent  aitawination  conapi- 
racy,  by  court  martial  instead  of  by  the 
civil' tribunals;  and.  for  some  reaacn. 
which,  we  are  free  to  say,  we  do  not  un- 
derstand, there  seema  to  be  a  general 
acquiescence,  on  the  part  of  the  Eastern 
Press,  iu  the  propriety  of  this  mode  ol 
procedure. 

In  our  view,  this  determination  of  the 
Government  is  greaUy  to  be  deplored, 
for  many  reasons ;  and  first  of  all,  be- 
cause it  will  require  all  the  casuUtry  of 
the  Government  lawyers  to  convince  the 
American  people  that  ^it  is  not  an  im- 
proper assumption  of  powers. 

Military  tribunals  for  the  trial  of  offen- 
ses ajjiinst  the  civil  law  are  an  anomaly 
ia  this  country,  and  they  can  have  no 
conititutional  existence  except  ai  an  in- 
cident of  the  war  power,  in  the  presence 
oi  immediate,  pressing  and  extreme  pub- 
lic danger,  when  the  talut  populi  ia  the 
supreme  law;'  and  the  Executive,  in  aa- 
snming  extra  legal  powers,  is  still  an- 
swerable to  the  civil  tribunals  and  to  the 
commo  I  judgment  of  the  country  for  the 
assumption,  and  for  the  exercue  of  these 
extraordiuarj'  functions. 

The  arbitrary  arrests  and  summary 
proces.ses  of  mi  itary  authority  were  ac- 
quiesced in  by  the  loyal  people  of  theae 
States,  during  the  dark  days  of  the  re- 
bellion, Irom  a  conviction  that  they  were 
necessary  to  the  public  safety. 

But  njw  that  no  organixed  army  any 
where  menaces  the  authority  of  the  gov- 
ernment, now  tbat  the  Rebellion  is  ut- 
terly overthrown  and  its  miliUry  reaist- 
ance  annihilawd  no  such  supreme  necea- 
Hity  can  be  alleged  lor  proceedings  which, 
iowever  well  intended,  are  subversive  ol 
the  sacred  majesty  of  the  civil  Uw— and 
lurnish  precedents  which  the  ambition  ol 
iuture  demagogues  may  abuse  to  the 
deitruetion  ol  the  public  liberties. 

The  war  has  been  waged  to  esUblish 
til*  supremacy   of  the  Constitution   and 
the  liwi— and  the    glorious   triumphs  of 
our  armies  wJl  have  been  fruitless  indeed, 
it   they  shall  not  have  secured  to  us  the 
restoration  of   that  supremacy  in  all  iU 
original  completeness.     B»fore  the   Gov- 
ernment proposes  oaths  of  allegiance  to 
the  disarmed  rebels,   let   it  wanifest  iU 
own  subordination  to  the  authority  of  the 
Conititution  by  laying  down  its  arms— 
those  iron  symbols  of  a  mUiUry  dicUtor- 
ship-and  by  yielding  a  loyal  obedience 
to  the  civil  law.     And    we   do   not  quite 
see  what  is  to  be  gained  to  public  justice, 
even   in  immediate    effectiveness ,  by  the 
substitution  of  military  lor  civil  tribunals 
iu  the  trial  and  punishmeni  of  the  conspi- 
rators  connected  with  the  assassination 
of  the  late  President.     For,   in    the    first 
place,  by    the    necessary    implication  ol 
that    procedure,  it  strips  their  horrible 
crime  of    its    most  revolting    features  to 
place  it  in  the  low  category  of  a  mere  ol- 
t\.nce  agiinst  military    law.     The   hands 
of  these    absassins   were  raised   against 
the  majesty  ol  the  civil  law  in  the  person 
of  its  oiU.ial  embo'liuient,  and  by  the  civU 
\xw  they  should  be  tried    and    punished. 
To  turn  the  criminals  over  to  a  miliury 
^•oiirt  is  to  declare  to  all  the   worid  either 
that  the  civil  law  was  not  violated  in  the 
asjassination  of   the   President  or  that  it 
is  not  strong  enough  or  jubt   enough  to 
punish  the  offence. 

Such  a  declaration,  expressed  or  im- 
plied, is  a  Lbel  npon  the  American  courts 
and  the  American  people.  By  military 
process  the  trial  may  be  more  speedy, 
and  the  punishment  more  sure;  but 
nothing  can  so  detract  from  the  terrible 
loipressivcnes  j  of  the  lesson  it  is  meant  to 
leach  to  evil-doers,  as  the  humiliating 
confession  implied  in  the  anomalous  forms 
of  trial,  borrowed  from  a  code  unknown 
to  the  Constitution,  that  the  civil  author- 
ity is  incompetent  to  its  own  vindication.

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ry  disposition  in  the  world  to  find  some 
•affioient  warrant  for  the  curious  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Secretary  of  War  in  that 
instance  truth  compels  us  to  say  that  we 
do  not  see  how  Mr.  Stanton  can  derive 
authority  to  do  an  illegal  thing  from  his 
own  orders— or  how  the  exercise  of  an 
arbitrary  and  extra-legal  power  can  be 
justified  by  iU  formal  and  proclaimed  as- 
sumption under  any  special  or  other  or- 
der of  the  War  Department.  It  strikes 
as  that  the  special  order  referred  to  is 
iuelf  a  most  extraordinary  arrogation  ol 
despotic  powers,  so  far  as  it  undertakes 
to  subject  others  than  the  military  to  the 
ordets  of  Gen.  McCallum  or  the  War 
Department  and  to  miliUry  disdpUne  for 
disobedience. 

Mr.  Gumey  was  a  citixen,  not  subject 
to  military  regulations,  and  he  could  not, 
we  think,  be  made  subject  thereto  by  any 
order  of  Secretary  Stanton  beyond  the 
actual  lines  of  the  military  guard.  And 
even  within  those  lines  Mr.  Gumey  might 
properiy  appeal  to  the  civil  authority  lor 
protection  against  any  summary  iiiter- 
ference  with  his  righU  of  property.  So 
at  least,  it  seems  to  us. 

If  we  are  misUken  we  shall  be  glad  to 
correct  it.  We  shaU  be  glad  to  learn 
that  Secretary  Stanton  has  a  warrant  in 
law  for  his  proceedings.  We  stand  upon 
the  law,  aijd  would  with  all  due  delicacy 
advise  our  imp^uons  war  minister  to 
build  bis  house  on  the  same  solid  founda- 
tion, otherwise  "when  the  floods  come 
and  the  winds  blow,  great  wUl  be  the  fall 
thereof."

In  yonr  comments  in  this  morning's  pa- 
per, on  the  destruction  of  the  photograph 
of  President  Lincoln,  or^red  by  Secre- 
tary Stanton,  you  appear  to  have  over- 
looked the  special  order  of  the  War  De- 
partment of  April  18.  1865. 

The  order  provides  that  the  railroads, 
locomotives,  cars,  Ac,  engaged  in  the 
transport  Uion  of  the  President's  remains 
shall  be  subject  to  the  military  control  of 
Brigadier  General  McCallum,  and  all 
persons  are  required  to  conform  to  the 
rule?,  regulations,  orders  and  directions 
he  may  give,  and  all  persons  disobeying 
said  orders  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vio- 
lated the  military  orders  of  the  War  De- 
partment, and  shall  be  dealt  with  accord- 

The  order  provides  that  at  the  points 
where  the  remains  are  taken  from  the 
beirse  car  they  "they  will  continue  al- 
ways u  Jer  the  special  charge  of  the  offi- 
cers and  escort  assigned  by  this  Depart^ 

ment." 

There  can  be  no  question,  I  think,  un- 
der this  order,  concerning  the  authority  ol 
the  Secretary  of  War  to  prohibit  the  tak- 
ing ol  the  photagraph,  or  to  seize  it  be- 
fore Mr.  Gumey  removed  it  beyond  the 
lines  of  the  gflard  around  the  remains. 

Nor  can  there  be  any  doubt  about  the 
Tight  to  seize  it  after  it  had  passed  beyond 
the  lints  of  the  guard.

Johnson  mounted  his  horse 
aa  I  was  about  to  return  when  another  Indian 
Art  A  at  him  ftrom  behind  a  tree,  but  missed 
hli  B.  He  fired  in  the  direction  where  the  shot 
oa  ne  flrom  and  then  proceeded  to  reload  his 
gui,  bis  horse  sUnding  still  while  he  did  so. 
W  ille  in  the  act  of  loading,  five  or  six  shots 
wi  re  fired  at  him  simaltaneously,  all  but  one 
b!  ising  him,  and  that  one  taking  effect  in  his 
ha  ad.  Ha  then  conelndedl  to  retire  and  rode 
ofl  wjhioat  recclTing  further  Injuries  and 
mi  4e  his  wonderful  report.

"Before  we  l)cgin  to  transact  our  regular 
business  let  us  renumber  the  joyful  and  most 
important  news  w  Wh  has  arrived  from  the 
other  side  of  the  Atlantic  ocean.  Let  us  re- 
member and  enjoy  the  great  victory  won  by 
the  armies  of  the  Union  over  the  rebellion  ot 
the  slaveholders.  Bremen  is  and  always  has 
been  in  the  most  intimate  connection  with  the 
United  SUtes.  Many  of  our  sous  are  fighting 
in  the  rauks  of  the  Federal  armies  and  the 
men  of  free  labor.  The  Germans  have  shown 
that  persistenc?  and  valor  which  must  finally 
conquer  victory  even  over  the  infuriated 
struggling  elements  of  the  enemy.  Gentle- 
men, let  us  show  our  sympathy  for  the  Amer- 
ican Union  by  rising  from  our  seaU. 

The  entire  Assembly  then  rose  and  gave

The  government  will  be  a  limited  heredetary 
monarchy  with  a  Catholic  Prince  at  the  head. 
In  the  case  of  the  death  of  the  Emperor  or  of 
any  other  event  which  may  incapacitate  him 
for  the  exercise  of  his  powers,  his  august 
spouse,  the  Empress,  will  be  ipso  facto  Re- 
gent of  the  Empire. 

The  Emperor  or  Regent  on  assuming  pow- 
er must  take  this  oath  : 

"I  swear  to  (Jod  by  the  Holy  Evangelists 
to  furthch  by  all  means  within  my  power  ilic 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  nation,  to  de- 
fend its  independence  and  preserve  the  Integ- 
rity of  its  territory." 

'fhe  Emperor  who  represents  the  national 
sovereignty  will  be  assisted  by  a  ministry  of 
nine  departments.  The  territory  of  Mexico 
is  defined  as  bounfled  on  the  north  by  the 
lines  decided  upon  with  the  United  States  at 
the  conventions  ot  Gaudaloupe  and  Mexico; 
on  the  east  by  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  the  Sea  ot 
the  Antilles,  and  the  English  establishment  at 
Balize ;  on  the  south  by  the  republic  ot  Gua- 
temala; and  on  the  west  \<y  the  Pacihc. 
Nothing  is  said  alwut  Texas. 

The  government  guarantees  to  all  the  in- 
habitants of  the  Empire,  equality  in  the  eyo 
of  the  law,  security  in  person  and  property, 
and  the  liberty  ot  speech.  The  national  col- 
ors will  be  green,  red  and  white,  and  their 
disposition  on  the  national  flag  will  be  defin- 
ed bv  a  special  law, 

A  decree  dated  May  10th  is  devoted  to  a 
definition  of  the  extent  of  freedom  to  be 
allowed  to  the  press,  which  will  be  subjecUjd 
to  about  the  same  restrictions  as  in  France  and 
Austria. 

Dutv  on  imported  toljacco  has  been  largely 
increased.  The  Emperor  has  granted  a  con- 
cession to  Don  Luis  Biucl  for  a  railroad  from 
Mexico  to,  and  at  Sao  Cosmc  Papale.

The  14th  corps,  of  Sherman's  army,  arrived 
at  Richmond  on  Sunday,  >Ie  ritt's  corps  in 
advance.  The  20th,  15th  and  17th  corps  were 
within  one  day's  msiTch.  The  15th  corps 
marched  190  miles  in  six  days.

The  Richmond  Whia  says,  The  march  of 
the  troops  of  the  2d  and  5th  Corps  passed  the 
Libby  prison,  which  was  included  in  the  route 
in  order  to  gratiiy  the  soldiers,  and  was  mark- 
ed altcrnaiely  by  cheers  and  groans  from 
those  who  from  time  to  time,  in  the  progress 
of  the  war,  were  so  unfortunate  as  to  be  in- 
mates of  its  inhospitable  walls.  Whether  de- 
signedly or  not,  the  programme  of  the  route 
took  the  line  past  (Jen.  Lee's  residence, 
Franklin  street  Aud  those  of  the  soldiers 
who  were  aware  of  the  probable  proximity 
of  that  distinguished  chief  of  the  late  Con- 
federate forces,  cheered  lustily  as  the  resi- 
dence was  approached  and  passed.  It  is  said 
that  Gen.  Lee  stood  at  the  closed  blinds  ol

In  reply  I  would  say  that, 
while  I  do  not  doubt  your  ■pittxj  and  your 
prayerful  zeal  lor   "  the  regeneration  of 
tbcae  frontier  aettlert,''  I  beg  to  suggest 
that  that  piety    which   (ynipatbizef  with 
rapine,  murder,  treaion.  and  robbery,  of 
the  most  iftamqu^  obaractert  and  Ufta  ita 
fulsome  petitions  to   Heaven  in  behalf  of 
the  most  atrocious  savage  barbarity,  sua 
tnining  the  evil-doer  in  bis  merciless  war- 
tar«  upon  human  civilization,  is   not  ex- 
actly the  kind  we  of   the   Northwest  ad- 
mire, or  recognize   as   of  divine  origin, 
and  that  that  zeal  for   ^'IvOiiaB^ciinllxa- 
tion"  which  encourages  the   cold-blooded 
murder  of  innoffensive  and  peaceful  ciii- 
zena  engiged  in  /edaiming  t^e   wilder- 
ness Iff  "blossom  as  the  rose,"  by  sympa- 
thizing with  the   ruthless   desolators   of 
their  homes,  in  shielding  tbem  from  pun- 
ishment^i«^t  the  knd  deatined  to  peo- 
ple and  regenerate   these  western  wilds. 
Sir,   allow   me  to   say  that,  both  your 
piety  and  your  zealar*  miadirected.     It 
if  evident   that  these  barbarous  savages 
are  dearer  to  your  distorted  philanthropy 
than  the  white  viotioss  i»*  *'»«»'■   unbeard-. 
of    atrocities.      "Those    who   take   the 
■word  shall  perish  by  the  sword,"   which 
you    faWy    penrwl    to    apply  to  the 
hardy    frontiersman     who     defends     his 
hearth,  his  wife  and  little  ones  against  a 
relentlesi   sfvage  foe/  in  reality  ^>pUe« 
to  these  Ishmaelites  of  the  West.

We  should  not  confine  our  benevo- 
lent affections  to  those  villainoQ«  Indi- 
ans ;  the  industrious  and  useful  white  cit- 
izen, imperiling  his  life  to  extend  the  pale 
of  civilisation  Westward,  bk  "defenlele** 
wife  and  dfugbters,'and1iis  innocent  chil- 
dren present  still  stronger  claims  to  the 
better  feelings  of  our  nature.  Every  hu- 
mane and  politic  coosideratiUb  demand 
that  in  ihe  exercise  of  philanthso^y,  we 
should  not  forget  them.  Tbeii  aaiety  and 
protection,  justice  demands,  shoald  be 
paramount  to  the  exwcise  of  too  often 
abused  clemency  to  their  dusky  and  ^im- 
placable  foes. 

Sir,    fiiis  rebellion   has  taught   us  that 
enormous  crimes  demand  enormous  pon- 
ishments,  a   verification  of  the   old   saw 
that  "serere  disease*  reqwipfrsevere  reme- 
dies."      It  will   nqt  do   to  handle  irre- 
formable     traitors   and    mardereH  with 
gloved  hands.      "Whoso  oheddeth  man^s 
blood,  by  man  shall  his  blood  be  shed," 
Is  the  dispensation,  thai  has  at  length,  I  re- 
gret to  say,  become  an  absolute  necessity 
in  Minn«sotA.     We  moat  cho}fe  between 
murdering   and  exterminating  hostile  In- 
dians, or  be  murdered  and  exterminated 
by  tbem.     Here   is  no  middle  ground. 
"Defend  yourselves,  or  die"   is   the  only 
alternative  presented.     The   lenient  and 
humane  treatment  extended  to  these  blood 
thirsty  savages,  time  and  time  again,  has 
sot  softened  thur  obdurate  natures,    or 
inspired  them  with  any   respect  for  our 
•aperior  enlightenment  and  clement  de- 
portment.'   These  illy    deserved     kind- 
aesses  have  been  aa  illy  requited  by  a  re- 
petition of  successive  offenses,  each  more 
inhuman  and  barbarous  than  the  preceed- 
isg.     It  is  now  left  us   only   to  Uke  up 
arms    in   defense   of  our  homes  and  our 
fiunilies,  and  stop  forever  these  bloody 
incnrtiens  upon  our  frontier.     The  sword 
once  unsheathed,  must  n^ver  return  to  its 
•cabbard  while  a  hostile  Indian  defies  the 
amies  of  civilization   and  threatens  the 
security  of  a  single   settler.

If  they  insult- 
ed an   outraged  community,    mourning 
in  the  presence  of  murdered  and  mutilated 
families  with  diabolical  pleas  of  defense 
for   the   inhuman    perpetrators,  I  would 
not  only  cause   tbem  to  leave  the  place, 
but  they  might  consider  ihemttlvea  lucky 
if  they    were    not   sent   into  ibe  Indian 
lines  and  compelled  to  cast  their  lot  with 
tha  objects  of  their  aolicitude. 

Sir,  I  am  willing  to  adasit  that  Indians 
are  human  beings.  For  that  very  rea- 
son I  would  deal  with  them  as  responsi- 
^~.  ble  huBMn  beings.  If  a  human  being 
takes  up  arms  against  the  State,  and 
for  some  real  or  fancied  wrong  inflicted 
on  him  by  n  certain  class  of  citizens, 
makes  war  on  the  white  race,  what  shall 
we  do  with  him  ?  Is  he  not  guilty  of 
treason?  Evidently,  for  he  is  hostile  to 
the  government.

Then  he  bad  a  vast  good  natn  -e,  which 
made  him  toleraot  attl^  aoceaslbli*  CD  all ; 
fair-minded,  leaning  to  fhe  claim  of  the 
peilitiocer ;  affable,  and  not  sensible  to 
the  aflltctioa  which  the  innumerable  violttf 
piid  to  him,  when  President,  would  have 
brought  to  any  on^  else.  And  how  .t^is 
good-nature  l>ecame  a  noble  humanity  in 
many  a  tragic  case  wbic%'  the  erents  of 
the  war  brought  bw  him.  every  one  wiH 
r^meiiitj,^,  trud  with  what  increasing  ten- 
dt;rot■^s  he  dealt,  when  a  noble  race  was 
tlirowii  o'l  his  eompaasion.  The  poor 
negro  said  of  him,  on  an  Impressive  occa- 
sion. "  Massa  Lincdm  am  ebery where." 
«  *  *  *    .        * 

His  occtipying  the  cbair  of  state  waa  a 
triumph  ot  the  good  sense  ot  mankind, 
and  of  tbe  public  conscieiice.  This  mid- 
dle-class country  had  got  a  middle-class 
President,  at  least.  Tes,  in  manners, 
sympathies,  but  not  in  powers  for  his 
powers  were  superior.  His  mind  mas- 
tered the  problem  uf  tbe  day  ;  and  as  the 
problem  gre  w  ao  did  his  comprehension 
of  it.  R 11  Jy  was  man  so  fitted  lor  the 
event,  la  tbe  most  of  fears  and  jealous- 
ies, in  the  Babil  of  counsels  and  parties, 
this  man  wrought  incessantly,  with  all  his 
might  and  all  bis  honesty,  laboring  to  find 
what  the  people  wanted,  aocl  how  to  ob- 
tain that.  It  cannot  be  said  there  is  any 
exaggeration  of  his  worth.  If  ever  a 
man  was  fairly  tested,  he  was.  There 
was  no  lack  of  rc^iistance.  nor  of  slander, 
nor  of  ridicule.  Tbe  times  have  allowed 
no  state  secrets ;  the  nation  has  been  in 
suub  a  ferment,  such  multitudes  had  to 
be  trasted,  that  no  secret  could  be  kept. 
Every  dOor  was  ajar,  and  we  know  all 
that  befel. 

Then,  what  aa  occasion  was  the  whirl- 
wind of  the  war.  Here  was  plaoe  for  no 
holiday  magistrate,  no  fair-weather  sail- 
or ;  the  new  pilot  was  harried  to  the  helm 
in  a  tornado.  In  four  yeaxs — loor  years 
of  battle-days — his  endurance*  his  fertili- 
ty 6f  resources,  his  magnanimity  were 
sorely  tried  and  v^vec  found  waa<mg. 
There,  by  his  coonee,  \um,  justice,  his

Boole's  wound  and  death  were  so  pe- 
culiar teat  they  deserve  notice  and  atten- 
tion.

Froi|i  these  statements  from  thoie  who 
were  about  him,  and  witnessed  tbe  "fussy 
doctor*'  probe  his  wound,  wc  know  that 
be  had,a  wound  of  the  spinal  dord,  about 
the  second  ceoviual  vertebra,  which  waa 
doubtl^iss  frao  cured  Sach  a  wound 
would  produce  complete  paralysis  of  the 
arm3,  legs,  and  lower  portion  of  the 
trunk,  iwhile  resparaiion  and  the  action 
of  tbe  heart  would  continue,  as  the  nerves 
which  froceed  to  those  organs  pass  off 
from  tie  cranium,  apd  not  from  the  spi- 
nal cora.  The  mind  was  clear  and  un- 
distarljed,  save  from  the  shock  of  the 
woundiand  pain  ;  but  the  brain  was  unin- 
jured, j  It  was  a  living  active  mind,  with

Special  Dispatch  to  the  Chicago  Tl»es. 

Cincinnati,  May  6. — Laat  night  about 
10  o'clock,  a  party  of  gtierrilUt  took  np 
several  rails  ua  the  Ohio  and  MisiiMippi 
railroad,  near  North  Bend.  When  the 
8  oV-lock  t-ain  arrived  where  the  road 
was  torn  up,  the  locomotive  and  cart 
were  turned  over  and  considerably  smash- 
ed up.  Tbe  guerrllaa  then  made  their 
appearance.  A  demand  wai  instantly 
made  for  each  passenger  to  deliver  all 
he  had.  Tbe  amount  of  money,  watches, 
etc.,  taken  was  considerable;  but  the 
amount  of  money  is  not  known.  The 
Adams  Express  company^s  safe '  was  cut 
open,  and  twenty  7.30  coupons  bonds  of 
$1,000  each,  numbered  from  66,108  to 
66,127  inclti^iive,  and  ten  United  States 
7.30  coupon  bonds  of  $1,000  each,  nom- 
beredfrom  62,128  to  62.137  mclusive, 
were  taken.  The  bonds  are  the  property 
of  the  treasury  departuient  of  the  United 
States  en  route  to  St.  Eouis.  There  was 
also  some  mocey  taken.  Gen.  Hooker 
sent  a  cavalry  force  in  pursuit,  but  they 
have  not  yet  returned.  No  person  was 
hurt. 

Cincinnati,  May  7. — Nothing  has  been 
heard  from  the  guerrillas,  or  bandit*  rath- 
er, who  tore  a  rail  from  the  Ohio  &  Mis- 
sissippi Railroad  Friday  night  by  which 
the  locomotive  of  tbe  night  express  was 
thrown  from  the  track  and  the  train  stop- 
ped. Theie  were  but  fifteen  of  them  who 
with  revolvers  in  hand  took  possession  of 
the  car  doors  and  compelled  every  man 
to  hand  over  his  pocke'-book,  watch,  and 
other  valuables.  Ladies  were  not  mo- 
lested. A  soldier  returning  home  with 
$300  was  not  allowed  to  retain  anything 
though  he  begged  hard.  One  gentlemaa 
was  relieved  of  a  gold  watch  and  $500, 
another  of  $200  and  others  of  smaller 
sums.  The  conductor,  W.  Shepherd, 
had  $40  and  his  watch  taken,  saving $320 
by  cutting  the  lining  of  his  coat  and  let- 
ting his  wallet  fall  wto  the  skirts.  But 
little  money  was  obtamed  from  the  Ad- 
ams Express  safes  which  were  blown 
open.  Thirty  thousand  dol'ars  in  United 
State.s  7-30  bonds,  numbered  66.108  to 
to  66,127  inclusive,  and  from  62,128  to 
62,137  inclusive,  of  the  denomination  of 
$1,000,  were  carried  off.  As  they  are 
tbe  property  of  the  United  States  Treas- 
ury Department,  the  express  company 
warn  all  parties  from  having  anything  to 
do  with  tkem. 

Detachments  uf  military  from  this  city 
and  Covington,  Ky.,  went  down  in  pur- 
suit of  the  marauders,  but  could  fitid  no 
trace  of  them  further  than  that  they 
crossed  into  Kentucky.  It  is  supposed 
that  they  are  part  of  a  gang  of  paroled 
rebel  prisoners  who  it  is  now  known  bad 
banded  themselves  together  to  fire  this 
city  and  plunder  it  on  the  14th  ult.,  during 
the  general  rejoicing  over  Grant's  vic- 
tories, but  were  frustrated  by  the  vigil* 
ance  of  the  police  and  military  guard.

Brooklyn  has  found   something  of  a 
sensation  in  tbe   arrest  of  an  errand  boy 
(or  a  sort  of  doctor  in  that  city,  on  soa- 
picion   of  complicity   or  guilty  knowleee 
of  the  assassination  of  the  President.     It 
appears,   so  far  as  the  facts  have  trans- 
pired, that  a  certain  individtial  in  Brook- 
lyn  as  an  "Indian  herb  doctor,"  a  ▼eader 
of  nostrums   for  pimples  and  other  cor- 
poreal  blemishes    and    infirmities,    was 
known  to  be  well  acquainted  with  Booth 
when  in  VVashington  and  Brookljm ;  also 
that  the  doctor  became  acquainted  with 
Harrold   in  Washigton  and  brought  him 
to  Brooklyn  as  an  assistant  in  compound- 
ing herbs  and  drugs.    The  doctor  was  a 
man   of    Aashy    appearance,    driving  a 
splendid  team  of  horses,  and  was  always 
accompanied  on  the   street  by  a  beantilal 
Italian  graybound.         His  office  was  on 
Fulton  street,  and  Harrold  and  he  hera 
were  often  seen  together  promenading  oB 
tbe    sidewalk,    the  doctor    very  expen- 
sively dressed,  Harrold  generally  wear- 
ing bis   old  clothes.     It    is    stated    that 
about  six  months  ago  both  tbe  doator  and 
Harrold   disappeared,  the  latter  going  to 
Washington,  and  the  doctor,  it  is  believ- 
ed, to  New  Orleans.     It  was  supposed  at 
that  time  that  tbe   doctor  left  in  conse- 
quence  of   getting  into    difficulty   with 
some  of  bis  patients.     Tbe  boy  arrested 
on  Tuesday  evening  is  said  to  have  been 
employed  for  some  time   by  Booth,  as  a 
sort  of  valet  or  errand  boy.     At  the  time 
of  the  murder  of  the  President  he  disap- 
peared from  Washington,  and  the  detect- 
ives have  been  looking  ior  him  ever  since. 
He  was  found,    finallv,    in   Brooklyn,  ia 
Court  street,   opposite   Montague  Hall, 
and  taken  temporarily  to  the  Forty-first 
precinct  station  house,  from  whence  be 
was  removed  next  day  to    Washington. 
The  officer   declined   to  give   the   boy's 
name,  and  the  boy  himSelf  also  refused. 
He  says  tbe  doctor  is   in  New  Orleans, 
but  cannot  state  whether  he  knew  any- 
thing about  the   plot.     He  states,  how- 
ever, that  the  doctor  and  Booth  were  oo 
very  intimate  terms.     The  boy   is   about 
sixteen  years  old.

JACOB   TUOMPSOX,    OP   MISSISSIPPI. 

Thompson  is  a  native  of  North  Carolina, 
and  is  now   flftv-Hve  years  of  age.    »e  was 
SSucated  at   Chapel  Hill   University.  IjorUi 
Carolina,  and  on   removinR  to   >«'S«8'''PP' '^ 
183t.  was  admitted  to  the  bar.     lie  began   lite 
like  Jeff.  I)a\ is,  as  n  rcpudiator.      He  was  tor 
many  years  a  representative  from  M««'X^P' 
in  the  lower  house  of   Congress.    In  PoUiits 
he  was  then  known  as  a  free  trader  and  State 
rights  democnu,  t'ut  was  not  considered  a 
secessionist.    In  1850  he    was  defeated  as  a 
candidate  for  the  Senate  in  Mississippi,  and 
remained  out  of  public  life  until   18.5b,  when 
Buchanan  appointed   him  Secretary  of   the 
Interior.      He   chieliy   distingai.<hed   hinisilt 
by  stealing  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars 
in  Indian  Bonds  and  decamping  with  the  pro- 
ceeds to  MisM.sslppi.  in  which   SUte  he  ferul- 
ed.   Ho    served    for   a  time  on  the  swtl  ot 
Beauregard,  but  was   never  known  to  be  in 
any   engagement,  though  he  tigurcd  exten- 
iivelv  during  the   operations   l)Ctoie  CorinlU 
as  a  flag  of  truce  charncter.    He  left  the  Con- 
federacy in  1863.  and  has  since  been  engaged 
m  nefarious  practices  in  Canada.    He  i*  known 
to  have  instigated  the  «•  Allans  and  other 
raids,  and  it  will  not  be  surprising  it  he  is  >  ei 
proved  to  have  been  prominent  in  concocting 
the  late  conspiracy. 

CLEMENT  C.  CI.AY.  OF  ALABAMA. 

Clement  Claiborne  Clay,  one  of  the  accom- 
Dlices  of  the  assassin  of  Presideiit  Lincoln, 
was  bora  in  Madison  county  Alabama,  in 
1819  He  is  the  son  of  Clement  Comer  tiay. 
formerly  Goveniorof  Alabama,  and  who  still 
lives  in  Huntsvillo.  Alabama,  subsisting  on 
the  bounty  of  the  United  States  government. 
The  son  graduated  at  the  Universijy  of  Ala- 
bama in  his  sixteenth  year.  He  then  became 
private  secretary  of  his  father,  at  that  time 
Oovenior  of  the  SUte.  Young  Clav  was  sub- 
seancnily  sent  to  the  University  of  "V  irginia, 
where  he  completed  his  legal  studies.  He 
married  in  early  life  Miss  Carolina  Tunstali  of 
Vlnrinia.  He  returoed  to  HunUville,  be- 
gan the  practice  of  law.  and  in  1842,  1844.  and 
1845  was  elected  to  the  suite  Legislature.  He 
served  from  1846  to  1848  as  Judge  of  his  na-  mating  tun 
tive  county.  In  1853  he  was  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate,  and  in  185/  was  re- 
elected. He  resigned  in  18-^1  and  was  ininie- 
diatsly  returned  to  the  rebel  Congress,  being 
elected  a  Senator  from  his  State.  In  »884^he 
escaped  from  the  Confederacy  and  reached 
Canada,  where  he  has  been  engaged  it  plot- 
ting treason  and  murder. 

UBOBGB  N.  SANDERS,    OF  KENTUCKY. 

Sanders  and  Tucker  match  admirably  as  a 
couple  ot  drunken,  unprincipled  advenuirers.

Raleigh,  N.  C.  April  24,  1866.-Slttlng 
round  a  blaxing  camp-fire,  a  few  evenings 
since,  several  lUnoisotlicers  related  their  ex- 
periences of  Gensral  Grant  In  civil  life.  «ere 
IS  as  near  1  can  recollect  It.  what  Gen.  John 
K*.  Smith  said  on  the  subject: 

"  I  don't  believe  anv  man  in  Illinois  knew 
Grant  better  than  I  did,  and  I   think    1    had 
ouite  as  much  to    do    lis  any   other   man  In 
bringing  him  into  the  war.    I  lived  in  Galena 
at  the  tune.    Grant's  place   of  business   was 
near  mine.    Ho  kept  a  hardware  and  saddlery 
store     I  used  lo  drop  in  to  see  him  very  oflen 
on  my  way  home,  and  he  and  I  would  gener- 
ally smoke  our  pipes  together,  in  his  office  ad- 
joining his  store.     He  was  a  very  poor  busi- 
ness man.  and  never  liked  to   wait   on  custo- 
mers.   If  a  customer  called  in  the  absence  of 
the  clerks,  he  would  tell  him  to    wait    a    few 
minuies  till  one  of  the  clerks  returned,  and  it 
he  could  not  wail  iheGcneral  would  go  behind 
the  counter  very  reluctantly,  and  dtag  down 
whatever  was  wanted ;    but  he   hardly    ever 
knew  the  price  of  it,  and,  in  nine  cases  out  of 
ten  he  charged  either  too  much  or  too  little. 
He  would  rather  talk  about  the  Mexican  war, 
than  wait  upon  the  best  customer  in  the  worid. 
"When  the  war  broke  out,  ItoldUimone 
day  that  I  was  going  down  to  Springfield  to 
see  Governor  Yates,  who  had  sent  for  me. 
Grant  merely  remarked  in  a  quiet  way,  •  You 
can  say  to  ilie  Governor  that  if  I  can  be  ot 
any  use  to  him  in  the  organizatiMi  ot  these 
regiment.*;,  1  will  be  glad  to  do  what  1  can.    1 
went,  and  made  arrangemenU   immediately 
for  Grant  to  be  sent  for.      He  came  right 
down,  and  went  to  work  to  organiie  ten  reg- 
iments called  out  as  a  sort  of  home  guard, 
for  thirty  days  at  first,  but  afterwards  enlisted 
for  three  years.    When  he  had  done  this  and 
was  ready  to  go  home.  Governor  Yates  ofl"ered 
him  the  Colonelcy  ot  the  2lst  regiment,  one 
of  the  ten.    He  accepted  it  and  immediately 
went  to  camp.    I  went  with  him,  and  shall 
never   forget  the  scene  that  occurred  when 
his  men  first  saw  him.    It  was  very  laugh- 
able.   Grant    was    dressed    wery    clumsily, 
in  citizens'  cloihes— having  on   an  old  coat, 
worn'  out  at  the  elbows,  and  x  badly  dinged 
slug  hat.

^Sanders,  like  Davis,  tried  to  disgrace  Ken- 
tucky by  being  born  in  it,  about  «orty-flve  or 
fifty  years  ago.    He  has  been  all  his  hie  en- 
gaged in   political   schemes   of  a  visionary 
character.    None  of  the  admin  isttations  were 
eorrapi   enough   to   openly    recognue    bun 
except  that  of  Pierce  and  Buchanan.     Indcr 
the  memorable  reign  of  the  first.  Sanders  was 
appointed  Navy  Agent  at  New  \  ork,  and  un- 
der the  other  received  the  appomtinent  to  the 
consulship  of  London,  England.    While  act- 
ing as  Ciinsul  he  originated  the  tamousOstend 
Conference  scheme  lor  upsetting  the  Kuropenn 
monarchical  governnienU,    He  used  the  offi- 
cial ministerial  mail  bags  to  such  an  extent  in 
the  distribution  of  his  circular,  that  atteiition 
was  called  to  it  by  the  English  authoriues. 
He  returned  to  this  country  in  1861,  and  at 
once  embarked  in  the  visionary  scheme   of  a 
Southern  confederacy,  which  he  looked    on 
MTith  the    eyes   ot    a  Jeremy    Diddler,     as 
a  tine  held  for  speculation.    In  1861   he  was 
at  Nashville,  where  be    was   very    short   of 
money— so  short  indeed  that  be  had  to  leave 
his  wardrobe,  as  well  as  that  ol  his  wife,  with 
the  hotel  keeper  as  an  assurance   that   if  lie 
should  ever  obtain  funds  sufBcient  he  would 
pay  for  his  bread  and  meat.    Sanders  was  en- 
gaged in  several  visionary    schemes  for  in- 
creasing tlie  rebel  navy,  all  of  which    failed. 
Inconsiderati  nofthcfactthathe    was    per- 
mitted to  subsist  on  the  secret  service  fund  ol 
the  rebel  government,  he  appears  to  have  en- 
tered into  tho  scheme  which,  originally  intend- 
ed for  the  capmre,  culminaud  in  the  assassin- 
ation of  the  President.      Many   years  since 
Sanders  gave  evidence  of  his    disposition  to 
engage  in  wholesale  slaughter  by  a  projccte<l 
invention  of  a    steam    guillotine,  which    he 
cJiimed  to  be  a  great  success,  though  he  had 
no  very  clear  Idea  of  how  it  was  to  be  ftd  with 
victims.    He  may  llnd  ihe  same  final  use  ff<T 
his  upprovenient  that   Guillotin  h.id   for  the 
original  machine,    banders  lately  grew  very 
indignant  at  the  idea  of  being  charged  wiUi 
ooinplieitv  in  the  murder  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and, 
from  his  "safe  retreat  in  Canada,  proposed  to 
come  to  New  York  for  the  donble  purpose  of 
sundinc  his  trial    and    give   his   accusers  a 
chance  to  prove  his    char^'es.      He  <lid    not, 
however,  deny  his  complicity  in  the  act,  and 
Unot  at  all  likely  to  come    except  on   com- 
pulsion.

BB\'BRLY  TUCKKR,  OF  VIROINI.V. 

Beverly  Tucker  is  described  by  one  very 
familiar  with  him  as  a  "a  drunken  vapubond 
in  consequence  of  being  the  nephew  ol  John 
Mason,  of  Virginia."  He  was  born  in  Win- 
chester, Vlrgini  ,  about  the  year  1827.  He 
was  tor  some  years  the  editor  of  the  ■  aob- 
ington  Senttne'l,  a  short  lived  State  right:,  pa- 
per of  little  abilitv.  In  1857  he  was  appoint- 
ed by  Buchanan  through  Mason's  inHuenec, 
to  the  position  of  consul  ftt  Liverpool,  which 
he  held  and  misused  until  1861.  Tucker's 
energies  during  his  whole  pnblic  career  have 
been  chiefly  devoted  to  the  development  of 
his  great  natural  abilies  of  l)orrowing  money 
and  drinking  alcoholic  fluids.  Hu  has  Ijeeu 
residing  lor  a  year  or  two  past  m  Canada, 
where  he  is  under  bonds  for  the  infringement 
of  the  neutrality  laws.  He  has  published  a 
letter  denying  anv  complirtty  in  the  assassin- 
ation of  the  President,  and  assumed  a  tone  ot 
injured  innocence  as  meek  as  ever  assumed  by 
Mr.  Pecks  nitf. 

WILLIAM  C.  CLKARY,  OF  KENTTCKY. 

Cleary  is  designated  in  the  proclamation, 
offBring  ten  thousand  dollars  for  his  head,  as 
clerk  of  C.  C.  Clay.  He  is  a  native  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  was  a  member  of  the  Kentucky 
legislature  in  1860.  He  haa  been  living  in 
Canada  for  two  years  past,  and  is  now  under 
eight  thousand  dollar  bonds  to  answer  charges 
perferred  in  one  of  the  Canadian  courts  for  an 
infringement  of  the  neutrality  laws.

Another  of  the  rascally  Little  Six  family 
has  just  been  put  out  of  the  way  of  doing 
further  mischief.  He  was  killed  at  the  Big 
Bay,  near  Poplar  Point,  some  days  ago,  by 
the  brother  of  a  man  whom  he  (Little  Six's 
son)  murdered  on  the  plains  last  summer.

While 
here,  his  passien  lor  blood-letting  seems  to 
have  Ik  on  very  strong  on  him,  for  we  are  told 
that  during  all  of  last  summer  he  constantly 
expre&se^  his  determination  to  kill  four  men 
here— a  white  man,  two  half-breeds  and  an 
Indian  being  the  victims  he  counted  on.  The 
bett«r  to  enable  him  to  commit  these  mufders 
he  endeavored  to  get  someot  our  Indians  and 
the  Sioux  to  join  with  him,  and  finding  that 
they  would  not  do  so,  ho  resolved  to  "  go  it 
alone."  On  the  day  he  was  killed  he  met  the 
brother  of  the  murdered  Sioux  near  Poplar 
Point,  we  believe,  and  the  latter  along  wiih 
other  Sifux.tiuding  they  could  notjprevail  up- 
on htm  to  abandon  his  murderous  designs— 
and  knowing  that  should  he  carry  them  into 
effect,  he  would  endanger  their  aalety,  aad 
shut  onfall  the  trio  trom  the  ."-otilement. 
where  they  h'v  •  hiiHerto  found  relufre— re- 
solved to  kM;  mm.  Atthehrst  shot  the  Six 
was  strr^ek.  in  the  hand  and  lost  two  or  three 
of  his  lingers,  whereupon  he  lied,  but  was 
pursued  tor  several  hours,  and  ultimately 
killed.

— The  CommerciaVs  Washington  leiter 
says:  "When  charges  and  specilicutions  are 
presented  to  the  Military  Conunission  which 
will  try  those  concerned  in  thegreat  conspira- 
cy, It  will  bo  found  that  positive  proof  exists 
that  the  plot  was  concocted  in  Richiuond, 
matured  in  Canada,  and  executed  in  Wash- 
ington." 

— Prof.  T»ylor  Lewis,  of  Union  college, 
in  an  eseay  on  Mr.  Lincoln,  says  he  will 
hazard  hit  lepuiation  upon  the  oasertion 
that  the  choicest  rhetorical  beauties  abound 
in  his  published  productions — sentences 
that  will  become  classical  fti'our  Ilte'ra- 
tare.  "Mr.  Lincoln  never  took  pains 
with  the  adjustment  of  his  sentences  ;  and 
jet  they  present  antithese.-*  that  would 
ka^e  been  regarded  as  gems  in  Burke  or 
Demoitbenes ;  tbefe  ta  a  power  of  retort, 
kindly  yet  most  telling,  that  would  have 
doae  honor  to  Thackeray   or  D'Israeli." 


At  this  stage  of  the  conversation   General 
Logan  joined  in  as  follows : 

"And  I  can  tell  you  that  Grant  camo  very 
near  going  out  of  the  service  at  tho  end  of  the 
thirty  days  for  which  his  regiment  was  first 
called  out,  I  met  him  on  the  streeU  of 
Springtield  one  day,  looking  very  badly.  He 
told  me  that  he  felt  discouraged,  because  his 
regiment  didn't  want  to  re-enlist  for  three 
yearc.  His  men  getting  tired  of  soldiering, 
and  wanted  to  go  home.  He  asked  me  to  go 
to  the  camp  and  make  a  speech  to  the  boys, 
and  1  told  them  all  about  the  glories  in  Kore 
for  ihem,  and  how  grand  it  would  bcforthem 
to  be  coming  home  »o  their  wives  an*  sweet- 
hearts  at  the  end  of  three  years.  Whether  |j^ 
my  speech  was  goo<l  or  bad,  it  bad  thedesfted 
eiieet  •  for  tho  men  all  enlisted  for  three  years 
and  a  few  davs  nftJrward  they  started  for 
CairA,  under  Colonel  Grant." 

Gi  iicial  Logan  then  related  how  Grant  came 
to  l>c  prom.ited  to  a  Brigad-.r  r  General ; 

"U  was  not  for  meritorious  service,  for  he 
hadn't  bad  a  chance  to  show  himself  naerfio- 
riou".  1  w^  in  Congress  at  the  lime.  It  was 
just  iiefore  I  resigned.  Lincoln  sent  in  a  re- 
uue  t  to  the  Il'linois  delegation  to  nominate 
nine  men  tor  Brigadier  Generals.  We  met  in 
caucus  to  do  this,  and  Grant  received  oue 
luoio  vote  than  anv  other  of  the  nine.  Among 
th-  nine  were  McClemand,  Prentiss,  Hurlbut. 
Palmer,  and  others  whose  names  I  have  for- 
gotten. Dick  lUcliardson  waa  amon^  the«p, 
but  he  decliiieil.  Grant  was  in  Cairo  at  the 
tim  ■,  and  ho  knew  nothing  ulxiut  his  promo- 
tion until  it  had  been  decided  on.  Wo  all 
went  for  him."

— Union  prisrners  paroled  at  Qoldt- 
buro  ropMt  as  Itollows:  "Jeff.  Davis  left 
there  April  2oth,  bound  for  Texas,  escorted 
byadcLichmcnt  of  cavalry  under  Genera 
Echols  and  Basil  Duke.  They  numbered 
about  3,000.  With  them  was  a  train  of  about 
twent}-  wagons.  Gen.  Stoneman  was  within 
ten  miles  of  Charlotte,  his  pickets  btlng  on 
the  banks  of  the  CaUwba  river.  It  is  tiieir 
opinion  that  Stoneman  could  have  captured 
the  whole  command,  if  not  Davis  himself,  if 
he  attacked  them  any  time  previous  to  the 
25th.  Davis  made  a  speech  at  Charlotte  a 
few  days  before  he  left,  promising  to  haxe 
another  army  ia  tho  field  larger  than  ever 
before.  Basil  Duke's  commaad  burned  the 
public  brfldfngs,  ransacked  private  stores  and 
coiutnitted  various  outrages  on  the  property 
and  persons  of  citizens.  His  men  ara mainly 
Kentuckians  and  Tcxans,  and  were  formerly 
under  Morgan. 

— The  hospital  statistics  of  the  rebels 
found  in  Kichmond,  show  that  Lee's  losses 
during  his  battles  with  Grant,  ftom  the  Rap- 
idan  to  the  Appomattax,  last  summer,  were 
tremendons.  Over  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  thousand  men,  on  both  sides  were  killed 
and  wounded  in  these  battles,  of  wbidi  the 
rebels  lost  between  fifty  and  sixty  thousand. 
L^c's  army  never  recovered  fhmi  the  pound- 
ing Grant  gave  them  in  that  terrible  encoau- 
ter. 

—  The  profits  of  cotton  growing  have 
becom(^o  enormous,  that  it  is  said  the  whole 
valley  of  the  "SWa  has  been  converted  into  one 
vast  cotton  plantatioo.  In  place  of  producing 
breadstutfs  for  the  inhabitants,  with  a  vast 
surplus  for  ej^rtation,  the  inliabitants  are 
now  supported  with  grain  from  Asia.  The 
rebellion  in  America  has  thus  revolutionize*! 
the  Industrial  pursuUs  of  the  East.  While  tho 
cotton-flelds  of  th«r  West  have  been  converted 
into  corn-fields,  the  rice  and  wheat  fluids  of 
the  Orient  have  Income  as  fertile  in  the  great 
Southern  staple  as  the  sea-islands  of  South 
Carolina.  With  the  suppreatioo  of  the  rebel- 
lion, there  will'be  a  return  to  the  cultivation 
of  cotton,  and  the  cheapness  and  abundance 
of  its  production  will  probably  arrest  Iht  cal- 
tivation  of  it  in  Egypt. 

—  Gen.  Patrick  has  ord<rtd  the  pro 
prietors  of  the  Richmond  Whig  to  remove 
from  its  head  the  Virginia  StiU»  ttjat  of  arms 
because  it  contains  the  motti,  "Sic  semper 
tyrannis,"  shouted  by  Booth  after  he  shot  tho 
President.  This  is  a  display  of  official  penrill- 
ty  perfectly  contemptible,  and  quite  of  a  pat- 
tern wirh  the  suggestion  of  tlic  Philadelphia 
Press,  that  Edwin  Booth  shall  no  more  be  al- 
lowed to  appear  on  the  American  stage  under 
his  proper  name. 

—  The  Tribune  very  properly  dendtin- 
ces  the  flunkey  ism  of  the  Christian  and  Sani. 
tary  commission  agents  and  military  officers 
wio  have  been  dining  with  and  toasting  Gen. 
Ijfee.  tic  is  a  traitor,  guilty  of  making  war  up- 
on tls  Government,  and  even  now  unrepent- 
aiit  of-the  crime,  as  is  shown  by  his  order  to 
his  arfiy,  in  which  ho  says :

M.  Romero,  Mexican  Minister  at 
Washing'on,  in  a  letter  to  th«  Herald 
denies  that  iht;  statement  made  by  a  mem- 
ber o(  the  French  Corps  Legialatif  in  a 
recent  sitting  of  that  body  that  Fresident 
Juarez  had  twiojoffdred  the  State  of  Sc- 
nora  to  PresiJent  Lincoln,  for  $75,000,- 
000,  and  M.  Romero,  in  a  diplomatic 
nots  to  Mr.  Seward,  dated  on  February 
last,  protests  against  the  contemplated 
ceasion  by  the  usurper  Maximilian,  to 
the  French  Fmj.eror  of  various  states 
of  the  Mexican  llepublio,— flat  bting 
the  price  demanded  by  the  Empeior  lor 
his  gift  of  the  Mexican  crown  to  the 
Austrian  Archchike. 

It  is  jiit  possible  that  bis  Majesty,  the 
Emperor  ol  the  French,  may  find  his 
Sonora  purchat.e  an  txceediugly  incon- 
venient tLint?  to  hindle.  For  it 
is  contiguous  to  American  territory; 
it  offers  peculiar  aitractions  to  emigra- 
tion, and  Itlorc  the  Emperor  can  take 
formal  possession  ol  it ,  it  i^  likely  to  be 
filled  with  a  class  of  American  alventu- 
rers,  bold,  enterprising,  trained  to  arms, 
and  not  at  all  disposed  to  accept  the  rule 
of  his  impel ial  highness,  bat  animated  on 
the  contrary  wilh  a  decided  and  irrepres- 
sible dijpjsiuon  to  give  a  practical  en- 
lorcemeat  to  the  Monroe  doctrine  on 
their  own  responsibility. 

Such  an  emigration  movement  is  being 
already  organized  in  our  eastern  cities, 
attracted  by  ru-nored  grants  of  land  from 
President  Juarez.  It  is  evidently  under 
the  lead  of  ambiiious  men,  who  will  gath- 
er under  iheir  standard  thousands  of  rest- 
less spirits  whom  the  disbandment  of  the 
rebel  and  Union  armies  has  turned  adriit 
to  seek  their  fortunes  by  their  wits  and 
a words. 

Whatever  may  be  the  purpose  of  this 
movement — whether  it  is  intendeJ,  under 
the  pretext  of  an  emigration  movement, 
to  throw  reinforcements  into  Northern 
Mexico  in  aid  of  Juarez  as  commonly 
supposed,  ^  whether  it  is  an  indepen- 
dent fillibustering  scheme  directed  by  the 
ambition  or  rapacity  of  private  leaders — 
it  bodes  no  good  to  the  Ftt-^nch  Emperor 
or  his  Austrian  protege,  and  only  a  choice 
of  evils  to  Juarez 

For  when  once   that  cclumn    of  emi- 
grants  is   planted   in  Sooora,  it   will  be 
swelled  by  thousands  of  the  impoverished, 
homeless  and  dt  sptrate  vagabonds  whom 
the  failure  of  the  Rebellion  has  ruined — 
and  who  are  ready  for  any  desperate  en- 
terprise to  repair  their  broken  fortunes. 
The    sprinkling    of    Union   men    who 
might  be  induced  to  join  in  the  movement 
would   soon    be  overborne  by  the  multi- 
tudes of  rebels,  whose  circumstances  sup- 
ply them  with  every  motive  for  seeking 
new     fields     of     conquest     beyond    the 
limita     of     th*     United    States,     where 
they  may  at  last  realize  their  dream  of 
independence,    and    fonnd   new     Alaba- 
mas  and  South   Caroliusis    of  their  own. 
oa  the  Gulf  of  California  and   the  sunny 
shores   of  the   (ar  Pacific.     We  are  no? 
certain,     however,     that    Providence    is 
not    preparir.g,  by  means  of  this  emigra- 
tion    movement,   to  acco^!pli^h    several 
very    deaira'^le     objects :    (1)    to   ndieve 
the  United  States   of  a  horde  of  reckless 
and   rebellious   spirits,  whose     presence 
would    be   a    constant  element  of  disturb- 
nce ;  (2)  to  punish  the  Frtnch  Emperor, 
tlirough    rtbel    instrumentality,    for  the 
aid  and    sympathy    he  has    given   to  the 
rebellion;    (3)    to  punish    him   lor    his 
wanton  and    wicked  invasion  of  Mi  xico, 
by  driving   his  Austrian  satrap  fr.  m  the 
dominions  he   has    usurped ;  and  (4)  to 
colonize    Mexico    with    men   of    Anglo- 
Saxon  blood,  who  will  kno-v  at  least  how 
to  rescue  it  from  anarchy. 

As  to  the  policy  of  opening  Mexico  as 
a  refuge  for  rebel  exiles,  without  ample 
guarantees  lor  their  good  behavior  to- 
wards this  country,  there  may  be  some 
question ;  but.  if  Juarez,  recognized  by 
us  as  thi  rightful  head  of  the  Mexican 
Repnblic.  invites  their  aid,  we  don't 
quite  see  how  our  Government  can  inter- 
pose any  objection  to  the  arrangement ; 
and  we  can  at  lea^t  depend  upon  his 
friendship,  so  long  as  his  friendship  can 
be  of  any  avail,  to  secure  peaceful  rela- 
tions with  this  country.

The  world  moves,  sure  enough!  The 
New  York  World,  following  the  Ilerald, 
haf  broken  away  from  the  caste  dogmas 
ol  its  party,  and  ccme  out  openly  and 
boldly  for  the  admissioa  of  the  negro  to 
the  right  of  suffrage  in  the  political  re- 
constrcction  of  the  Southern  States. 

This  is  a  signiiicant  sign  of  the  times. 
The  political  revolution  which  the  war 
has  wrought,  may  be  considered  pretty 
nearly  complete  when  it  has  turned  the 
leading  "Democratic"  organ  so,  eu- 
eotirely  at  antipodes  to  what  was  the  pre- 
vailing sentiment  of  the  party,  even  so 
late  as  six  months  ago. 

The  right  of  the  negro  to  political  re- 
cognition as  a  citizen,  must  be  very  clear 
indeed,  when  it   is  thus  openly  admitted, 
even  by  those  who  but  recently  denied 
him   recognition    as   a  human  being,  and 
set  their  Hibernian  dogs  upon  him  to  tear 
him  to  pieces  as  a  sort  of  cross  between 
a  gorilla  and   a  Caliban.       All  this   is 
changed  now.     Four  millions  of  negroes 
wiih  political  rl^'hts,  are  destined  to  be  a 
political  power    in    this    country.     The 
more  intelligent  and   prescient  organs  of 
the  "Democratic"  party  already  begin  to 
perceive  this  fact,  and  hence,  already, 
the  "Democratic"  party  begins  to  take  off 
it9  hat  to  the  r.«pro,  and  to  enter  the  field 
at  the  pretended  champion  of  a  political 
reform  which  it  has  no  power  to  arrebt.

How  Pre»i<lcnt  Johnson  Feels 
Towiird  the  Rebel  Leaders. 

A  long  and  intimate  friend  of  Mr.  Lin- 
coln, and  an  admirer  of  his  personal  and 
political  character,  closes  a  lungthy  and 
interesting  private  letter  upon  the  recent 
murder  and  its  consequences  with  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  new  President  and  bis  re- 
lations to  the  rebellion,  from  which  we 
quote  a  valuable  portion,  as  follows  : 

"This  new  ruler,  by  profession,  educa- 
tion and  habits,  is  taken  Irona  the  adverse 
political   faith  in   which   his   predecessor 
wuc  schooled,  and   which   he  maintained 
throughout    his   whole   life.     Mr.   John- 
son lived  amid  the   active   scenes  of  this 
rebellion,    felt   in  his   person  and  in  the 
members  of  his  family    its  accumulated 
wrongs,  and  from   association   of   a  life- 
time knows  the  purposes  and  ends  had  m 
vi-sw     by   its    leaders     in    inaugurating 
a     war    against    the    Union.      His    life 
has    been    passed    in    the     very     midst 
of     slavery,     where     his    own  wife,  the 
mother   ot    his  children,    was  made    an 
object  of  its  barbarism,  in  being  publicly 
whipped  by  these  monsters  in  human  form, 
because,  in  the  first  year  of  the  rebellion, 
she  refused  to  take  down  the   American 
dig  from    a   window  in    the    house   that 
sheltered  her.     His    son  and  son-in-law 
help  to  people  tha  city  of  the  dead,  whose 
numbers   were    principally   made   up   of 
those  who  lell  in  defense  of  the  Union 
and  the  Constitution.     And  with  the  tab- 
lets of  his  memory  thus  chiselled  over  w.th 
such  deeds  of  barbarism  upon  the   mem- 
bers ol   his  own  household,  intlicted  by 
the  rebellious  citizens    of    his  own  State, 
he  must  be  more  than  human    if   the  re- 
membrance ol   them  does  not  strengthen 
his   arji.   and    nerve    his   purpose,  atid 
render    deaf    the    appeals   tr  r   mercy,  in 
bii    administration     of    ju.-tice     to    the 
leaders    of    the    rebellion    i:i    the   Slave 
States.      And    if,    for    every    lash    laid 
upon   the   lunorcd  bask    cf  the    mother 
of    his    chiiiben,    lor     her     loyalty     to 
h'jr  country,  f  ome  reb  1  leadc*   of  most 
notoriety    shall  be  made  to  forfeit  his  life 
ay  an  expiation  lor  his  crime  of  treason, 
and  a  fittiup  retribution  for  the  degrada- 
tion and  wrong  Leaj>ed    upon    this    more 
than  Spartan  moiht^r,  who  Bball   say  that 
justice,  though  slow,  IS    not  sure.'     Cer- 
tain is  it  that  he  has  reason   for  often  re- 
iterating, as  he  has  done  during   the  few 
days  he  has  been  President,  'tbattreacon 
is  a  crime  ihit  mu.st  be   pumshcd.'     And 
as  the  Goddess  ol  Justice  is    repnsented 
to  us  as  a  blind  divinity,   Mr.  Johnson's 
personal  ob'^ervations,    and  the   tortures 
his  lamily  have    undergone   at   the  hands 
of  the  prominent  rebels,  may  more  closely 
assimilate  him  tn  thj  goddess   than  Mr. 
Lincoln  ever  could  have  been,  in  the  final 
disposition  that  is  to  be  made  of  the  prin- 
cipal leaders,  in  this  unholy  rebellion. 

It  mav  be.  too,  that  the  aversion 
Southern  leaders  and  their  deluded  fol-

at  Blue  Earth  City,  thirty;  at  Mapleton, 
thirty ;  at  Chain  Lakes,  twenty  ;  at  St. 
Peter,  a  c  jmpany  numbermg  about 
eighty.  A  man  «i!l  go  toiJBcksoa  to-day, 
where  theie  are  about  twenty-five  mirute 
men  to  ba  organized.  At  New  Ulm,  al- 
so, there  are  forty  who  will  be  organized 
to-day.  This  makes  over  lour  hundred 
men,  nearly  aH  of  whom  are  already  sup- 
plied with  arms  and  ammunition  by  the 
State,  and  the  arms  are  ready  for  the 
balance  as  soon  as  they  are  prepared  to 
receive  them.  » 

In  addition  to  this.  Col.  Smith  expects 
to  form  two  companies  in  Sibley  County. 
He  returns  this  morning  to  superintend 
the  militia  organizations. 


EMIQRATION  TO  MEXICO. 


A   ITIysterious  inovement. 


Fiom  the  Philadelphia  Press,  May  4. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  valuable  re- 
gion of  country  known  as  Mexico,  occu- 
pies a  very  considerable  share  of  atten- 
tion. Several  organizations  are  being 
perfected  in  this  city,  all  apparently  act- 
ing under  one  head.  Similar  movements 
are  made  in  the  city  of  New  York,  hav- 
ing the  same  objoct  in 'view.

There    is    nothing  said    about   the   rifle 
manufactories    nor    saltpeter.      Perhaps 
these  additions  may    not    be    wanteil,  as 
the  emigrants  will  be  armed  with  the  most 
modern  improvements  in  deadly  weapons, 
to  be    used    as    occasion    may    req'Mre. 
There  is  much   mystery   connected  with 
ihe  movement ;  but  the  idea  ot  tha  Mon- 
roe doctrine  seems  to  be  decidedly  popu- 
lar.    Even  some  of   the   detectives    who 
have  been  in  Mexico  are  rather  shy  in 
conversation  on  the    subject,   but    they 
would  be  "delighted  to   visit  that   place 
once  more."     All  they  say  is,  the  move- 
ment is  a  "big  thing,"   and  "sufficient  to 
the   day  is    the  evil    thereof."    This    is 
equivocal    language,     but    accompanied 
with  sly  winks,  nods,  &c.,    may   be  con- 
sidered significant  of  something,  not   de- 
sirable at  the  present  time  to  be  made 
public. 

In  connection  with  this  affair  we  hear 
of  parties  who  desire  to  visit  Mexico  by 
water,  instead  of  overland.  Seventy  men, 
who  have  seen  sea  and  naval  service,  are 
already  organized,  and  the  commander  is 
a  gentleman  truly  loyal,  once  in  the 
service  stationed  in  foreign  waters. 
It  is  also  hintetj  that  vessels  are  being 
or  will  be  fitted  out  at  Balumore  and 
manned  oy  hardy  crews.  Our  large  cities 
are  now  over  populated,  and  as  it  is  like- 
ly the  number  will  be  swelled  to  an  al- 
most indefinite  extent  in  a  few  iqontbs, 
it  is  thought  proper  by  an  enterprising 
grr.tleman  engaged  in  the  emigrant  move- 
ment to  prepare  an  outlet  at  on«e  through 
which  the  tide  ot  population  may  readily 
tlow.  Incident  to  this  movement,  there 
will  be  quite  »  demand  for  some  of  the 
United  States  vessels,  to  Ije  sold  to  the 
highest  bidder,-  in  a  short  time.

Mr.  Forster  moved  that  this  meeting  desires 
to  give  utterance  to  the  feelings  of  grief  and 
horror  « ith  which  li  has  heard  of  the  assas- 
sination of  Mr.  Lincoln,  and  the  murderous 
attack  on  Mr.  Seward ;  and  to  convey  to  Mrs. 
Lincoln,  and  the  United  States  Government 
and  the  people,  an  expression  of  its  profound 
sympathy  and  heartfelt  condolence. 

Mr.  Forster  said  this  was  the  time  when  the 
tie  of  blood  binding  Englishmen  and  Ameri- 
cans was  indeed  truly  felt.  A  thrill  of  grief 
and  indignation  which  had  passed  through 
the  length  and  breadth  of  Europe,  fully  poss- 
essed the  heart  of  every  Englishman  as  though 
some  painful  cidamity  had  fallen  on- himself, 
[cheers.]  Tl;i»  meeting  would  send  by  the 
ship  which  Ktc  their  shores  that  night,  its 
sympathy  wiih  the  widow  and  orphans  and 
country,  who  had  not  lost  their  faith  for  the 
future.  He  was  confident  in  the  beliet,  that 
they  had  so  learned  lessons  of  common  his- 
tory, that  they  would  prove  what  strength 
free  and  Christian  people  have  to  bear  up 
ajtainst  overy  blow  like  this,  though  it  be 
such  a  blow  as  had  rar«ly  ever  fallen  upon 
any  commonwealth.  He  expressed  his  con- 
viction that  President  Johnson  would  con- 
tinue President  Lincoln's  work  of  restoring 
peace  to  the  country,  and  insuring  freedom 
to  all  who  dwell  in  it.  [Great  applause.] 

P.  A.  Taylor,  memlMjr  of  Parliament,  sec- 
onded the  resolution,  and  expressed  ^reat 
sympathy  with  the  American  nation  which 
had  lost  a  worthy  successor  of  Washington. 
Lincoln's  great  task  had  been  fulfilled.  He 
had|crushed  the  rebellious  slaveholders.  Time, 
the  destroyer,  had  not  withdrawn  one  leaf 
from  the  chaplet  of  his  glory.  He  had  no 
fears  that  the  government  of  the  United  States 
would  tall  into  the  career  of  revengeful  retri- 
bution. He  asked  the  audience  to  remember 
that  for  years  portions  of  the  press  and  people 
had  heaped  every  epithet  of  abuse  upon  Lin 
coin,  and  were  now  trying  to  do  the  same 
thing  by  Johnson.  [Shame.]  He  felt  cjn- 
tident  that  the  efforts  of  the  new  government 
would  tie  continued  in  the  same  direction  as 
Lincoln's,  and  that  it  would  soon  effect  the 
complete  restoration  of  the  Union  with  the 
complete  emancipation  of  the  negro.  Lincoln 
died  for  that  principle,  but  his  death  was  not 
the  symbol  ot  its  death  but  of  its  glorious 
triumph.     [Sheers.] 

Mr.  Leathern,  M.  P.,  brother-in-law  of  Mr. 
Bright,  concurred  in  the  hearty  tribute  paid 
to  the  character  and  services  of  President 
Lincoln.  They  had"  seen  America  pass  tri- 
umphant through  gigantic  peril,  and  they  con- 
fidently expected  that  she  would  come  out 
with  equal  fonitude  and  equal  dignity  irom 
what  was  perhaps  the  last  and  greatest  of  her 
triumphs. 

Mr.  Stansfleld,  M.  P.,  moved  the  next  reso- 
lution, viz : 

"That  this  meeting  desires  to  express  its  en- 
tire confidsnce  in  the  determination  and  power 
of  the  people  and  Government  ot  the  United 
States  to  carry  out  to  the  fulest  extent  the 
policy  of  President  Lincoln.  His  Presidential 
era  was  the  embodiment  and  establishment  of 
free  institutions  throughout  the  whole  Ameri- 
can Republic." 

Mr.  htansficld  said  they  had  met  not  only  to 
give  an  expression  of  their  horror  at  a  deed 
so  foul  that  history  could  produce  no  parallel, 
but  to  show  sympathy  for  a  course  which  be- 
gins by  being  honorable  and  great  to  her 
righteousness,  and  which  by  the  acts,  and  by 
the  life  and  death  of  this  martyred  Paesident, 
but  now  because  sacred  in  their  eyes. 
[Cheers.] 

The  South  had  been  fighting  for  the  avowed 
and  deliberate  purpose  of  promoting  and  per- 
petuating human  slavery,  and  it  attempted 
to  form  its  subsistence  on  a  national  crime, 
and  had  deserved  the  fate  of  those  who  set 
themselves  against  the  laws  of  God  and  man. 
The  North  had  been  fighting  for  a  common 
country  which  they  would  share,  but  which 
they  would  not  allow  to  be  torn  asunder.

If  anything  could  strengthen  the 
States  in  their  trial,  it  would  be  the  deep  felt 
spontaneous  and  universal  sympathy  which 
was  traveling  to  ;hem  from  Europe. 

A  resolution  of  I  more  political  character, 
was  offered,  and  led  to  confusion  amidst  which 
the  meeting  adjourned.

its  benefits.  If  so  excepted  they  wdl  be  de- 
tained. Those  living  in  Texas  will  be  sent  in 
charge  of  ofilcers,  and  will  be  landed  on  the 
West  bank  of  the  Mississippi  .river  near  the 
mouth  of  Red  Riv#t.

FRONTIER  DEFENSE. 


Important   Meeting  of  Southern 
Men  in    Memphis.

Editor!  St.  Paul  Pre»i : 

I  wish  to  make  use  of  your  columns  to 
my  a  few  words  to  the  public  of  Minne- 
■otA  in  relation  to  the  frontier  defenses 
of  the  SUte,  and  also  relative  to  the  set- 
tling up  of  the  part  of  the  country  in 
Walonwan  and  Nicollet  counties.  What 
I  have  to  say,  I  say  at  the  express  re- 
quest of  the  settlers  on  and  near  the  old 
line  of  stockade  cxtendmg  from  Fort 
Ridgely  to  Camp  Jackson  and  Spirit 
Lake. 

Under  a  mistaken  idea  that  the  Indians 
were  all  driven  from  this  part  of  the 
country,  and  that  there  was  no  dancer  of 
any  depredations  being  committed  so  far 
south,  tie  line  is  now  in  the  process  ol 
being  removed  from  its  old  position, 
some  thirty  miles  south  and  west,  thus 
depriving  the  settlers  who  have  hereto, 
fore  been  under  the  protection  of  the 
militar>-,  of  any  delense  for  themselves, 
their  families  and  thsir  property. 

How  far   such  arrangements  are  com- 
patible with  the   wtliire   of  the  settlers 
and   the  government,   has  been   demon- 
strated by  the   recent   astounding  mur- 
ders committed  on    the   morning   of  the 
second  of  this  month,  near  Garden  City, 
and  the  attempted  murder  on  the  Des 
Momes,    at   Lake   Tolket.     As   long  as 
aach  tiagrant  outrages  are   committed  on 
our  Irontier  the  country   will   never  be 
settled,  as  it  is  impossible  to  induce  citi- 
zens to  come  and  settle  where  they  must 
Hve    in    perpetual    fear    of  their    lives 
What  I   speak  now  I  know,   not  from 
conjecture,  but    from  personal   observa- 
tion.    The  day   before  the  outbreak  six 
persons  stopped  at  our  camp   looking  lor 
land,  and  sUted  that  they  were  satisfied 
with  the  countr)-,  and  that  they  could 
bring  a  crowd  of  immigrants  and  settlers 
into  the   country    sufficient  tj  take  up 
most  of  the  desirable  claims  on  the  creeks 
where  wood  could  b-^  obtained.     As  soon 
as  they  heard  of  the  Iresh  outrages   com- 
mitted at   Garden  City,  they  turned  back 
toward  the  settlements,   resolved   not  to 
venture  into  a  country  where  they  could 
not  be  protected  from  the  torch  and  the 
tomahawk  of  the  ruthless  Indian. 

The  moving  of  the  troop?  so  far  west 
leaves  a  large  area  of  country,  compris- 
ing the  settlements  of  Madelia  and  Gar- 
den City,  besides  the  numerous  settlers 
scattered  throughout  the  country  from 
Mankato  to  the  Fort,  and  south  and  east 
from  there,  almost  entirely  without  pro- 
tection. For  instance,  at  Madelia  there 
is  a  population  of  one  hundred  and  forty 
women  and  children,  and  about  ten  men, 
none  of  whom  are  fit  for  any  real  duty, 
being  too  old  for  the  army,  or  else  unfil- 
ed for  service  by  bodily  infirmity.  At 
this  place  there  is  a  good  stockade,  well 
calculated  for  defense,  and  a  good  place 
for  a  reserve  force  of  forty  or  fifty  men. 
This  stockade  is  at  present  garrisoned  by 
oce  soldier,  a  dismounted  cavalryman,  to 
whom  is  entrusted  the  delense  and  safety 
of  one  hundred  and  fiily  people  ! 

At  Camp  Wilkin  there  is  a  force  of 
seven  or  eight  men,  and  at  Camp  Jerger- 
son  five  more,  on  whom  all  the  settlers 
for  twenty  miles  around  depend  for  pro- 
tection.    At  Camp  Wilkin  there  are  six 
horses ;    at    Camp  Jergerson   not  one. 
There  they  are,  with  several  families  to 
protect,    without    a    horse  to  carry  the 
newa    of    an    outbreak  bhould  there  be 
one ;  situated  on  the  bank  of  a    creek, 
offering     every     facility     for     skulking 
Indians ;    and    here    they  are    expected 
by    the     military     authorities     to    live 
without  the  fear  of  being  attacked.     And 
only  last  year   a  boy  was   killed  by   In- 
di.ms  within  two  rods   of  the  quarters, 
« It  re  eight   soldiers  were  then  stationed 
instead  of  only  five  as   at  present.     At 
Changuska,  25  miles  from  Camp  Jergor- 
•on,  there  is  a  force  of  five  or  six  men, 
and  at  Jackson  probably  as  many  more 
In  fact,    the  arrangements  now  made  are 
totally  inadequate  to  protect  the  settlers 
already   bere,    to   say  nothing  of  what 
would  come  if  the  old  lire  were  re-estab- 
lished and  the  country  scouted  and  scour- 
ed by  the  cavalry  as  is    their  business  to 
do.  All  the  scouting  done  here  is  as  good 
as  none.     When   the  murders  just  com- 
mitted were  made  known  a  detachment  of 
cavalry  rode  to  Camp  Jergerson   in  the 
morning,  rode  around  on  the  prairie  a 
while,    carefully     avoiding    the    timlier, 
where  they  thought  perhaps  there  might 
be  Indians,  and  at  last  returned  to  Ma- 
delia that  evening  to  have  a  dance.  Sucb 
are   the    pioceedings   which  the  govern- 
ment is  pleased    to   denominate  "protec- 
tion.'''    I  should  most   certainly  think  it 
to  the  interest  of  the  general  government 
to  protect  the  settlers  and  have  the  coun- 
try settled  up  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  hope  these  few  words  will  be  weighed 
and  consideted  by  the  public,  and  that 
•omething  may  be  done  to  remedy  the 
evils  now  existing.

A  meeting  of  "Southern  people,"  de- 
scribed as  "old  residents  of  West  Ten- 
nessee." was  held  in  Memphis  on  the.  af- 
ternoon of  the  1st.  Tnere  were  about  a 
thousand  persons  present,  about  two- 
thirds  of  whom  were  fr  )m  pla*s  outside 
our  army  lines.     The  Memphis   Bulletin 

says : 

"Anoog  the  widely-known  Southern 
gentlemen  who  were  present,  we  observ- 
ed John  McDowell,  Ksq.,  of  Fayette 
county  ;  Mr  Morrison,  from  near  Ger- 
mantown;  Judge  J.  T.  Swayne,  whom 
I860  delivered  the  famous  charge  to  the 
grand  jury;  Colonel  D.  B.  Nabers.who 
mide  some  remarkable  speeches  lu  se- 
cesh  times ;  Colonel  Grace,  who  drew  up 
the  resolutions  for  the  secession  of  Ar- 
kansas ;  many  of  our  Memphis  citizens, 
who  were  aforetime  secesh  in  their  sym- 
pathies ;  and  the  Denhairs,  the  Harrises, 
and  the  Arnolds,  and  many  others  from 
the  conntry.'^ 

Colonel  B.  D.  Nabers  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order.  Judge  Swayne  was  an- 
noiinc«d  as  Chairman,  and  made  a  speech 
urging  an  unconditional  return  to  the 
L'nion  and  a  loyal  allegiance  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. Colonel  Grace,  of  Arknesas, 
followed  in  a  speech  as  follows : 

Fellow-citizens— I  am  the  msn  who 
drew  up  the  ordinance  of  secession  m  tho 
Legislature  of  Arkansas  ;  I  have  been  in 
the  field  fighting  against  the  Union  for 
nearly  four  years,  but  now  I  am  a  con- 
quered and  whipped  man.  [Laughter  J 
AS  I  was  gallant  in  going  out  to  light,  1 
now  propose  to  be  gallant  at  surrender- 
ing, and  submitting  to  the  arms  of  the 
Government.  Let  us  have  respect  for  the 
Government  that  we  can  not  whip. 
[Laughter.]  I  have  no  contempt,  for 
federal  authority  now.  if  I  ever  bad.  I 
do  not  think  there  is  a  mai.ly  bosora  in 
che  South  bu-;  that  has  higher  respect  lor 
^forthern  gallantry  than  when  he  went 
,nto  the  fight.  The  authorities  tel  us  to 
come  back  and  reconbtruct  the  Lnion, 
that,  ther  will  give  us  honorable  terms. 
Do  you  think  that  people  as  brave  as  the 
North  are,  that  they   are  going  to  risk 


their  reputation  in  war, 


to   turn   around 


after  we  have  dispersed  our  armies  and 
give  us  any  thing  but  honorable  terms  ? 
There  may  be  some  men  in  the  North 
who  may  think  that  the  South  had  a  hand 
in  the  death  of  our  lamented  t  resident, 
but  I  know  that  the  people  of  the  South 
mourn  ever  his  death,  and  feel  that  they 
have  lost  a  friend. 

The  North  have  maintained  this  con- 
flict  nobly,  and  the  South  have  nothing 
to   be   ashamed  of.     I  am   proud   of  the 
South.     There  is  something  in  the  very 
atmosphere  that  makes  men  great.  U  hen 
you  wanted  men  to  speak  against  the  op- 
pression  of  Great  Britain   yon  went   to 
Virginia,  when  you  wanted  men  to  com- 
mand the   armies  of  colonies   you  went 
again  to  Virginia,  and  when  you  wanted 
aman  to  frame  the  Declaration  of  Inda- 
pendence,  you  went   again   to  \^rginia, 
and  found  hiia  in  the  person  of  Thomas 
Jefferson,  and  even  in  our  error  we  have 
shown  greatness.      So.    I  say  that   the 
South  is  not  an  insignificant  people  ;  and 
if  so  great  people   as   they   aie   cannot 
whip  the  world,  who  cannot  come  to  the 
neviUble  conclusion   that  the  North  is 
greater?     [Laughter]     And   I  am   not 
going  to  stultify  myseit  by  saying  I  have 
been  whipped  by   someboiy.     Now  it  is 
our  duty   to  repent  and  go  back  to   this 
great   national  church— repent,    pet   ab- 
solution, and  be  baptised  atresh.  [Laugh- 
ter.]    I  know  we  will  receive   honorabl" 
and  ju^t  terms.    When  I  had  an  interview 
with  tiie  President,   his  heart  seemed  to 
be  ever  overtiowing  with  love  toward  the 
Southern  people. 

We  first  went  out  of  the  Union  and  threw 
down  the  gage  of  battle,  and  the  North  picked 
it  up ;  we  lired  the  tirst  gun,  and  took  the  tirst 
fort— Fort  Sumter— whicti  was  taken  back  a 


National  Debt<9  an«<li.  s.  Stocks. 

The  creation  of  nanonal  debts  is  not  a 
modern  improvement,  but  the  ability  of  a 
great  nation  to  provide   lor  a  great  debt, 
and  make  it  the  most  convenient  and  best 
form  of  personal  property,  is    a   modern 
wonder.     Tho  debt  ot  Great  Britain  was 
begun  by  raising   a    million    sterling  by 
1  loan  in  1692.  and  when  her  great  contest 
with  Louis  XIV  was  terminated,  the  debt 
had  reached  fifiy  millions.     I^Iany  states- 
men and  economist  i    were    then  alariped 
at  the  great  burden  which  had    been  im- 
posed upon  the  industry   of   the  country, 
but  when  the  war  of  the  Austrian  succes- 
sion had  swelled   this  amount   to  eigluy 
millions,    Macauly  says    that,    historians 
and    orators   pronounced  the   tuo    des- 
perate.

and  the  national  debt  was  rapidly  carried 
up  to  one   hundred    and  tony   mil  ions, 
men  of  theory  and   business    both  pro- 
nounced that  the  fatal  day   had   certainly 
arrived.  David  Hume  said  that,  although, 
by  taxing  its    energies    to    the   utmost, 
the  country  might  possibly  live   through 
it,       the       experiment        must       never 
be  repeated— even  a  email  increase  mi^ht 
be  fatal.     GranviUa  said  the  ration  must 
sink  under  it  unless  sjuio  portion  of    the 
load  was  borne  by  the  American  Colonies, 
and  the. attempt  to  iupase  this  load  pro- 
duced the  war  of  the  revolution,  .ind.  in- 
stead of  diminishiiu/,  added  another  hun- 
dred millions  to  the  burden.    Again,  says 
Macaulay.  wa*  England  given  over,  but 
a<»ain  she  was  mor.*  p^o.^perou3  than  ever 
before.     But   when  at    Hie    cIom*  of  her 
Napoleonic  wars   in  1SI6,  this   debt  ha'l 
been  swelled  up  to  the  enormous  sum  of 
over   eight  hundred  millions  et'-riing,  or 
four  thousand  three  huudted  million   dol- 
lars, or  nearly  one  half  the  entire  proper- 
ly of  the  United  Kingdom,  the   htjutt.st 
heart,    the   firmest    believer   in    national 
progress     and     national    devclopi  mcnt, 
might  well  hava  been   appiiHel.     But,  in 
the  very  face  of  this  mountain  of  oMiq.i- 
tion— to  say  notbin<^  ol  her  vast  colonial 
possessions— the  property  of   the  British 
nation    has    been     more    than     trebled, 
and  her  debt. is  now  a  cbargo  of  b;it  V2h 
per    cent,  against    it.     All    that    Greit 
Britain  has  cioi  o  in  paying  her   debt,    v.e 
shall  do,  and  more,  with  ours.     We  have 
vast  territories  untou.-Ued  by    the    plow, 
mines  of  all  previous  metals  of   which  we 
have  hardly  opaned  the  doors,  a  popula- 
tion full  of  liie,   energy,    tnterprisn  and 
industry,  and  the  ai-cumuhit  d    wealt'i  ol 
money    and  labor   of  the   old    coiui-ries 
pouring  into  the  lap  of  o-ir  giant  and  evcr- 
to-be-united  republic.     During  the  furc- 
est  and  most  exhausting  of    all    possible 
wars,  we  have  domonst:atid  our  r.:::iiaial 
strength- and  all  the  world  over,  na.ional 
str-ngth  is  but  another  na:ne  for  national 
credit.     '-As  j^ood  as  United  -tccks"  wilt 
soon  be  synonymous  the  world  over  with 
••as  good' as  British  Consols."'     For  our 
part,  we  think   a    U.  S.  'treasury    note, 
bearing  seven  and  thn.e-tenths  annual  in- 
terest, is  ju3t  as  much  better  than  British 
Consols  as  the  rate  ot  interest   is  hi-her. 
Some  of  our  timid  on  thrtn.  who  shipped 
their   gold   to   London   and  invested   in 
consols,  are  now  glad  to  sell  ont  an-i  iu- 
ver.tat  home  at  a  round  loss, —and  .serves 
them  right.

civil  government  to  our  States.and  their  former 
position  in  the  Federal    L'nion,   under  such 
restrictions  as  may  be  most  consistent    with 
the  good  of  the  whole  people  of  the  Unied 
States;  and  that  we  hereby  indtvidnally   and 
collectively  pledge  ourselves,  that  those  of  us 
who  may  still  have  friends  or  relatives   in  re 
bellion  against  the  United  States,  to  use  our 
respecctive  influences  with  them,  whenever  op- 
portunity may  otter,  to  induce   them   to  lay 
down  their  arms  and  return  to  their    former 
allegiance." 

•  'Ruolted,  That  the  United  SUtes  ought  to 
be  as  magortnimous  to  forgive  as  she  is  pow- 
erl  ttl  to  punish,  and  we  reccommend  amnesty, 
repeal  of  confiscation,  and  removal  ot  civil 
dtsabihfes." 

There  was  an  amendment  offered 
touch'mg  the  slavery  question,  as  follows  : 
"Retolvtd,  That  as  native-bom  citizens  of 
the  South,  who  have  heretofore  and  all  our 
lives  been  closely  identified  with  the  institu- 
tion of  slavery,  nursed  in  its  lap  and  fed  upon 
its  lalwr,  we  are,  nevertheless,  legardlessnf 
our  former  preferences  or  prejudices,  now  ful- 
ly prepared,  as  practical  business  men,  to  re- 
alize and  accept  for  ourielvet  and  otir  posterity 
th«  tyttem  of  free  labor,  which  has  been  press- 
ed by  the  unyielding  demands  of  an  inevitable 
political  necessity  upon  our  whole  people 

'Resolved,  That  U'licving  this  system  ot  la- 
bar  to  be  the  onli/  one  vhioh  dan  ever  hereafter 
exitt  in  the  United  Utates.  by  the  consent  of  her 
sovereign  people,  we  do  hereby  pledge  our- 
selves, as  loyal  law-abiding  citizens,  to  use  our 
be:,t  endeavors  to  aid,  by  every  means  in  our 
power,  in  adjasting  our  new  condition  to  the 
wanU  and  welfare  of  our  whole  population. 

Thia  seemed  to  be  a  sore  point.  Gen- 
eral Glenn  said : 

"There  would  have  been  noije  of  us  at 
this  meetieg,  had  we  thought  this  strife 
should  occur.  There  are  two  gentlemen 
on  this  committee  who  are  for  this  ad- 
dition, while  the  majority  say  that  this  is 
not  the  place  or  time.  The  object  ol  this 
meetmg  is  exclusively  to  put  up  the  law 
of  the  land,  and  put  down  rogues  and 
thieves.  [Applause.^  Since  Mr.  Lin- 
coln is  dead,  I  am  willing  to  trust  this 
(laestion  in  the  hands  of  Andrew 
Johnson." 

The  addition  resolutions  were  finally 
laid  on  the  table,  that  is,  not  passed.

He 
accompanied  the  .ict  with  a  most  heart- 
felt tributo  to  Mr.  Lincoln's  constant 
fricndshij)  and  faithful  devotion  to  the 
country,  saying  also,  that  he,  as  Secre- 
tary, had  accepted  the  position  to  hold  it 
only  unt  1  the  war  should  end,  and  that 
now  he.  ftlt  his  work  was  done,  and  his 
dury  was  to  resign. 

Mr.  Lincoln  was  greatly  moved  by  the 
Si'cretarj's  words,  and  tearing  in  pieces 
the  paper  containing  the  resignation,  and 
throwing  his  arms  about  the  Secretary, 
ho  said:  "Stanton,  you  have  been  a 
good  Irirud  and  a  faithful  publio  servant, 
and  it  is  not  lor  you  to  say  when  you  will 
ro  longer  he.  needed  here."  Several 
fiienls  cf  both  parties  were  present  on 
the  occjsion  and  there  was  not  a  dry  eye 
that  wimessed  tbe  scene.

Bart- 
lett ;"  besides  many  varieties  named  In  such  a 
manner  as  to  convey  the  idea  that  they  are  the 
veritable  produotloas  of  the  American  Watoh 
Company.

Thomas  Martin  was  to  have  been  shot 
at  Cincinnati  on  the  otb  inst.,  on  charge 
of  being  a  guerrilla.  Just  before  arriv- 
ing at  the  scene  of  execution,  a  reprieve 
arrived  from  the  President.  The  scene 
is  thus  described  by  the  Cincinnati  En- 
quirer : 

*'  At  1  o'clock  precisely  the  prisoner 
was  informed  that  he  must  prepare  for 
the  execution,  and,  without  wavering, 
rose  from  bis  bunk,  and,  taking  his  hat, 
proceeded  to  the  carriage,  in  waiting  at 
the  door,  to  take  him  to  the  fatal  spot. 
He  bid  good-by  to  the  officers  of  the  bar- 
racks, thanking  thum  for  the  many  kind- 
nesses they  bad  extended  to  him,  and  ad- 
ded, '  Boys,  I  will  die  like  a  brave  man.' 

"As  be  crossed  the  sidewalk  towards 
the  carriage  in  company  wich  Father 
Uaresche,  he  glanced  his  eye  to  the 
hearse,  in  the  rear  of  the  carriage,  in 
which  was  bis  coffin,  of  plain  manufac- 
ture, Martin  smiled  and  nodded  to  the 
undertaker.  'Ihirty-one  convalescent 
soldiers,  under  command  of  Lieutenant 
Millupaugb,  acted  as  a  gaurd  to  the  pris- 
oner, and  walked  on  each  side  and  in 
the  front  and  rear  of  the  carriage.  The 
procession  then  started,  and  consisted  of 
the  carriage  with  the  prisoner,  the  hearse 
containing  the  coffin,  and  two  ambulance 
wagoDo,  tilled  with  soldiers.  On  the 
way  through  the  city  young  Martin  bore 
himself  with  great  firmness,  but  as  they 
neared  tha  fatal  spot,  his  natqre  mellowed 
at  the  spectacle,  and  he  wept  for  a  few 
moments.  Some  stimdlants  were  given 
^im  and  he  again  rallied. 

"Daring  the  morning  of  yesterday, 
the  announcement  that  a  citizen  of  Ken- 
tacky  was  to  be  shot  unto  death  in  this 
city,  lor  the  first  time  became  known  to 
a  few  of  our  leading  citizens,  and  the  first 
(Hspatch  was  sent  to  Secretary  Stanton 
at  10 :20  oVlock,  asking  for  a  suspension 
of  the  sentence.  Mr.  Logan,  the  prison- 
er's counsel,  sent  a  similar  dispatch,  and 
Col.  Hart,  of  (>en.  Hooker's  staff,  also 
forwarded  a  telegram  to  Gen.  Hooker,, 
now  en  route  from  Springfield  to  Cmcin- 
nati.  Gen.  Hooker  replied  that  the  mat- 
ter was  beyond  his  control,  and  entirely 
out  of  his  hands,  and  that  the  President 
was  the  only  auchority  to  be  addressed 
in  the  premises.  Secretary  Stanton  re- 
plied that  be  could  not  interfere,  and 
that,  unless  the  President  suspended  the 
execution,  there  was  no  remedy,  and 
Thomas  Martin  would  have  to  be  execu- 
ted. . .  ii.  1 1  .'I /.    ^^l:. 

"  Telegrams  were  then  sent  to  Presi- 
dent Johu.son,  by  Col.  Hart  and  leading 
citizens.  It  wss  12  meriJiao,  and  within 
two  hours  to  come  the  unfortunate  man 
was  destined  to  pay  the  penalty.  Antic- 
ipating a  reply  from  Washington,  a  swift 
horse  was  in  waiting  in  front  of  General 
Hooker's  headquarters,  and  a  messenger 
ready  to  carry  the  dispatch.  1  o'clock, 
and  no  answer.  The  troops  had  moved 
and  the  prisoner  had  started.  Half  past 
1  o'clock,  and  still  no  reply.  Oh,  the 
suspense,  tha  anxiety,  and  the  mental 
excitement  of  the  many  sympathizers  in 
the  young  man's  fate  !  The  prisoner  was 
half  way  to  the  place  of  execution,  and 
in  twenty-five  minuter  more  the  volley  of 
musketry  would  have  been  fired,  and  the 
soul  of  Thomas  Martin  would  have  been 
ushered  into  eternity.  Still  there  w&s 
hope,  and,  as  the  nerv3us  operator  sat  at 
his  instrument,  ready  to  receive  the  flash 
of  electricity  from  Washington,  a  few 
citizens  were  by  bis  side  in  waiting  with 
almost  breathless  suspense. 

At  twenty-five  minutes  of  two  o'clock 
the  quick  click^of  the  instrument,  and  the 
operator  said,  ^' Here  if  the  reprieve.' 
The  dispatch  was  then  received,  which 
read  as  follows : 

Wak  Dkpartment,  WashinotOw.D.C  i 
May  5, 1865.  S 

KaJ.  Gen.  Joseph  Hooker,  Commanding  North- 
ern Department : 

Suspend  the  execution  of  Thomas  Mar- 
tin, to  be  executed  in  Cincicnati  this  day, 
until  further  orders. 

By  order  of  the  President, 

EDWIN  M.STANTON, 
Secretary  of  War, 

"The  telegram  was  immediately  sent  to 
Gen.  Hooker's  headquarters,  and  in- 
stantly Col.  Hart  dispatched  Lawrence 
Sands,  chief  clerk  of  the  headquarters,  to 
the  place  where  the  execution  was  to  oc- 
cur. The  courier  dashed  through  the 
streets,  across  the  fields,  over  fences, 
along  by-paths,  at  John  Gilpin  speed, 
reaching  the  spot  in  seven  minutes,  the 
horse  in  a  foam  of  perspiration,  and  the 
rider  p  nting  for  breath.  The  proces- 
sion, with  the  prisoner,  was  a  few  paces 
beyond  the  residence  of  Hon.  George  H. 
Pendleton,  and  in  sight  cf  the  fatal 
ground.  In  a  few  moments  afterward, 
Gen.  Willicb,  who  also  received  notice 
that  a  reprieve  had  been  granted  by  the 
President,  came  up  rapidly.  Receiving 
the  dispatch,  the  troops  were  ordered  to 
reform  and  return  to  the  barracks,  and 
the  prisoner  was  order  to  be  conveyed  to 
the  McLean  barracks. 

"Young  Martin  received  the  announce- 
Bvent  with  calmness  and  manifest  gratifi- 
cation. He  took  Father  Garesche  warm- 
ly by  the  hand,  and  appeared  grateful  at 
the  very  beneficent  and  highly  commend- 
able action  of  the  President. 

"The  announcement  of  a  suspension 
of  the  execution  was  received  by  the 
crowd  with  universal  satisfaction  and 
thankfulness.  The  soldiers  returned  to 
Kelton  barracks,  greatly  relieved  in  mind, 
and  much  affected  at  the  happy  result. 
The  nine  men  who  were  detailed  to  do 
the  shooting  were  under  command  of 
Serg't  HoUinscamp,  and  we  never  saw 
so  bappv  a  set  of  men  in  our  lives  as 
these  soldiers."

Oiiii),  KAi.Eioif.  April  23. 1865.— To  remove  a 
donbt  which  seems  to  exist  in  the  minds  of 
sonic  people  in  North  Carolina,  it  is  hereby 
dec  arvd  that  bv  virine  of  the  proclamation  of 
the  rrtsident  of  the  U.iited  States,  dated  Jan- 
nary  l>t ,  1863,  all  persons  in  this  Stale  here- 
tofore held  as  slaves  are  now  free,  and  that  it 
is  il;e  duty  ol  the  army  to  maintain  the  free- 
dom of  such  persons. 

It  is  recommended  to  the  former  masters  oi 
the  frcedmcn  to  employ  them  as  hired  ser- 
vants, at  rcasonaI;lo  wages,  and  it  isrccom 
mended  to  freedmen  that  when  .illowed  to  do 
so,  thev  remain  with  tliclr  former  masters, 
and  labor  faithfully  so  long  as  they  shall  be 
treated  kindly  and  paid  reasonable  wages;  or 
that  thev  may  seek  employment  elsewhere  in 
kind,  work  to  which  they  are  accustomed.

Tbe  Pioneer  need  not  be  »t  a'l  alurm  >d 
lest  we  follow  it  into  the  "mire  of  Co'p- 
perbeadijm."  Oar  steps  do  not  lie  in 
that  direction.  Copperheadism  consists 
in  denying  to  the  Executive  the  povera 
necetaary  to  save  the  nation.  Its  creed  is 
that  the  GoTcrnment  has  no  constitu- 
tional power  to  suppress  armed  rebellion 
bj  coercion,  and  that  the  attempt  to  do 
so  is  a  tyrannical  usurpation  of  power. 

Now  we   hold,   on   tbe  contrary,  that 
tbe  Executive  has  all  the  powers  neeeseary 
to  tare  the  nation  from  destruction  bj  in- 
ternal fo«a;    and   that   it    is  his  dutj  to 
exercise    tverj  neceuary  power  for  that 
purpose,  upon  his  sworn  responsibilitj  to 
the  people  and  to    tbe   civil  tribunals,  of 
whose  ultimate  judgment   he  must  takje 
the  risk.     He   may  suspend  the   habere 
corpus;  he   may  invoke   to  his    aid   thje 
summary   processes  of  military   law  foir 
the  punishment  of    spies,    incendiaries, 
and  all  those  who  hare  violated  the  lawjs 
of  war  by   aiding  and  abetting  the  public 
enemy.     These  are  necessary   incident  i 
of  tho  war  power  conferred  by  tbe  Con' 
stitution    upon  tbe    Executive;   bnt  tbi 
exercise   of  these  irregular  and  anomah 
loos  functions  is  justified,  not  by  the  mer^ 
existence  of  a  state  of  war.    but   by  tbe 
presence   of  an   immediate  and  extreme 
public  danger,  and  by  this  al*ne.  I 

\Ve  go  this  far  with  all  our  heart  and 
right  here  we  stop.     By  as  much  as  we 
approve  tbe  assumption  by  the  Executive, 
in  time  of  war  and  public  danger,   of  all 
the  ml.itary  power  necessary  to  the  public 
safety — by  so   much  do   we  utterly  and 
unqualifiedly  condemn  the  continued  ex- 
ercise   of    tbesa   arbitrary    prerogatives 
when  tbe  necessity  has  ceased.     And  the 
latter  position  not  less  than  the   former, 
is  just  tbe  reverse  of  that  of  the  Copper- 
heads.    Referring  to    the   Secretary   ol 
War  tbe  Pioneer  of  a    day   or  two   ago 
•ays:  "  In  common  with  other  Domocra- 
tic  Journals   we  have  ceased  protesting 
against  the  acts  of  the  tyrant  and  usurper.*' 
That  is  to  say :   as   long  as    the    exer- 
cise of  military  power  in  tbe  suppression 
of  treason  was  lawful  and  right,    because 
necessary  to  tbe  salvation  of  the  Repub- 
lic, the  Copperheads  protested  vigorously 
against  it ;  but  the  moment  that,  with  thC' 
dis  ippearance  of  the  public  perils,  the  ex-j 
ercise  of  such  power  became   illegal  andj 
wrong,    because   unnecessary,  then    the' 
Copperheads  took     the   other  tack  and' 
"ceased  to  protest*'  against  it.     When  it| 
was  right  they  denounced  it,  and  when  it 
was  wrong  (hey  tacitly  approved  it.  From 
all  which  the  Pioneer  will  be  able  to  judge 
bow  near   we  [are   to  becoming  a  Cop- 
perhead.

Dancaa    Kennedy    Seen— The 
Campbell  Family    at  Tra- 
verse des  Sioux. 


From  the  St.  Pater  Tribane,  Hay  lOlh. 

Wm.  Bd^Is.  Nelson  McGraw,  and  oth- 
ers, of  this  place  and  vicinity,  who  for 
several  months  past  have  been  out  in  the 
vicinity  of  Lake  Shetek,  trapping,  re- 
turned home  yesterday,  greatly  to  tbe 
relief  of  their  families  and  friends,  who 
tcared  that  tbey  had  been  way  laid  and 
murdered  by  the  Indians.  They  saw 
Duncan  Kennedy  about  the  1st  inst..  on 
the  Sioux  river,  in  company  with  a  party 
of  half  breed  scouts.  No  fears  need  be 
entertained  regarding  his  safety.  lie  will 
come  back  undoubtedly  all  right. 

This  party  did  not  bear  of  tbe  Indian 
difficulties,  until  after  they  reached  tbe 
settlements. 

THS    CAMPBKLL   FAMILY. 

Since  the  hanging  of  John  Campbell, 
at  Mankato,  considerable  uneasmeis  has 
existed  in  the  public  mind,  at  this 
place,  relative  to  that  portion  of 
tbe  Campbell  family  residing  at 
Traverse  de  Sioux.  The  mother  ot  John 
— a  full-blooded  squaw — after  hearing  of 
I  ha  death  of  John,  intimated  that  his 
death  would  be  revenged,  and  showed  a 
disposition  to  do  anything  in  her  power 
to  aid  the  Indians  in  the  bloody  work 
which  they  have  again  so  successfully  in- 
itiate 1,  of  murdermg  unprotected  white 
people. 

This  so  excited  tbe  already  outraged 
feelings  of  the  people  in  this  vicinity  as 
to  make  it  necessary  to  take  some  &teps 
to  quiet  the  community  ;  and  at  the  same 
tioij  secure  the  old  woman  both  from  do- 
ing and  receiving  injury.  She  was  ac- 
cordingly arrested  ou  Monday,  by  mili- 
tary authority,  and  placed  in  the  county 
jail  at  this  place.  Here  she  sits  dolefully 
lamenting  the  loss  of  her  son.  and  fearing 
least  a  similar  fate  awaits  her.

U.  now  on  the  way. 


Fro.w  somk  Telegraphic  correspon- 
denoe  which  we  saw  at  the  Executive  De- 
partment, yesterday,  it  would  seem  that 
several  of  our  Regiments  aro  to  be  sent 
home  within  a  short  time,  to  be  paid  and 
mustered  out  of  service.  It  is  probable, 
those  in  Sherman's  army  are  coming.

Minnesota  Becmita  for 
cock's  Corps. 

Camp  Sroittiu^v,  D.  C,  May  5, 1803. 
Kditors  St.  Paul  Press : 

The  recruits  for  Gen.  Hancock's  Corps 
from  Minnesota,  arrived  |afely  at  Wash- 
ington, on  the  28th  ult.,  and  immediately 
reported  at  Camp  Stoneman,  according 
to  orders.  We  are  Company  A.  9th 
Regiment.  1st  V.  V,  A.  C.  and  we  are 
all  well.  The  Company  was  filled  with 
two  men  from  Iowa  and  sixteen  from 
Wiaconsln.  I  am  in  command  of  them 
present. 


An  Indian  war  meeting  was  hel  1  in  the 
Court  House  on  Sabbath  evening,  which 
was  largely  attended,  and  addressed  by 
Judge  11.  Austin,  S.  A.  Buell  and  others, 
in  an  earnest  manner.  An  order  from 
Adj.  General  Malmros  was  read  to  the 
meeting,  calling  upon  the  peoplti  of  the 
counties  of  Faribault,  Mattin,  Blue  Earth, 
Brown  and  Nicollet,  to  organize  a  force 
of  600  militia  under  command  of  Colonel 
Smith,  of  Mankato,  for  frontier  protec- 
tion, to  be  retained  in  service  as  long  as 
necessity  requires.  This  force  is  to  con- 
sist of  cavalry  and  infantry,  and  will  re- 
ceive pay  from  the  State.  Nicollet  coun- 
ty is  called  upon  to  furnish  100  men. 
About  2d  volunteers  started  from  Saint 
Peter  on  Monday  morning,  and  others 
have  followed  since. 

A  Good  Move. — There  is  a  move  on 
foot  here  to  procure  blood-hounds  to  hunt 
down  Indians.  Maj.  Buell,  Capt.  Cox 
and  Jas.  Homer,  Esq.,  were  appointed 
a  committee  for  the  purpose  of  corres- 
ponding with  the  War  Department  with 
reference  to  their  use  atd  to  ascertain 
where  the  dogs  were  to  be  procured. 
From  what  we  know  of  the  nature  of 
these  dogs,  we  are  batisfied  that  they  will 
prove  very  efifective  in  hunting  down 
these  savages. 

HoMR  Guards. — On  account  of  the 
late  Indian  murders  in  Blue  Earth  county, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  get  up  a  com- 
pany of  Home  Guards  here,  which  might 
serve  as  a  nucleus  roond  which  the  citi 
xens  could  rally  in  case  there  was  danger 
of  an  attack  in  this  vicinity.  About 
thirty  of  our  citizens  enrolled  themselves 
in  tbe  organization,  and  elected  Capt.  J. 
C.  Donabower  captain,  and  E.  St.  ,Tulian 
Cox  orderly  sergeant.  The  organization 
is  only  temporary  but  it  is  to  oe  hoped 
th  it  the  principal  movers  in  it  will  use 
their  best  endeavors  to  make  it  permi 
nent.

He  was  en- 
gaged in  tl^e  Spirit  Lake  massacre  sev- 
eral years  since,  and  in  the  Lake  Shetek 
massapre  in  1863.  He  was  one  of  the 
parties  who  treated  tbe  families  of  Duly 
sod  Wright  so  barbarously. 

L  ut  Summer  he  was  down  on  the  fron- 
tier on  a  raid.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
party  who  took  a  white  woman  prisoner, 
and  sold  her  to  the  Sioux  on  the  Upper 
Missouri. 

Tbe  only  loss  likely  to  ensae  from  bis 
death  will  be  that  one  of  our  Reverend 
correspondents  will  be  deprived  sf  the 
privilege  of  colonising  him  among  thsset- 
|lerf  of  tbe  frontier.

Important  to  Volunteer  Officers 

An  order  has  been  issued  from  the  Ad- 
jutant General's  office  for  reducing  the 
number  of  company  and  staff  officers  ot 
volunteer  regiments.  It  says,  by  direc- 
tion of  the  President,  all  company  and 
st^ff  officers  of  volunteer  regiments  ab- 
sent from  their  cammands  on  account  of 
physical  disability,  or  by  virtue  of  leaves 
of  absence  granted  them,  on  their  return 
to  loyal  States  as  prisoners  of  war,  wdl 
be  honorably  mustered  out  of  theservice 
of  the  United  States  on  the  15th  inst. 
Said  officers  will  immediately  apply  by 
letter  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  tbe  ar- 
my for  their  muster  out  and  discharge 
! tapers.  In  case  of  physical  disability 
rom  diseases  or  wounds  the  letters  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  medical  certificate 
of  the  usual  form.  The  post  office  ad- 
dress of  the  officer  must  be  given  with 
oare  in  all  cases.    .

Reminiscences  of  Mr.  Lincoln. 
Mr.  R.  C.  McCormick  gives  in  the 
New  York  Evening  Post  some  reminis- 
cences of  Mr.  Lincoln,  which  bring  out 
his  original  traits  in  an  interesting  man- 
ner. Referring  to  the  celebrated  ad- 
dress of  tbe  Cooper  Institute,  which  un- 
doubtedly did  much  toward  making  Mr. 
Lmooln  President,  the  writer  says: 

"I  spoke  to  him  of  the  manuscript  of 
bis  forthcomiuK  address,  and  suggested  to 
tiim  that  it  sbonld  be  given  to  tbe  press  at  his 
earliest  convenience,  that  it  might  be  publish- 
ed in  fall  on  the  n.orning  following  its  deliv 
ery.  He  appeared  in  mnch  aoubt  as  to  wheth- 
er any  of  ihe  papers  would  care  to  print  it, 
and  it  was  only  when  I  accompanied  a  re- 
porter to  bis  room,  and  made  a  request  for  it, 
that  he  began  to  think  hii  words  ware  to  be 
of  interest  to  the  metropolitau  public.  Hfe 
seemed  wholly  ignorant  of  tbe  custom  of 
supplying  slips  to  tbe  ditferont  journals  from 
the  office  first  putting  tbe  address  in  type,  and 
was  charmiDgly  innocent  of  the  machinery 
so  generally  nsed,  even  by  some  of  our  mof  t 
popular  orators,  to  give  success  and  tclat  to 
thair  public  efforU." 

Wbilr  seeing  the  fights  in  New  Yofk 
in  one  of  Mr.  Lincoln's  visiu  in  1800, 
the  following  incident  occurred  : 

"At  one  place  he  met  an  llliqoi^  acquaint- 
ance of  former  years,  to  whom  he  said  in  his 
drj,  good  natured  way  :  "  Well,  B,  how  haye 
vou  fared  since  you  left  Illinois  ?"  To  which 
B.  replied:  "I  bare  nwde  f  100,000  and  lost 
It  all;  how  Is  it  with  you,  Mr.  Lincoln?" 
"  Oh.  very  well,"  said  Mr.  Lincoln,  "  I  have 
ithe  cottage  at  Springtleld  and  about  98,000  in 
money.  If  they  make  me  Vice  President 
with  Seward,  as  some  say  tbey  will,  I  hope  I 
shall  be  able  to  increa8e  it  to  920,000,  and 
that  is  as  mnch  as  any  man  ought  tu  want.'  '• 

Tbs  writer  says  that  Mr.  Lincoln  con- 
sidered tbe  photograph  from  which  his 
nortrait  on  tbe  ten  dollar  treasury  notes 
jwas  sngrsved.  to  be  the  beat  that  had 
Israr  been  taken,  up  to  that  time  at  least.

New  York,  May  12. 

Last  evening  during  the  thunder  storm 
Short  and  Son's  store  house  Brooklyn 
was  struck  uy  lighting,  and  fired.  Owing 
to  the  prompt  action  of  the  firemen 
only  about  10,000  dollars  damage  was 
dor.o.  The  storm  was  accompanied  by  a 
gale  which  did  a  great  amount  of  damige. 
A  large  number  of  houses  were  unroofed. 
Several  persons  were  injured  bat  no  lives 
are  known  to  be  lost. 

A  Newark  New  Jersey  correspondent 
of  the  Post  says  there  was  great  destruc- 
tion of  property,  and  many  persons  in- 
jured in  that  city  by  the  gale  last  evening. 

In  Brooklyn  some  20  houses  were  un- 
roofed or  otherwise  damaged.  A  man 
weighing  200  pounds  was  lifted  from  the 
ground  and  carried  20  feet. 

Over  one  hundred  trees  were  uprooted 
in  Philadelphia  and  twenty  three  houses 
were  blown  down. 


Tiie  Two  Senators  from  Ten- 
nessee. 

Hon.  Joseph  S.  Fowler  is  about  42 
of  age,  a  native  of  Steubenville, 
He  went  to  Tennessee  in  1844, 
and  was  appointed  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics in  Franklin  College,  near  Nash- 
ville, which  position  he  tilled  with  eminent 
ability.  He  resigned  his  position  in  1848, 
and  afterward  was  called  to  the  Presi- 
dency of  other  institutions  of  learning. 

When  the  rebellion  broke  out  he  pro- 
claimed himself  an  ardent  supporter  of 
tbe  government,  and  was  for  putting 
down  treason  with  the  bayonet.  When 
Tennessee  seceded  from  the  Union  he  left 
tbe  State  and  went  to  Springfield.  111.,  to 
engage  in  tbe  practice  of  law,  having 
quaiitied  himself  and  determined  years  be- 
fore to  pursue  that  profession.  He  re- 
mained there  until  March,  1862,  when 
Gov.  Johnson  gave  him  the  position  of 
Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  Tennes- 
see, after  tbe  rebels  had  been  driven  out. 
He  has  always  been  anti-sUvery,  is  a 
thorough  radical,  and  is  one  of  the  first 
scholars  of  tbe  South.  He  is  a  warm  and 
intimate  friend  of  his  colleague,  Hon.  Da- 
vid T.  Patterson,  and  bol(i  enjoy  the  ful- 
lest confidence  of  tbe  President, 

Hon.  David  T.  Patterson  is  about  45 
years  of  age,  a  citizen  of  Greene  county, 
and  an  able  lawyer.  He  was  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  Circuit  Judge  in  East  Ten- 
nessee, and  was  regarded  as  one  of  the 
first  jurists  of  tLe  State.  He  stood  by 
the  government  iu  its  darkest  hour,  and 
in  all  the  trials  and  perils  of  the  people  of 
liast  Tennessee  he  kept  the  fai:h.  He  is 
radically  Union  in  politics,  and  is  a  son- 
in-law  of  President  Johnson. 

We  have  the  furtbei*  intelligence  that 
the  State  of  Tennessee  will  be  redistrict- 
ed  by  the  Legislature  immediately,  and 
an  election  for  Congressmen  will  take 
place  upon  tbe  regular  election  'day  in 
'August.

—  The  following  letter  from  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  olllcer  at  Washington  contains 
decisions  of  interest  at  tbe  present  time : 

Washington,  April  28,  1855.— Sir;  I  reply 
to  yours  of  the  20th  inst.,  in  relation  to  Judge 
i»hipman'8  decision,  that  the  same  is  not  ac- 
quiesced in  by  this  officer.  The  law,  in  the 
plainest  terms,  requires  that  the  undivided 
gains  of  a  corporation  shall  be  treated  as  in- 
come. A  corporation  is  not  liable  to  the  in- 
come tax.  The  persons  "antitUd"  to  the  gains 
mentioned  must  therefore  be  the  stockhold- 
ers. You  will  proceed  with  your  assessments, 
therefore,  as  before. 

The  expense  oi .  repairs  upon  a  homestead, 
which  the  owners  himself  occupies,  is  deduc- 
tible, according  to  the  law,  from  any  income. 
So  also  is  insurance  money  paid  out  during 
the  year.

WHAT    BBVERLY    TUCKKR  8AT8. 
To  the  people  of  Canada : 

Montreal,  May  4,  1865.— I  b»T«  this 
moment  seen  the  proclwnstion  of  Andrew 
Johnson,  acting    Preaident  of  the  United 
States,  stating  that  -it  appears  irom  evi- 
dence in  the  Bureau  of    Military    Jus- 
tice that  the  atrocious  murder  of  the  late 
President,    Abraham   Lincoln.^  and    the 
attempted   assassination  of  William   H. 
Seward,  SecreUry  ol  State,  was  incited, 
concerted  and  procured  by  and  between 
Jefferson  Davis,  late  of  Richmond,  Va.. 
and  Jacob  Thompson,  Clement  C.  Clay, 
Beverly   Tucker,  George   N.    Sanders, 
W.   C.   Cleary,   and  others,  rebels  and 
traitors    against   the  government  of  the 
United  States,  harbored  in  Canada,"  and 
offering  rewards    for  the  apprehension  of 
the   accused — twenty-five    thousand  dol 
lars  being  the  snm  offered  for  my  arrest. 
It  is  scarcely   possible  that  such  procla- 
mation   would    have    been   issued  unless 
some  such   evidence  had   been  adduced. 
What  such  "evidence"  is  I  am  totally  at 
a  loss    to    conjecture.     I  am  compelled, 
therefore,   to    content    myself    with  the 
declaration   that    whosover  h»th    sworn 
to   anvtbing    aulhorizing    in  the   slight- 
est   degree    suspicion    of     my     having 
••incited,  concerted  or  procured,"   or  ol 
any  knowledge  whatever    by  me   of  the 
attacks  made  on  the  President   and  Mr. 
Seward,  or  any  acts  or  projects  of  a  kin- 
dred character,  or  of  any  plan  to  caoture 
either  of  them,  or  any  of  the  Federal  au- 
thorities,   hath   blackened   his   soul  with 
diabolical    perjury.       Un'il    inlormation 
reached  here  ol  the  attack  on  President 
Lincoln  by    Mr.    J.    WUkes   Booth,   and 
that  on  Mr.  Seward    by   some  other  per- 
son, I  did  not  know  that  any  such  person 
as  J.  Wilkes  Booth  existed.     I  hadnever 
heard  of  him  before.     I  do  not  know  any 
vl  the  persons  in  arrest  at    Washington, 
and  never  heardf  of  them  till  1   read  the 
notices  in  the  Unired   States  newspapers 
of  their  apprehension.     I   have  within  a 
day  or  two  made  inquiry  and  ascertained 
that  Mr.  Booth  lelt  St.   Lawren«e  Hall, 
Moniieil,  on  the  27th  of  October,    last. 
The  otHctrs  of  the  Ontario  Bank  state 
that  on  that  day  he  purchased  of  the  bank 
a  bill  on  England  for  £61,    128.  Id.,  for 
which  he  paid  in  American  gold,  and  at 
the  same  time  made   a  deposit   of  three 
hundred   and   filty-five    dollars,    Canada 
money,  whic  i  yet  remains  to   his  credit, 
and  that  he  stated  he  intended  to  run  the 
blockade.     Whether  he  made   such  at- 
attempt  or  went  into  the   United  Sta'es 
by  railroad  I  have  not  ascertained. 

The  clerks  in  the  bt.  Lawrence  Hall 
inform  me  that  he  arrived  at  the  house 
on  the  18th  October,  being  here  nine 
days.  I  was  not  in  Montral  during  that 
tioie.  My  association  with  the  other 
gentleman  named  in  this  atrocious  proc- 
lamation has  been  intimate  for  years, 
and  1  admit  it  would  be  strange  if  they 
bad  any  knowledge  of  Mr.  Booth's  par- 
pose  tbiiat  I  should  be  in  utter  ijnorance 
of  It. 

The  whole  business  is  in  my  deliberate 
judgment,  an  attempt  to  get  up  a  pretext 
tor  a  ditficulty  with  the  British  provinces, 
and  the  consideration  that  since  I  have 
been  here  1  have  received  nothing  but 
hos^MtaiiU'  and  kindness  from  you.  impels 
me  to  linke  this  brief  address  to  aid  in  the 
dissipation  of  such  pretext.  I  have  to- 
day appealed  to  President  Johnson  and 
Secretary  Stanton  to  allow  me  copies  of 
the  alleged  "evidence"  with  respect  to 
myself,  to  give  me  a  chance  to  disprove  it. 

I  will  add  that  I  will  go  before  any 
magistrate  here  and  verify  the  above  by 
my  solemn  oath,  and  that  I  will  agree 
that  the  United  States  Consul,  or  any 
respectable  counsel  that  he  may  designate, 
•shall  cross-examine  me  in  relation  to  the 
alleged  "  evidence,"  or  any  other  and  all 
acts  of  life.

8TANEMENT  OF  WILUAM  W.  CLXABY. 

>i*um  the  Toronto  Leader,  May  5. 

Sir  :  The  reward  of  $10,000  offered  for 
my  capture  by  President  Johnson  im- 
peratively demands  that  I  should  take  the 
first  opportunity  and  the  most  pnblic 
means  of  referring  to  the  proclamation 
which  brands  me  ^fore  the  world  as  a 
participator  in  the  murder  of  the  late 
President  of  the  United  States.  The 
other  gentlemen  whose  names  are  asso- 
riated  wth  mine  I  leave  to  speak  for 
themselves. 

In  thi'<  proclamation  I  am  referred  to  as 
tie  clerk  of  Mr.  C.  C.  Clay.  I  deny 
most  emphatically  that  I  ever  occapied 
such  a  position. 

As  to  the  assassination  of  Mr.  Lindoln, 
I  declare  before  high  Heavea  and .  the 
whole  world  that  I  knew  nothing  of  it  un- 
til It  had  been  coomiitted  and  annouaced 
in  the  newspapers.  There  is  not  a  par- 
ticle of  truth  in  the  statement  thslt  I 
"concocted  and  incited"  the  assassination. 
The  announcement  of  the  great  crime 
came  upon  me  as  it  no  doubt  did  upon 
thoQsands  of  others  who  read  it  in  the 
papers  on  the  day  succeeding  Good  FVi- 
day,  like  a  clap  ol  thunder ;  and  I  shared, 
with  all  my  heart,  in  the  geaeral  regret 
that  so  foul  a  deed  had  been  committed, 
and  that,  too,  at  a  time  when  the  war,  as 
I  considered,  had  virtually  been  brought 
to  a  close. 

Positive  proof  of  my  innocence  it  ia,  of 
course,  impossible  for  me  to  produce. 
But  if  circumstantial  evidence  is  of  any 
avail,  I  may  state  that  oaly  a  week  ago  1 
went  to  Detroit  under  "  safe  conduct"  of 
the  •*  mibtary  authorities"  to  arrange  my 
affairs  and  return  to  my  native  State.  If 
I  had  been  guilty  of  the  crime  laid  to  my 
charge,  does  any  one  suppose  that  I 
wonld  have  ventured  to  go  upon  Ameri- 
can soil  when  important  revelations  were 
daily  being  made  and  numerous  persons 
arrested? 

I  can  do  no  more  now  than  openly  and 
unequivocally  assert  my  innocence.  In 
doing  this  I  appeal  to  the  justice  of  a 
community  which,  I  trust,  will  not  scn- 
teuce  me  unheard ;  and  to  the  right  leel- 
ing  of  the  Government  at  Washington, 
who  have  been  most  egregionsly  deceived, 
if  any  evidence  has  been  put  in  their  pos- 
session which  would  make  me  the  accom- 
plice of  assassins.

In  saying  •'well- 
stocked,"  I  of  course  speak  in  a  relative 
sense.     In    Philadelphia,    or  any    other 
northern  city,  the  term  would  be  far  less 
applicable ;  but  here,  where  the  fair  sex 
have  been   so  Ion?  cut  off  from  the  de- 
corative   treasure!    ever    dear    to  their 
hearUt      a      store       like       that      just 
opened      appears      indeed     a      perlect 
godsend— an      eden,      oasis      in     the 
deaert,    or    whatever    you    please    that 
is   enchanting.      It  is  situated  on  Syca- 
more or  Main  street,   in  the  central  part 
of  the  town,  and  is  itself  the  centre  of  at- 
traction to  the  entire  place— I  might  al- 
most say  to  the  centre  of  gravity— judg- 
ing by   the  way   the  ladiea  gravitate  to- 
wards    it.      Kx-counter  jumpers     whose 
occupation  long  ago    departed,   looked 
in  to    refresh   their    eyes   with  a  sight  of 
fabrics   once   familliar,   but  now  almost 
forgotten,  and  several  of  them,  offering 
their  services,  were  at  once  engaged  and 
set  to  work.      The  customers  formed  a 
motley  collection.     Ladies  representing 
the  jpper  tier  of   Petersburg  were  josted 
by  muscular   females    of   the  contraband 
persuasion,  who   were    ••spilin"  for  their 
share  of  the  spoils.     Country  dames  and 
demoisdltt,   who    accidentally    were    in 
town  at   the    epoch  of   the  great  event, 
left        unpurchased        the      groceries, 
or        crockery        or        other      wares, 
w;ich    had    formed     the     original   ob- 
ject of  their  expedition,  and  carried  home 
instead  a  little  argosy  of  calicoes,  hoop- 
skirts,  gaiter  shoes,  and   the  various  ac- 
cessories of  feminine  acttractiveness.    So 
thoroughly  well  pleased  did  the  fair  sho|»- 
keeper  at  the   opportunity   of  resuming 
tbeir  long  obsolete  vocation  that  itseemed 
as  if  they  lelt  more  than  half  consoled  for 
the  presence  of  the  "hated  Yankees"  by 
this  agreeable  concomitant  of    Yankee 
rule.     How  so  many  people  became  pos- 
sessed of  the  needfuljcash  was  a  ques  ion 
that  suggested  itself  to  the  mind,    doubt- 
less, there  was   some  long-hoarded  gold 
and  silver  drawn  from  its   hiding  place, 
which  no  less   important  occasion  could 
have     called     forth.       In     greenbacks, 
the     poor    were,    perhaps,      better    off 
than  the  rich,   and  the  majority  of  pur- 
chasers  appeared  to   be  of  the   former 
class,  the   colored  -  element  figuring  with 
considerable  conspicuity.

But 
the  most  extensive  purchasers  oi  wearing 
apparel  apparently  belonged  to   a  class 
of  temales  whose  occupation  places  them 
at  the  foot  of  the  social  ladder,  but  who, 
nevertheless,  seemed  lesolutely  bent  on 
scaling  the  topmost  heig^it  of  fashion,  and

From  tlie  Boston  Journal. 

A  littU  over  a  year  ago  we  noticed 
the  fact  that  Chas.  F.  Philbrick,  Jr.,  son 
of  Mr.  Chas.  P.  Philbrick  of  this  city,  (at 
present  a  special  officer  in  the  employ  of 
the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,)  a 
private  in  the  3d  Massachusetts  Cavalry, 
iiad  set  out  on  an  independent  scout  from 
Port  Hudson  and  captured  a  rebel  Colo- 
nel named  Bradford  and  his  servant  and 
brought  them  prisq^is  into  our  lines, 
much  to  the  chagriirof  the  Confederates, 
who  had  delivered  up  their  arms  to  Phil- 
brick and  ridden  into  camp  on  their  own 
horses  in  the  belief  that  Philbrivk'a  orders 
to  an  imaginary  sqnad  of  men  were  not 
such  as  to  be  carelessly  heeded.  We 
have  another  gallant  achievement  of  Phil- 
brick's  to  record,  the  particulars  of  which 
come  to  us  indorsed  by  the  best  author- 

'•On  the  22 J  of  March,  1865.  while 
out  on  a  scout  about  twelve  miles  from 
Winchester,  .Virginia,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Cedar  Creek,  Philbrick  was  suddenly 
confronted  by  four  rebels  who  demanded 
his  surrender.  Another  soldier  named 
Smith,  was  with  him  at  the  time,  and  af 
ter  their  refusal  to  give  themselves  up, 
the  rebels  fired  at  both,  but  missed  them. 
The  two  then  charged  the  rebels,  who  ran, 
but  it  was  only  to  decoy  them  into  an 
ambush.  Being  surrounded  by  numbers 
against  whom  they  could  not  cope,  Phil- 
brick and  Smith  were  obliged  to  surren- 
der. After  being  taten  to  several  places 
the  party  came  to  Staunton,  where  they 
joined  Capt.  Fay,  Lieut.  Hilfrick  and 
twelve  privates  of  the  44th  Pennsylvania 
volunteers. 

This  party  of  prisoners  was  marched 
and  countermarched  from  one  place  to  an- 
other during  several  days,  until  at  last 
they  arrived  in  Buchanan  where  they  were 


pi 
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placed  in  a  small  building  over  night  and 
guarded.  Here  Philbrick  and  the  others 
contrived  a  plan  to  escape,  in  which  all 
heartily  joined.  It  was  agreed  that  Phil- 
brick was  to  go  out  and  disable  the  sen- 
tries, and  at  the  signal  cry  of  'True  blue  !' 
the  others  were  to  burst  out  and  run  lor 
it.  About  two  o'clock  in  the  morning 
Philbrick  pried  off  the  lock  ol  the  back 
door  of  the  building  in  which  the  prisoners 
were  contined,  and  having  armed  himself 
with  a  stick,  he  stood  ready,  (the  while 
Smith  held  the  door  ready  to  open  and 
shut  it  again),  to  attack  the  sentinel  as 
he  passed  it. 

At  the  proper  moment  Philbrick  jump- 
ed out,  struck  down  the  guard  and  band- 
ed his  musket  back  to  Smith.  Philbiick 
then  crept  around  on  his  hands  anU  knees 
and  secured  four  more  guns,  which  were 
delivered  to  his  fellow  prisoners.  He 
next  crept  over  to  a  tree,  under  which 
one  of  the  rebels  slept,  and  cptured  a 
istol  which  stuck  out  of  his  breast 
ket  Returning  to  the  heuse  Phil- 
brick encountered  a  sentinel  standing 
with  his  musket  at  rest  near  the  front 
door  of  the  house.  Luckily  the  rebel 
took  Philbrick  for  one  of  his  own  party, 
and  as  soon  as  he  turned  his  head  Philbrick 
knocked  the  man  down,  yelled  out  the 
signal — 'True  Blue,' — and  on  the  instant 
all  the  prisoners  jumped  out,  seized  the 
rebel  arms  that  were  staked  near  the 
door  and  made  a  charge  on  the  guard, 
one  ol  whom  was  shot  dead.  Tho  rest  of 
them  had  to  yield.  There  were  eighteen 
in  all  of  them,  and  they  were  marched  off 
prisonejs  to  those  who  had  been  prisoners 
to  them  but  a  few  minutes  before.  Twelve 
miles  were  marched  before  daylight,  and 
all  the  ferry  boats  were  sunk  and  ferry 
ropes  destroyed  after  crossing  the  rivers 
and  streams  on  the  route.  Being  obliged 
to  take  to  the  mountains  for  safety  during 
the  day,  the  rebels  were  paroled  and  re- 
leased. 

The  escaped  party  traveled  five  days 
over  the  mountains,  daring  much  of  which 
time  they  were  without  food.  On  the 
third  day  Philbrick  went  to  a  house  near 
a  river  to  get  something  to  eat,  where 
he  came  upon  a  squad  ol  rebel  soldiers, 
to  whose  inquiry  concerning  the  matter 
Philbrick  answered  that  he  belonged  to 
the  6th  Virginia  (rebel)  cavalry.  Th^y 
neither  suspected  nor  troubled  him.  and 
he  got  back  to  his  party  with  alittle  food. 
Five  days  afterward,  by  traveling  at 
night,  and  skulking  in  the  woods  and 
mountains  dhring  the  day,  the  party 
reached   the  Union  lines  in  safety."  '

The 
President,  as  usual,  was  disposed  to  be 
verciful,  and  to  permit  the  arch-rebel  to 
pass  unmolested,  but  tie  Secretary  urged 
tbat  be  be  arrested  as  a  traitor.  ••  By 
permitting  him  to  escape  the  penalty  of 
treason,"  persitently  remarked  the  Sicre- 
tiry,  •'you  sanction  it.'*  "Well,"  re- 
plied Mr.  Lincoln,  •*  let  me  tell  you  a 
story.  There  was  an  Irish  soldier  here 
last  summer  who  wanted  something  to 
drink  stronger  than  Water,  and  stopped 
at  a  drug  store  where  he  espied  a  soda 
fountain.  •Mr. Doctor,' said  he,  'give  me, 
plase,  a  glass  of  soda  watker,  an'  if  ye 
can  put  in  a  few  drops  of  whisky  unbe- 
known to  any  one,  I'll  be  obleeg;d.' 
Now,"  contioaed  Mr.  Lincoln,  "  If  Jake 
Thompson  is  alowed  to  go  through  Maine 
unbekaoicn  to  any  one,  what's  the  harm? 
So  don't  have  him  arrested.'*^

-'Arany  information  regarding  the  ac- 
tions and  conversation  of  the  murderer  of 
President  Lincoln,  during  the  last  few 
months  of  his  career,  must  be  of  special 
interest  to  the  public.  I  have  thought 
proper  to  furnish  you  with  a  few  reminis- 
cences of  an  evening  I  spent  in  his  com- 
pany some  few  monhts  ago.  J 

On  an  evening  during  last  fall,  I  be- 
lieve m  the  early  part  of  October,  I  was 
introduced  lo  J.  Wilkes  Booth  at  the  St. 
Lawrence  ball,  in  Montreal,  and  indulg- 
ed in  a  friendly  contest  at  billiards  with 
him  in  the  saloon  of  that  establishment, 
which  was  continued  to  a  late  hour  in  the 
evening.  My  opponent  seemed  to  have 
been  indulging  freely  in  stimulants,  not 
appearing  to  be  intoxicated  at  all,  but  I 
remember  that  the  wandering  character 
of  his  conversation,  and  the  wild  ideas 
he  expressed,  struck  me  at  the  time  as 
in<licatiog  rather  immoderate  dissi 
pation  and  a  slight  mental  de- 
rangement or  excitement.  Iti  the 
coarse  of  the  recreation,  a  peculiar  "run" 
drew  from  him  a  remark  touching  my 
partiality  for  the  ••pockets,"  and  there- 
upon a  sudden  thought  seemed  to  flash 
through  his  mind,  and,  raising  bis  cue, 
he  continued  in  a  manner  somewhat  ex- 
cited, 'Do  you  know  I  have  got  the 
sharpest  play  laid  out  in  America  ?     I 

can  bag  the  biggest  game  this  side  of ; 

just  remember  my  address.  You'll  bear 
of  a  double  carom  one  one  of  these  days.*^ 
I  paid  little  regard  to  his  remarks  at  the 
time,  supposing  them  to  proceed  from 
the  ordinary  fallacy  of  a  person  m  bis 
condition.  In  the  course  of  the  even- 
ing some  allusion  occurred  to  the  presi- 
dential canvass  then  progressing  in 
the  United  States.  Booth  seemed 
to  be  inspired  with  great  feeling 
on  the  subject,  and  among  other  obsbr- 
va.ions,  said :  ••It  made  damned  little  dif- 
ference, head  or  tail — Abe's  contract  was 
nearly  up,  and  whether  re-elected  or  DOt, 
he  would  f^et  his  goose  cooked."  At  one 
time  my  opponent,  in  a  jocular  turn, 
clapped  me  upon  the  shoulder,    with   this 

remark:  "By  ,  I  like  your  Canadian 

style ;  I  must  post  myself  in  Canuck  airs ; 
for  some  of  us  devils  may  have  to  settle 
there  shortly."  These  remarks  formed 
but  a  small  portion  of  the  conversation 
ttiat  evening ;  but  I  recall  them  particu- 
Isrly  as  probably  indicating  designs  then 
entertained  by  Booth,  and  the  same 
which  in  their  execution  has  so 
rt>cently  startled  the  world.  My  impres- 
sions of  Booth  were  that  he  was  a  young 
man  of  means,  given  to  a  gay,  rollicking 
life,  and  tbit  Lis  nature  was  not  calculat- 
ed to  distinguish  him  beyond  the-  sphere 
of  a  fushicnable  blade  in  society.  The 
photographs  commonly  circulated  at  pre 
sent  are  evidently  very  correct,  as  they 
serve  to  replace  his  appearance  on  that 
evening  very  vividly  in  my  mind.  We 
parted  at  the  hotel  at  the  conclusion  of 
our  recreation,  and  I  did  not  meet  him 
afterwards ;  but  I  will  remember  his  ad- 
dreaa,  a«  he  suggested,  and  beliere  that 
now  I  can  comprehend  the  character  of 
the  "double  carom"  contemplated  by  my 
friendly  oppooent  on  that  evening,  ren- 
dered memorable  in  my  experience  at 
billiards. 


Trtbnie  to  the  Late  President. 

Commenting  on  the  assassination  of 
Mr.  Lincoln,  the  Olobe  says : 

"The  news  from  America  wiil  send  a 
thrill  of  horror  through  the  land.  It  is 
too  soon  to  estimate  the  depth  and 
breadth  of  the  great  calamity  to  America 
and  Europe.  Mr.  Lincoln  had  come  no- 
bly through  the  great  ordeal.  He  had 
extorted  approval  even  from  his  oppo- 
nents, at  least  on  this  side  of  the  water. 
They  had  come  reluctantly  to  admire  his 
firnmess,  fairness  and  sagacity.  He  had 
tried  to  do,  and  had  done  what  he  con- 
sidered to  be  his  duty,  with  magnanimity. 
He  had  never  called  vengeance  upon  one 
individual.  In  his  dealings  with  foreign 
countries  and  his  expressions  with  regard 
to  them  he  had  come  to  be  remarkable, 
because  among  American  Presidents  be 
showed  justness  of  view  and  atone  which 
were  not  common. 

In  the  hour  when  the  cause  he  labored 
for  was  about  to  triumph  and  peace  once 
more  prevail  over  the  torn  and  bleeding 
continent,  he  was  shot  by  a  cowardly*  as- 
sassin. Who  can  say  what  floodgate  this 
act  may  not  open,  to  what  other  crime  it 
may  not  lead?  The  future,  however,  de- 
fies conjecture.  All  we  can  do  is  to  ex- 
press the  grief  we  sincerely  feel,  that  our 
Trans-Atlantic  cousins  should  have  been 
deprived  of  one  who  will  henceforth  t^ke 
rank  among  the  best  and  most  honest  of 
American  Presidei  ts. 

The  Star  says,  while  the  civilized  world 
will  lament  the  cruel  death  of  President 
Lincoln,  "lying  now  that  the  pro  slavery 
rebellion  has  been  put  down  and  slavery 
received  its  deatn  blow,  he  has  accom- 
plished the  mis:iion  which  he  was  raised 
to  fulfill,  and  leaves  behind  him  a  pure 
and  spotless  name,  the  Lupiu  of  martjr 
as  well  as  patriot.

The  keeper  opened 
the  purse  and,  counting  the  gold,  was 
about  to  pay  over  the  amount  won,  when 
Mr.  Hampton  remarked  that  ha  had  not 
emptied  it  of  all  its  contents.  A  little 
examination  discovered  in  the  purse  a 
check  for  twenty-five  thousand  dollars, 
wikich  had  been  so  concealed  that  it  would 
not  fall  out  with  the  gold.  The  keeper 
of  the  bank  made  no  ohjt'ction  to  payuig 
over  the  sum,  which  Mr.  Hampton  quiet- 
ly put  it  into  his  pocket  and  walked  off. 
The  next  morning  he  handed  the  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  to  his  son,  told  him 
to  be  more  careful  of  his  money,  never 
to  gamble  again,  but  to  go  about  his  bus- 
iness and  complete  his  purchase  of  land.

PROCLAMATION. 

WAsniNGTON,  May  9.  —  Preaident 
Johnson  has  issued  a  proclamation  de- 
ciating — 

VVnEKEAs,  Armed  resistance  to  the 
authority  of  the  Government  in  certain 
States  heretofore  declared  to  be  iu  insur- 
rection, may  be  regarded  as  virtually  at 
an  end,  and  the  persons  by  whom  that 
resistance  was  directed,  are  fugitives, 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  understood  that  some 
of  them  are  still  infesiing  the  high  seas, 
and    others    are    preparing   to  capture, 
bum,  and  destroy  vessels  of  the    United 
Srates.  he  enjoins  all  naval,   military  and 
civil  officers   of   the   United  States  dili- 
gently to  endeavor  by  all  means  to  arrest 
said  cruisers  and  brmg  them  to  the  ports 
of  the  United  States,  in    order  that  they 
may  be  prevented   from   committing  fur- 
ther depredations    upon    commerce,   and 
that  persons  on   board   of  them  may  no 
longer  eigoy   impunity   for  crimes ;  and 
further   proclaims   and  declares    that   if, 
after  reasonable  time  shall   have  elapsed 
for  this   proclamation  to  become  known 
in  ports  of  nations  claiming  to  have  been 
neutral,  said   insurgent  cruisers  and  per- 
sons on  board  of  them  shall  continue  to 
r.'ceivti   hospitality   in     said   ports,   this 
Governnienl    will    deem   itself   justified 
m    relusing     hospitality    to    the    public 
vessels  of    such    nations     in    the  ports 
of      the      United      States;       and      in 
adopting  such  other  measures  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable  toward  vindicating  the 
natiotial  sovereignty.     The  President  has 
also   issuetl   an  executive  order  re-estab- 
lishing the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
ami  executing  the  laws  within  the  geograj 
{.bical   limits   known   as   Virginia.     It  is 
ordered  that   all  accounts  and  proceed- 
ings of  political,    military  and  civil  orga- 
nizitions  which  have  been  in  a  state  6f  in- 
Kurreclion  agrainst  the  authority  and  laws 
of  the  United  States,  aud  of  which  Jeff. 
Davis,  J  no.  Letcher  and  Wm.  Smith  were 
the  late  respective  Chiefs,    are  declared 
null  and  void.     All  persons  who  shall  ex- 
ercise the    claim   are  at  hberty  to  bring 
to  judgment,   confiscation,    and   sale  ol 
property,    sulject  to  the  confiscation   in 
torce,  and  to  the  administration  of  justice 
within  baid  States,  in  all  matte-s  civd<ind 
criminal,    within  the  cognizance   of  the 
Federal  Courts; 'to  carry  into  effect  the 
guarantee  of  the  Federal  Constitution  of 
a  republican  form  of  State  government, 
and  afford  advantage  and  the  security  of 
domestic  laws  as  well  as  to  complete  the 
rc-establishraent  of  the  authority  of  the 
laws   of  the  United  States  and  complete 
the  restoration  of  order  within  the  limits 
aforesaid.     Francis   H.   Pierpont,    Gov- 
ernor of  Virginia,   will  be  aided  by  the 
Federal  Government  so  far  as  may  be  nc* 
cessary  in  the  lawful  measures  which  he 
may  take  for  the  extension  and  adminis- 
tration of  the  St.tte  government  throngh^ 
out  the  geographical  limits   of  the  State.

Washington,  May  9. — The  Military!  ^ 
CoiuQiission  fjr  tbe  accomplices  of  tbe 
Asaassins,  met  to-day  in  a  room  fitted  up 
for  the  purpose  in   the   old  penitentiary 
building  adjoining  the   arsenal   grounds 
The  followiog  order  was  read  : 

"Executive  Chamber,  Washingion 
City,  May  1.— Whereas,  The  Attorney 
(tcneral  of  the  United  States  has  given 
his  opinion  that  the  persons  implicated  in 
the  niurcicr  of  the  late  President  Lincoln, 
s'.nd  the  attempted  assassination  of  Hon. 
W.  H.  Seward,  Secretary  of  State,  and 
the  alleged  conspiracy  to  assassinate  other 
oflicers  of  the  Federal  Government  at 
Washington,  and  their  aiders  and  abet- 
tors, are  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of, 
and  legally  triable  before  a  Military  Com- 
mis!«ion,  it  is  ordered,  first,  that  the  As- 
sistant Adjutant  General  take  nine  com- 
petent military  ofBcers  to  serve  a«  com- 
mission for  the  trial  of  said  parties,  and 
that  the  Judge  Advocate  General  proceed 
to  prefer  charges  against  said  parties  for 
their  alleged  offenses,  and  bring  them  to 
trial  before  said  Military  Commission; 
that  said  trial  or  trials  be  conducted  by 
such  Judge  Advocate  as  recorded  thereof 
in  person,  aided  by  such  assistants  as  he 
may  designate;  and  that  said  tyal  be 
condncttd  with  all  diligence  consistent 
with  the  ends  of  justice,  and  said  Com- 
mission to  sit  without  regard  to  hours. 

Second,  That  Brevet  Major  Hartroft 
be  assiynfd  to  duty  as  Special  Trovost 
.Marfhal  General  for  the  purposes  of  said 
trial  and  attendance  upon  said  Commis- 
sion and  the  execution  of  its  mandates. 

Third,  'J  hat  said  Commission  eatab- 
li-sh  buch  order  or  rules  of  proceeding  as 
may  avoid  unnet  essary  delay  and  conduce 
to  the  end  of  publif  justice.

did  not  say  a  word  to  me  when  I  went  in 
but  struck  me  as  soon  as  I  entered ;  they 
were  standing  close  by  the  door;  was 
hit  with  knife  and  slungshot  at  the  same 
time. 

CAPTAIN    nXCK  SWORN. 

Captain  Heck  testified  concerning  the 
arrest  of  Chinnick  at  the  Wild  Hunter 
■alocn   on  Jackson   street.     He  had  on 
soldier  clothea,   and  tbe  officer  testified 
thit  he  noticed  fresh   blood   on    them^ 
s  )me  of  which  there  had  evidently  been 
an  attempt  to  wash  out.     Tbe  officer  pro- 
duced the  prisoner's    hat  and   overcoat 
which  were   still    bloody.     The  witness 
teatitied  concerning  the  position  of  the 
premises  and  the  finding  of  two  handker- 
chiefs (which  were   produced   in  court)' 
one  having  a  knot  tied  in  it  forming  a  small 
sack  which  at  the    time    of   t£e  assault, 
probably  contained  the  stone  which  was 
found  in  the  room.      The  officer   related 
the  conversation  he  had  with  the   prison- 
er, and  his  unsuccessful  effort  to  get  him 
to  acknowledge   his  participation  in  the 

crime. 
The  cross  examination  elicited  nothing

COMMENCE.MENT  OF  HUBBARD'S 
EXAMINATION. 


The  preliminary  examination  of  John 
Chinnick.  Benj.  F.  Da>ton.  and  Isaac 
N.  Hubbard,  charged  with  being  con- 
serned  in  the  assault  upon,  and  robbing 
ofFrancisN.  Ueitr,  on  the  evening  ol 
the  3d  inst  .  took  place  at  th«  Court 
House  yesterday,  before  Justice  McEl 
rath.  As  we  have  before  stated.  Chin 
nick  and  Dayton  are  soldiers  without 
families.  Hubbard  was  formerly  a  mem- 
ber of  the  First  regiment  but  has  been 
discharged.  His  home  is  in  tbe  southern 
portion  of  tie  State  where  his  family,  a 
wife  and  two  children,  reside. 

Chinnick  and  Dayton  were  arraigned 
on  two  charges : 

First,  assault  with  intent  to  murder; 
second,  robbery;  Ly  assault  w.th  a  dan- 
gerous weapon. 

The  second  charge  also  included  Hub- 
bard. All  ol  the  prisoners  pleaded  not 
guilty.  W.  H.  Grant  appeared  as  coun- 
sel for  Chinnick  and  Hubbard,  and  John 
B.  Brisbin  for  Dayton. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Grant,  a  separate 
examination  was  granted  and  the  proseca- 
tion  designatiag  tbe  case  of  Dayton 
as  the  tirst,  the  other  prisoners 
were  remanded  to  jail.  Th«  examination 
commenced  with  the  testimony  ol  Mr. 
Heitx  who  appeared  in  court  with  his  head 
bandaged  up  and  upon  the  removal  c' 
the  bandage  evidence  of  the  marderoos 
assault  which  had  been  committed  was 
plainly  visible.  His  testimony  was  as 
follows : 

VRA>'CU  N.  HUTS  SWOBN. 

I  lived  second  house  fcom  the  Napoleon 
saloon.   Third  street,    when   the   assault 
took  place ;  1  occupied   the  upper  front 
room ;  I  have  seen   the  defendant   (Day- 
ion)   before ;    I  went   out  to   Mr.  Mug- 
ley's  (Napoleon)  saloon,  on  Wednesday 
eveniii ;    week,    and    left  there  about  teu 
o'clock,  and  went  across  the  street  to  the 
Matsassoit  house  ;  1  staid  there  a  few  min- 
ute'' and  told  tae  landlord  it  was  time  to 
go  to  bed ;  I  then  went  across  the  street  to 
my  room ;  I  look  tbe  key  to  unlock  the  front 
door  from  my  pocket ;  I  couldn't  unlock  it. 
and  then   I   tried   tbe   door  and  found  it 
was  open ;  I  had  locked  it  before  1  went 
out ;    X  went   up  stairs   and    opened  the 
door  of  my  room ;  I  never  locked   that 
door  except  when  I  went  to  bed ;  when  I 
opened  tbe  door  I  saw  two  men  dressed 
iu    soldiers'   clothes ;    defendant  was  one 
of  the  men ;  tbe  otimt  one  was   the  pox- 
marked  man  who  was  here  a  few  minutes 
ago ;  I  saw  their  faces ;  I  have  seen  them 
betore  and  know  them  by  sight ;  as  soon 
as  I  stepped  in  one  gave  me  a  blow  here, 
(showing   tbe  wound  upon  the   right  side 
of  his  head)    and  the  other  struck  me  on 
the  head  with  a  knife ;  I   fell   and    they 
struck   me     again     here,       (showing     a 
wound  on  the    other  side  of  the  head)  ; 
they  struck  me  over  the  eye  and   under 
tbe  eje;  [witness  showed   several  othfr 
wounds  on  the  head]  ;  one  of  them  said 
"(ihoot  him ;"  one  cama  and  searched  me 
ard  took   my   pocket  book   out  of    the 
i-i  east  pocket  ot  my  coat ;  the  other  said, 
'  utw  you  got  the  pocket-book  ?"*  he  an- 
btfcsed,     'yei;"     the   other  then  said 
"Uke   his    (my)    watch",   and    held   his 
band  over  m/  mouth,  at  ^be   same  time 
striking     me     on       tbe     side      of     my 
head;     the     watch     chain     broke     and 
they      could     not       ge:      the      watch 
out ;  when  the  chain   broke    I   fell  down 
Atairs;  then  one  told   the    other,    "  Uke 
the  knife  and  cut  his   throat,"   and  then 
somebody  burst  tbe  door   in   and  I   fell 
out,  and  they  took  me  and  carried  me  to 
tbe  Napoleon  Saloon  and   laid  m«  on  a 
matress ;  I  thought  it  was   a   slung  shot 
they  struck  me  with ;  I  saw  a  knife ;  they 
struck  me  on  tbe   head   five  or  six  times 
with  the  knife  ;  one  was  striking  with  the 
aluDg  shot  and  the  other  with  the  knife ; 
I  liad  a  revolver  lying  in  my  room ;  it  was 
Uken  that  nigbt ;  I  had  $900  in  my  pock- 
et book ;  I  bail   five   $100  bUls,   green- 
backs, and  the  balance  was  twenty  dollar 
note  drawing  interest  and  National  cur- 
rency   and  greenbacks  of    twenty,    ten 
and  five   dollars    denominations;    there 
was  a  deed  for   eighty  acres    of    land 
in  Princeton  in  the  pocket-book  ;  Joseph 
Carpenter  gave  the  deed ;  there  was  an 
order  on  tbe  M  arinc  Bank  for  over  twenty 
dollars ;  it  was  signed  by  Joseph  Carpen- 
ter in  favor  of  Mr.    Lahr ;  there  was   a 
eertiticate  of  thiS  burial  of  my  wife  in  tbe 
pocket-book  ;    thdi  two  soldiers   who  at- 
tacked me  were  in  the  Napoleon  saloon 
that  evening  when  I  w^as  li^re. 

The  defense  did  not  cross  examine,  and 
as  they  had  no  evidence  to  offer  the 
proaecution  here  closed. 

By  eofuent  of  the  pruonen  counsel  tb« 
name  evidence  was  allowed  to  apply  on 
Che  charge  of  robbery.  This  offence  is 
not  bailabje  by  a  Jnatice,  and  to  have  an 
•fBoaat  fixed  it  will  be  necessary  to  bring 
tbe  prisoner  beiore  the  Diatriel  Judge  on 
a  writ  of  habeatt  corpus. 

The  Justice  fixed  tbe  bonds  for  the, 
chirge  of  assault  with  intent  to  murder 
siA  ^1,500,  and  the  prisoner  was  remand- 
'ed  to  jail  to  await  his  trial  oa  bothcharg- 
les  at  the  next  term  of  the  district   ooart. 

CUINNfC«'s     EXAMINATION. 

John  Chiiinick  w^  next  arraigned,  the 
4'iarges  btring  the  »ame  as  those  against 
Pay  ton. 

The  testimony  already  given  by  Mr. 
Hei  a  was  allowed  to  apply  to  this  case 
withovt  repetition,  and  the  fbjlowing  ad- 
ditional  evidviee  was  elicited  jfr«MD  him : 

I  remember  this  man  (Chinniak)  vesy 
w.:!! ;    be  was  one  oi  ibe  men  jrbo  m- 


of  importance,  except  that  Chinnick  at 
tirst  denied  that  the  spots  on  his  clothes 
were  blood,  and  afterwards  said  they 
come  from  an  attack  oi  nose  bleed. 

OTHEK  TBSTIMONT. 

Wm.  Schofield  testified  concerning  the 
finding  of  a  stone  in  Heitx's  room  the 
next  morning  after  the  assault.  A  stone, 
about  the  sixe  of  a  man's  fist,  partially 
covered  with  blood,  was  produce.',  which 
the  witness  identified  as  the  one  he 
found. 

The  torn  portions  of  the  handkerchief 
just  cover  the  stone,  showing  that  it  was 
enclosed  in  the  sack  formed  by  the  knot. 

Chief  TumbuU  testified  to  the  finding 
of  the  handkerchiefs. 

Mary  Demars  swore  that  she  knew  the 
prisener  by  sight,  and  saw  him  the  after- 
noon before  the  assault,  at  Mrs.  Robin- 
son's. She  identified  the  handkerchief 
with  the  knot  as  his. 

Geo.  Chamberlain,  who  keeps  a  saloon 
on  the  upper  end  of  Third  Street,  saw 
Chinnick  about  half  an  hour  before  tbe 
assault.  He  came  into  the  saloon  accom- 
panied by  Dayton.  They  took  one  drink 
of  whisky  and  Dayton  wanted  to  take 
another,  but  Chinnick  said  it  was  time 
they  were  off. 

The  prosecution  here  rested  and  the 
defence  introduced  no  testimony.  The 
Court  accordinglv  made  the  same  order 
as  in  the  case  of  Dayton. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  until  S  f.  m. 

KXAMINATION    OF   ISAAC  N.    HUBBARD. 

Upon  the  re-assembling  of  the  Court, 
Isaac  N.  Hubbard  was  arraigned  to  an- 
swer the  charge  of  robbery  by  assault. 
The  theory  of  tbe  prosecution,  we  be- 
lieve, is,  that  Hubbard,  though  not  an 
active  participant  in  the  assault,  was, 
nevertheless,  a  party  to  it,  being  an  ac- 
complice of  Chinnick's  and  Dayton's 
and  a  direct  participant  in  the  planning 
of  the  robbery,  which  plan  assigned  him 
to  other  duty,  probably  as  important  as 
the  use  of  tbe  knife  and  slung  shot.  The 
testimony  was  quite  lengthy,  and  we  give 
a  synopsis  only  of  each  witness' evidence. 

John  Burk,  who  drives  a  hack  between 
the  Fort  and  the  city,  testified  that  he 
brought  Chinnick  down  the  afternoon 
before  the  assault  He  was  accompanied 
by  some  man  who  be  could  not  identify. 

Mr.  Heitx  said  he  was  acquainted  with 
Hubbard,  having  known  him  for  about 
two  weeks  before  the  assault.  He  met 
him  in  Mngley's  (Napoleon)  saloon,  and 
Hubbard  told  him  that  he  knew  him  in 
Galena,. when  he  (Hubbard)  was  a  lit- 
tle boy,  and  invited  him  to  drink,  and  from 
that  tbe  acquaintance  commenced.  The 
witness  proceeded  as  follows  : 

I  met  him  afterwards  at  Mugjey's.  and 
every  time  he  appeared  to  be  friendly 
and  invited  me  to  take  a  drink ;  I  told 
him  that  I  wanted  to  go  to  France  to 
draw  my  pension,  eight  days  before  the 
assault ;  I  told  Lim  about  the  money  I 
bad  and  showed  him  the  pocket- 
book  ;  I  think  he  saw  it  the  same 
night  of  the  attack;  he  knew 
where  I  roomed.  Tbe  same  day  of  the 
assault  I  told  him  I  was  going  to  move 
to-morrow  ;  told  him  tbe  same  thing  the 
day  before ;  the  evening  of  the  day  before 
this  happened  he  came  to  Mugley's  and 
treated  to  wine ;  saw  him  the  day  this 
happened  about  10  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing; saw  him  in  the  evening  at  Mugley's 
again ;  he  came  there  between  9  and  10 ; 
think  there  was  a  man  with  him ;  I  left 
him  there  and  went  to  tbe  Massassoit 
House;  Hubbard  came  over,  opened  the 
door  and  looked  at  me  and  then  turned 
around  and  left ;  after  staying  there  a 
few  minutes  I  went  home ;  I  saw  Chinnick 
at  the  door  of  Mugley's  that  evening ; 
Dayton  came  in  once  during  the  evening 
and  took  a  drink ;  Hubbard  told  me  that 
his  profession  was  gambling ;  had  never 
shown  my  money  to  Chinnick  or  Dayton, 
or  talked  about  it  to  them. 

The  cross  examination  elicited  nothing 
further  than  that  others  might  have  seen 
his  money  when  be  took  his  pocket  book 
out  to  pay  for  drinks. 

Gregory  Kader,  tbe  bar  tender  at  king- 
leg's,  swore  that  Hubbard  was  in  the  sa~ 
loon  during  the  afternoon  before  the  rob- 
bery, and  said  he  had  been  to  tbe  Fort. 
Hubbard  was  in  acd  out  all  the  afternoon 
and  between  sis  and  seven  o'clock  he 
came  in  with  t  «o  soldiers  named  Shep- 
herd and  Jennison,  and  treate/iP'ihem. 
Some  other  soldiers  came  in  and  Hubbard 
asked  them  to  drink ;  persons  were  com- 
ing and  going  during  the  -  evening,  and 
several  times  Shepherd  and  Jennison 
started  out  but  Hubbard  called  them  back 
to  drink  more  beer ;  these  soldiers  lived 
next  door  to  Mr.  Heitx's  room.  Mr. 
Heitz  was  in  the  saloon  while  ilnbbard 
was  drinking  with  tbe  soldiers ;  he  went 
out  between  nine  and  ten  o'clock,  and 
after  that  Hubbard  would  go  out  once  in 
f  while  and  eome  back  vety  soon.  Chin- 
nick and  Dayton  were  in  the  salooa  to- 
gether about  §  f.  u.  About  half  an  hour 
before  the  asAvU  Dayton  came  in  alone, 
and  called  Hubdt>ard  and  Us  company  up 
to  the  bar  to  drink,  and  then  yeot  oat. 
Hubbard  was  in  the  saloon  when  Heitz ' 
was  brought  in.  He  made  a  great  ado 
about  it  and  denounced  whoever  bad  at- 
tacked him,  but  as  soon  as  the  crowd  and 
police  gf^tbere  J  he  said  he  was  tired  and 
wanted  some  psa  \g  take  tbe  light  which 
be  was  holding. 

The  cross  examination  elicited  i^olliiBg 
oi  im^ert»nce  save  that  others  were  prM- 


ent   when    Heita    sMwed   Itu^'b^W  his 

money.  ,  , 

John  Cody  testified  that  Chinnick  Jlhd 
Dayton  called  at  the  Minnesota  HoU»6, 
the  afternoon  before  the  assault  and  in- 
quired for  Hubbard,  who  was   not   there 

at  the  time. 

E.  P.  Sloan,  who  is  employed  at  Joe 
Hall's  Saloon,  sail  Chinnick  and  Dayton 
came  into  the  saloon  about  (i  o'clock  of 
the  evening  of  the  assault  and  inquired 
for  Hubbard.  He  was  not  there  and 
they  took  a  drink  and  ordered  a  supper 
for  three.  Hubbard  soon  came  in  and 
the  three  took  supper  together.  After 
supper      they       went      out      together' 

George  Chamberlain  said  Dayton  came 
into  his  saloon  that  afternoon  and  in- 
quired for  Hubbard.  His  boy  said  he 
had  just  seen  Hubbard  in  a  saloon  near 
by,  and  Dayton  went  out  saying  he  had 
an  engagement    with   Hubbard    at    Joe 

Hall's. 

Wm.  Schofield,  policeman,  saw  Hub- 
bard. Chinnick  and  Dayto.n  go  up  street 
together  about  G  p.  m.  the  night  of  ther 
assault.  When  they  came  opposite 
Heitz's  room,  Chinnick  fell  back  and 
looked  in  the  door,  and  then  put  his  band 
against  the  door  to  try  it.  The  poli  e- 
man  saw  tbe  three  together  on  the  side- 
walk an  hour  later,  and  also  saw  them 
going  to  Joe  Hall's. 

At  this  stage  of  tbe  proceedings  the 
examinaiion  was  adjourned  until  ten 
o'clock  this  morniag.

Last  Tuesday  evening  a  French  boy 
about  seventeen  years  old,  named  Victor 
Alfred,  was  arrested  by  the  Deputy  U.  S. 
Marshal  at  Sc.  Peter.  He  was  found  at 
the  house  of  Joe  Campbell,  (a  brother  of 
John  Campbell  who  was  recently  lynched 
at  Mankato)  in  Traverse  des  tioux.  Tbe 
occasion  of  his  arrest  was  tbe  possession 
of  a  fine  large  gr«y  horse  which  is  sup- 
posed to  bo  stolen. 

The  boy  was  brought  down  to  this  city 
yesterday,  and  Dist.  Att'y  Moss  delivered 
him  over  to  Gen.  Sibley.  His  story  is  that 
he  was  out  flapping  and  that  three  weeks 
ago  he  met  tbe  half  breed  John  Campbell 
at  the  Lower  Sioux  Agency.  He  had  on 
soldier's  clothes,  rode  a  pony  and  was  ac 
companied  by  five  Indians  dressed  in  citi- 
zens clothes.  Campbell  and  two  of  the  In- 
dians bad  guns,  but  the  others  had  bows 
and  arrows.  He  said  h  ;  was  a  Govern- 
ment scout,  and  was  going  to  Yellow 
Hill  Creek,  one  hundred  and  twerty  five 
miles  above  Fort  liidguly,  where  there 
were  eight  hundred  Indians. 

The  boy  snys  he  told  him  he  would  be 
back  in  a  week  and  wanted  to  see  him. 
Two  weeks  ago  the  boy  alleges 
he  came  again  with  some  In- 
dians bringing  the  horse  in  que&tion 
and  asked  him  (Alfred)  to  take  him  to 
St.  Paul  and  sell  him  or  trade  him  off  for 
two  ponies.  Campbell  told  him  tbe  route 
to  go,  gave  him  ten  dollars  to  pay  his 
expenses,  and  instructed  him  not  to  tell 
any  one  where  he  got  the  horse.  The 
boy  came  down  as  far  as  Mendota,  re- 
mained there  two  days  and  not  effecting 
a  sale  returned  with  the  horse. 

He  claims  that  he  knew  nothing  of  any 
whites  being  killed.  He  contradicted  him- 
self several  times  in  telling  his  story,  and 
there  is  evidently  but  little  reliance  to  be 
placed  upon  his  statements.  It  is  thought 
that  he  knows  more  of  this  Indian  raid 
than  he  cares  to  divulge.  H^gave  some 
information  to  Gen.  Sibley  yesterday 
which  showed  bis  familiarity  with  tbe  In- 
dian movements,  but  he  refused  to  com. 
mit  himself.  He  was  sent  to  tbe  Fort  to 
await  further  information  v  to  Vi^bo  and 
what  he  is. 

The  horse  is  supposed  to  have  been 
stolen  and  possibly  may  have  belongid  to 

some  trapper  who  has  been  killed.
